VICTORIA, by the Grace of God, of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, QUEEN, 
Defender of the Faith, &c., &c., &c- 


To all to whom these presents shall come, and 
whom they may in anywise concern—GREETING. 


J. A. MacponaLp, HEREAS by a certain Act 
Minister of Justice. of the Parliament of Cana- 
da, passed in the recent session thereof, and intituled : 
“ An-Act relating to Quarantine and Public Health, 
it is amongst other things in effect enacted that the 
Governor in Council may, from time to time, make 
such regulations as he thinks proper, for enforcing. 
compliance with all the requirements of the said Act,- 
and concerning the entry or departure of boats or 
vessels at the different ports or plsces in Canada, 
and concerning the landing of passengers or cargoes 
from such boats or vessels, or the receiving of pas- 
sengers or cargoes on board of the same, as may be 
thought best calculated to preserve the public health, 
and for ensuring the due performance of quarantine, 
by and in respect of vesse's passengers, goods or 
things, arriving at any port within Canada, to which 
he thinks it right, for the preservation of the Public 


4 Health, that such regulations should apply, and for 


the thorough cleansing and disinfecting of such 
vessels, passengets, goods, or things, 0 as to prevent, 
as far as possible, the introduction or dissemination of 
disease into or in Canada, and may appoint or remove 
such officers as he may deem necessary for so doing,. 
and assign to them, respectively, such powers as he- 
may think required for carrying out the provision of 
such regulations, and may, from time to time, revoke 
or amend the same or any of them, and may make 
others in their stead, and may impose penalties, 
forfeitures and punishments for the euch thereof, 
which regulations shall be notified by Proclamatior, 
published in the Canada Gazette at least twice ; and 
the production of the copies of the Gazette, containing 
any such Proclamation, shall be evidence. of the 
making, date and contents of such regulations. And 
further that such regulations shall have the force of 
law during the time they respectively remain unre- 
voked, unless they be expressly limited. to be in force 
only during a certain time or at certain times or 5ea- 
sons, in which ‘case they shall have the force of law 
during the time and atthe times and seasons during 
or at which they have been. limited to be in force ; 
and that any person disobeying any such Regulation 
may be prosecuted for a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine or imprisonment or both, as the Court may direct, 
or otherwise sueh person may be sued for the penalties 
contained in such regulation. 

Anp.Wuereas, Our Governor in Council, hath, 
this day been pleased to make, under the authority, 
and in pursuance of the said above in part recited 
Act, certain regulations as follows, that is to. say :— 


1.— Vessels coming up the St. Lawrence. 


That all boats, ships and other vessels, except the 
Canadian Mail Steamers, which henceforth .and 
during the eight months next following the First day 
of April in each and every year shall arrive in the 
Port of Quebec, from any port or ports, place or places, 
in Europe orelsewhere out of Canada, byway. of that 
part of the River St. Lawrence which is below 
Grosse-Isle, and which shall have at the time of their 
said arrival, or shall have had during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, any 
person on board labouring under Asiatic Cholera, Fe- 
ver, Small Pox,- Scarlatina or Measles, or other infec- 
tious and dangerous disease, or on board of which any 
person shall have died during such passage, or which, 
being of less tonnage than seven hundred tons mea- 
sure ment, shall have on board thirteen or more Steer- 
age Passengers, or which being of greater tonnage 
than seven hundred tons measurement, shall have on 
board fifty or more Steerage Passengers or which 
shall have come from some infected Port, shall make 
their Quarantine at Grosse-Isle in the River St. Law- 
rence, and there remain and continue until such boats, 
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ships or vessels shall be discharged from such Quaran- 
tine, by such license or passport, and discharge, 
given without fee or emolument of any kind, as 
shall be directed or permitted by such order or 
orders as shall be mate by the Governor, with 
the advice of the Privy Council and until the 
said boats, ships and vessels shall respectively 
have performed such Quarantine, and shall be 
discharged therefrom by such license or passport 
and discharge as aforesaid, persons, goods or 
merchandize, which shal! be on board such boats, 
ships or vessels, shall not come or be brought on shore, 
or go or be put on board of any other ship. or 
vesse] in Canada, except on Groase-isle aloie- 
said, when duly required by competent authority, 


2.—Port of Quebec. 


That all boats, ships and vessels which henceforth 
and during the eight months aforesaid, shall arrive 
at the Port of Quebec, from any port or ports in 
Europe, place or places, or elsewhere as aforesaid, ot 
the class or description hereinbefore mentioned, as 
Hable and bound to make their Quarantine at Grosse- 
Isle, do make the'r further Quarantine in the Harbour 
of Quebec, according to the Regulations hereinafter 
provided. 


3.—Grosse- Isle, 


All boats, ships and vessels of the class and descrip- 
tion hereinbefore mentioned, as liable to make their 
Quarantine at Grosse-Igle, shallanchor within the space 
included between Grosse-Isle and a line drawn pa- 
rallel to it, through the Red Buoy, to be placed as 
heretofore under the direction of the Superintendent 
of Pilots, and bounded on the East and West by lines 
drawn due South from the Western Extremities of 
Cliff Island and Grosse-Isle. The Island shall be so 
divided as to leave one portion thereof for the his- 
pitals, and for the treatment and reception of those 
_ who are Jabouring under or who are threatened w.th 

any of the following diseases, namely: Asiatic 
Cholera, Fever, Small Pox, Scarlatina or Measles, or 
any other infectious and dangerous disea-e ; and the 
remaining portion for the reception and accommoda- 
tion of all passengers and other persons who shall be 
landed and detained upon the said Island, who shall 
not labour under or be threatened with any of the said 
diseases, and no person or persons, unless on duty, 
shall be permitted to pass from one of the said. por- 
tions of the said Island to the other, unless they have 
pass-ports signed by the Medical Superintendent. 


4.— Establishmeni at Grosse-Isle. 


_ The Establishment at Grosse-Isle shall consist of 
a Medica! Superintendent, an Hospital Steward, and 
such Officers, Employes and Orderlies as: may be 
appoinies or employed to meet the Exigencies 
of the Service.—The Medical Superintendent shall! 
be authorized to see the Quarantine duly per- 
formed, and for this purpose shall have full power 
and authority over all officers and other persons 
whatsoever in Grosse-Isle, or attached to that station, 
and be authorized to call upon all persons to aid him 
in enforcing the law and their regulations, and in 
case of his death, sickness or absence, the Officer 
next in rank employed on the Island, shall have the 
_power and authority aforesaid. 
5.— Medical Superintendent. 

The Medical Superintendent (or in case of his death, 
[sickness or absence, the Officer next in rank employ- 
ed on the Island) shall enforce the said Law and these 
Regulations, and shall direct boats, ships or vessels to 
go to such place or places to perform Quarantine, as 
it may be necessary to send themto. Heshall direct 
all boats, ships or vessels, liable to perform Quaran- 
tine, to be brought to anchor within the limits of the 
Quarantine Anchorage, and generally do all that may 
be required to enforce rigid obedience to the said law 
and these Regulations. He shall permit all passen- 
gers, or other persons landed on the said Island, to 
be re-embarked or shipped on board any Steamboat 
or other Vessel when the vessel is in a fit state to 
receive them, and that they have been examined 
by him and found in a fit state for re-embarkation 
or for. leaving the said Island: and that all such 
passengers and eet with their luggage, have 


been washed, cleansed and purified, and that there 
does not exist amongst those who are about to pro- 
ceed, or leave the said Island, any case or symptoms 
of Asiatic Cholera, Fever, Small Pox, Scarlatina or 
Measles, or other infectious and dangerous disease. 

He shall also go off to vessels bound to make their 
Quarantine at Grosse-Isle as aforesaid, and put the 
following questions to the Masters or persons in 
charge, viz: 

1. What is your name and that of your vessel 4 

2. From whence did you sail, and date ? 

3. What is your cargo, and whence taken on 
board ? 

4. At what place or places did your vessel touch 
in her voyage ? 

5. Was such place or places, or any and which of 
them, infected with the cholera, plague, or any pes- 
t lential fever or disease ? 

6. How many persons were on board when the 
vessel suiled ? 

Cabin passengers ? * 
Steerage passengers ? 
Crew ? 


7. Have any person or persons during the voyage 
been infected? or are there now any infected with 
the cholera, plague or any pestilential fever or 
disease ? 

8. Did any person or persons, and how many. die 
during the voyage, and from what distemper ? 

9, Did you or any of the ship’s company or pas- 
sengers, with your privity, go on board any shipor 
vessel, or did any of the company of any ship or 
vessel come on board your ship in the voyage, and 
from what port did she sail last ? 

10. Did you or any of your ship’s company or pas- 
sengets with or without your privity or consent, land 
at any place within Canada? 

11, Have you any person on board who is lunatic, 
i liotic, deaf aid dumb, blind or infirm, and are such 
a:companied by relations able to support them ? 

lf the answers be satisfactory, he shall give a 
Clean Bill of Health to the Master or person in 
charge ; and such vessels may then proceed to the 
harbour of Quebec. If the answers be not satisfac- 
tory, or the Medical Superintendent has any reason 
to suspect fiaud on the part of the Master or person 
in charge, crew or passengers, he shall immediately 
order the vessel to such place as may be appointed 
for vessels detained’ under: Quarantine of Observa- 
tion ; he shall call for the ship’s papers, passenger’s 
lists and log-books, and inspect’ them thoroughly so 
as to ascertain the whole of the occurrences during 
the voyage, and should he meet with any resistance, 
he will make such signal'as may be determined on 
to show that assistance is necessary. 

The medical superintendent shall-also board all ves- 
sels he may consider necessary to inspect. He shall 
have charge of all vessels detained in Quarantine. 
He shall direct, if necessary, all steerage passengers 
to be landed with their luggage. And shall super- 
intend the cleansing and disinfection of vessels. 
He shall direct the number of passengers to be 
‘anded, distinguishing those who require to be treated 
for pestilential or infectious diseases, and who are to 
be Janded at that part of the said island set apart for 
such treatment, from those who do not require such 
treatment, and who may be landed at that part of the 
said island set apart for the reception of the healthy 
and those free from pestilential or infectious diseases, 
and he shall be careful that all such persons shall be 
landed at such places respectively. He shall have 
medical charge of all cabin passengers who do not dis- 
embark, and who may be labouring under any other 
than pestilential or infectious disease ; and shall order 
all passengers and persons on board any such ship or 
vessel who shall labour under any pestilential or in- 
fectious disease, to be landed with their luggage 
according to the foregoing regulation. 

He shall-give medical treatment on board in all 
cases of slight diseases which are not by these regu- 
lations specially required to be treated on shore, and 
when it shall be deemed advisable not to land the 
passengers on the said Island. He shall whenever 
a vessel is cleansed, ventilated and purified, direct 
such vessel to receive on board the whole or any 
portion of the passengers, or whether the whole or 
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any and which of the said passengers shall remain 
on the said Island, to proceed up the river by some 
other mode of conveyance, and he shal], so soon as 
the passengers are re-embarked on board their ship, 
or on board any ship or vessel leaving the said 
Island, give a passport or Clean Bill of Health to the 
Master or person having such vessel in charge, to 
proceed to Quebec. He shall make returns of ihe 
vessels boarded by him as soon as possible after such 
vessels are Visited. 

The Medical Superintendent shall have charge of 
the Hospitals. He shall receive into the Hospitals set 
apart for the treatment of pestilential and infections 
diseases, all persons labouring under or threatened 
with any such disease. He shall have the general 
superintendence and direction of every thing relating 
to the sick. He shall visit and inspect all pas- 
sengers who shall be landed from any vessel, 
and distribute them as he sha!l think expedient 
either cn that part of the Island appropriated for the 
treaiment of pestilential or infectious d seases, or on 
the part of the said Island appropriated to healthy 
passengers. Upon the recovery of persons treated for 
any such disease he shall, after due precaution, trans- 
fer such persons to the healthy part of the said Island. 
He shall superintend the cleansing, washing and 
purifying of all passengers, and the unpacking and 
ventilating of their baggage, and when they are in a 
fit state to proceed, he shall, if need be, cause any 
baggage or any part of itto be burned or otherwise 
destroyed. 


6.—Taders, Sutilers, Grocers and others. 

No persons following the business of Suttlers, Tra- 
ders, Grocers or other occupations, or concerned in 
buying or selling, shall be allowed to reside upon the 
Island, except under the license and strict centro! of 
the Medical Superintendent, who will have full 
authority to discharge and send trom the Island, ali 
or any such persons, reporting the fact of such dis- 
charge and the reason therefor, for the information of 
the Governor General or person administering the 
government. All such persons in any way engaged 
in selling or traffic on the said [sland shall be 
regulated as to prices by lists to be furnished by 
the Medical Superintendent from time to time, 
assisted by the Emigrant Agent at Quebec. 
He shall strictly enquire into and decide upon 
all complaints of misconduct or breach of the re- 
gulations by persons so trading; he shall see that 
no officer or person employed by the Government, or 
in any public employment on the said Island, has 
directly or indirectly any interest or concern in any 
supply of provisions, or other things to be supplied or 
furnished, bought or sold upon the said Island, or 
directly or indirectly receives or takes any private 
gratuity or reward for any service rendered to any 
Masters or Crews of Vessels, Passengers or other per- 
sons upon the said Island. And it shall be the duty of 
all persons to whose knowledge any breach of this 
Regulation shall come, to report the same forthwith 
to the Medical Superintendent, who shall enquire 
into the facts alleged, and may suspend from his 
office any person so charged until the pleasure of 
the Governor General, shall be known respecting the 
person so charged. 


7.—Saint Lawrence Pilots. 


Pilots having been furnished with copies of the said 
Act and of these regulations, and also of the laws 
regulating Emigration, shall exhibit the same to the: 
Master cr person in charge of every vessel they may 
board. Every Pilot having charge of a vessel, of the 
description of those liable to make Quarantine at 
Grosse-Isle as aforesaid, shall bring. her to anchor 
within the limits of the anchorage ground at Grosse- 
Isle hereinbefore defined. They shall also keep a 
Union-Jack flying at the peak of all vessels under 
their charge, until boarded by the proper officers. On 
arriving at Quebec, if the vessel has received a clean 
Bill of Health from the Medical Superintendent at 
Grosse-Isle, and has not been detained there on account 


1 board, 


of sickness or suspicion thereof, she may bring to at 
any place within the following limits in the Port of 
Quebec, viz: the whole space of the River St. Law- 
rence, from the mouth of the River St. Charles to a 
line drawn across the said River St, Lawrence, from 


the Flag-staff on the Citadel or Cape Diamond at 
right angles to the course of the said River, ut 
must not communicate with the shore or with any 
other vessel or boat until boarded by the Inspecting- 
Physician; but if the vessel be of the class of those 
not liable to make their Quarantine at Grosse-Isle 
she may either bring to at any place within the 
aforesaid limits, in the Port of Quebec, or she may 
proceed at once to the Pallast Giound. 


8.— Passengers. 


On the arrivalof any vessel at Grosse-Isle, on board 
of which there shall be or shall have been during the 
passage any case of Cholera, Fever, Small] Pox, Scar- 
latina or Measles, or other infectious or dangerous 
disease, and in all other cases when it shall be con- 
sidered necessary bythe Medical Superi tendent, the 
steerage passengers shall be landed with their lug- 
gage, and washed and purified and shall be permitted 
to re-embark and proceed in the same vessel, or shall 
be detained and embarked in some steamboat or other 
vessel, as shall be directed by the Medical Superin- 
tendent. The passengers in the principal cabin shall 
not be landed except in cases of sickness, and may at 
all times proceed with the vessels, or otherwise, after 
having washed and purified their luggage to the satis- 
faction and with the passport of the Medical Super- 
intendent. 


9.—Vissels. 


All Vessels liable to make their Quarantine at 
Grosse-Isle, on their arrival there, shall anchor within 
the limits of the Anchorage Ground at Grosse-Isle 
hereinbefore defined, until boarded by the Medical 
Superintendent: and it they shall not be detained at 
Grosse-Isle on account of sickness or suspicion thereof, 
shall receive 2 Clean Bill of Health, and may proceed 
to the Harbour of Quebec, and there anchor at any 

lace within the limits of that portion of the Port of 
iirebuc hereinbe‘ore defined, and there remain with- 
out communication with the shore, or any other vessel 
or boat until final'y discharged from Quarantine by 
the license or pass-port aforesaid ; but if any such ves- 
sel shall have been detained at Grosse-Isle from sick- 
ness or suspicion thereof, it shall anchor at the mouth 
of the River St. Charles, and there remain until 
finally discharged from Quarantine as aforesaid. 

Vessels arriving at Grosse-Isle from any infected 
fe or place, or one supposed to be infected, and on 

oard of which no pestilential disease shall have de-~ 
clared itself during the passage, may be kept under 
Quarantine of Observation for a period of not more 
than three days, during which time the passengers 
and crew thereof shall be subjected to a strict purifi- 
cation under the direction of the Medical Superinten+ 
dent. All vessels detained in Quarantine shall be 
cleansed and ventilated, and their between decks, if 
not painted or varnished, shall be well whitewashed, 
but if painted or vanished, shall be thoroughly scrub- 
bed with soap and water or ley, and such portion of 
the ballast as the Medical Superintendent shall order, 
shall be thrown over board, under his immediate 
superintendence, or that of some person to be ap- 
pointed by him for ihat duty. 7 

In all eases where vessels having passengers on 
on account of sickness amongst such pas- 
sengers, shall be detained in Quarantine, the Master 
or person in charge may, on application to the Medical 
Superintendent at Grosse-Isle, be allowed to land the 
said passengers with their luggage ; and the vessel 
being properly cleansed, purified and disinfected 
under the superintendence and with the license of 
the Medical Superintendent, may proceed up the river 
without the said passengers, upon the master or 
person in charge paying to such person as shall be 
appointed to receive the same, one shillins and 
ree pence for each passenger, to bear the expense 
ot their conveyance to Quebec, and also at the 
rate of one shilling per diem for each of the said 
passengers, to reimburse the expense of their 
maintenance at Grosse-Isle, for the time durins 
which such vessel, in the judgment of the Me:

10.—Inspecting Physician at Quebec. 


An Inspecting-Physician at Quebec shall go off to 
all vessels arriving at Quebec or at the mouth of the 
river St. Chailes, and put the following questions to 
the Masters or persons in charge, viz: 

1. When did you Jeave Grosse-Isle ? 

2. Exhibit to me your pass-port from Grosse-Isle ? 

3. How many persons have you on board ? 

Cabin parsengers ? 
teerage pussengers ? 
Crew ? 

4. Number left at Grosse-Isle ? 

5. Have any person or persons been taken sick 
since you left Grosse-Isle ? 

(. Have any died? State number, names and 
disease ? 

7. Have any person or persons come on board or 
left your vessel since you left Grosse-Isle ? 

8. Have you any person on board who is lunatic, 
idiotic, deaf and dumb, blind or infirm, and are such 
accompanied by relations able to support them ? 

And moreover, he shall require all Masters, or 
persons in charge of vessels liable to make their 
Quarantine at Gross-Isle, to exhibit to him the 
license or pass-port which they shall have received 
from the Medical Superintendent at the Quaran- 
tine Station; and such Masters or persons in charge 
shall forthwith exhibit the same for examination, 
to the said Inspecting-Physician at Quebec, who, if 
he shall find, as well from the answer he may receive 
as from the tenor of the pass-port and the actual 
state of the health of the passengers and crew, that 
sickness does not exist on board, he shall then 
grant to the Master, or person in charge of such 
vessel, a Certificate in writing setting forth the 
healthy state of the passengers and crew, to the end 
that such vessel may obtain a final discharge from 
Quarantine. But, if on the contrary, such Inspecting 
Physician at Quebec shall find any case of pestil- 
ential or infectious disease on board, or shall have 
just cause to apprehend the breaking out of any such 
malady, it shall then be his duty to hoist a yellow 
flag at the main-top-gallant-mast head and shall canse 
the vessel to return to or remain and be detained 
at the mouth ot the River Saint Charles for further ob- 
servation and inspection; and having acquainted the 
Master or person in charge with the penalties to be 
incurred if he should permit any communication with 
his vessel until released frem Quarantine, he shall 
report all the circumstances to the Minister of Agri- 
culture for the information ot the Governor-General; 
and if it shall appear to the said Inspecting 
Physician at any time that such vessel shall have 
passed the Quarantine station at Grosse-Isle without 
stopping to make Quarantine, being liable thereto, 
and should therefore be sent down to Grosse-Isle, or 
that such vessel having already cleared from Grosse- 
Isle, should return thereto, there to land the passen- 
gers, he shall order the Master or person in charge to 
proceed or return with such vessel to Grosse-Isle, and 
such Master or person in charge shall obey such order, 
And the proper Officers at Grosse-Isle shall observe, 
in respect of such vessels, the same rules and regula- 
tions as are provided for vessels arriving at Grosse- 
Isle with sick. Should the Inspecting Physician at 
Quebec meet with any resistance in the discharge of 
the duty required of him by this regulation, he will 
immediately enforce the same by all lawful means 
at his disposal. 

Any Steamboat or other vesse] that shall have 
towed or otherwise communicated with a vessel of 
the class of vessels liable tc make their Quarantine at 
Gross-Isle, not having the discharge from Quarantine 
of the Medical Superintendent at Grosse-Isle, shall be 
subject to the same regulations aud instructions as 
hereinbefore previded, respecting vessels not dis- 
charged from Quarantine. 

No Steamboat shall be allowed to proceed to 
Grosse-Isle for the purpose of taking on board passen- 
gers direct from that Island, without previously ob- 
taining from the Collector of Customs of the Port of 
Quebec, a written Permit to that effect ; subject never- 
theless to the regulations hereinbefore provided. 
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ort of Quebec or Montreal, until all the requirements 
of the foregoing Regulations in reference to such Ves- 
sel shall have been fully complied with. 


11.—Port of Halifax. 


That all boats, ships or vessels coming into the 
Harbour of Halifax in the Province of Nova-Scotia, 
which shall have at the time of their said arrival, or 
shall have had during their passage from the places 
where they respectively cleared, any person on board 
‘abouring under Asiatic Cholera, Fever, Small Pox, 
Searlatina or Measles, or other infectious and dan- 
gerous disease, or on board of which any person sha‘ 
have died during such passage, or which, being 
of less tonnage than seven hundred tons measure- 
ment, shall have on hoard thirteen or more Steer- 
age Passengers, or which being of greater tonnage 
than seven hundred tons measurement, shall have on 
board fifty or more Steerage Passengers or which 
shall have come from some infected Port, shall make 
their Quarantine in the Harbour of Halifax, on board 
such vessels or at such place on shore, and in such 
manner as shall be direeted by the Inspecting 
Physician of the said Port of Halifax, and there 
remain and continue until such ships or vessels 
shall be discharged from such Quarantine, by such 
license or passport, and discharge, given without 
fee or emolument of any kind, as shall be directed or 
permitted by such order or orders as shall be made 
by the Governor, with the advice of the Privy 
Concil ; and until the said ships and vessels shall 
respectively have performed such Quarantine and 
shall be discharged therefrom by such license or pass- 
port and discharge as aforesaid, persons, goods or 
merchandize, which shall be on board such boats, ships 
or vessels, shall not come or be brought on shore, 
or go or be put on board of any other ship or vessel 
in Canada, except at such place indicated as afore- 
said when duly required by competent authority. 

All boats, ships or vessels of the class and descrip- 
tion hereinbefore mentioned, as liable to make their 
Quarantine in the Harbour of Halifax, sha!l anchor 
within a mile of the southern end of George’s Island, 
there to be inspected by the Inspecting Physician, 
and ordered, according to circumstances as aforesaid. 

The Inspecting Physician of the Port of Halifax 
shall visit, on their arrival, such boats, ships or 
vessels, and shall direct them as best calculated for 
the Public Health, and in accordance with the intent 
and meaning of the present regulations and orders in 
Council, which may be communicated to him from 
time to time. 


12.—Port of Saint John. 


That all boats, ships or vessels coming into the 
Harbour of Saint John, in the Province of New- 
Branswick, which shall have at the time of their said 
arrival, or shal] have had during their passage from 
the places where they respeciively cleared, any 
person on board labouring under Asiatic Cholera, 
Fever, Small Pox, Scarlatina or Measles, or other 
infectious and dangerous disease, or on board of 
which any person shall have died during such 
passage, or which, being of Jess tonnage than seven 
hundred tons measurement, shall have on board 
thirteen or more Steerage Passengers, or which being 
cf greater tonnage than seven hundred tons measure- 
ment, shall have on board fifty or more Steerage 
Passengers or which shall have come from some 
infected Port, shall make their Quarantine in the 
Harbour of St. John, on board such vessels or on 
Partridge Island, and in such manner as shal! be 
indicated by the Inspecting Physician of the said 
Port of St. John, and there remain and continue until 
such ships or vessels shall be discharged from such 
Quarantine, by such license or passport, and dis- 
charge, given without fee or emolument o' any kind, 
as shall be directed or permitted by su:h order or 
orders as shall be made by the Governor, wita 
the advice of the Privy Council; and until the 
said ships and vessels shall respectively have 
perform d such Quarantine, and shall be discharged 
therefrom by such license or passport and discharge 
as aforesaid, persous, goods or merchand ze, which 
shall be on board such boats, ships or vessels, shall 
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not come or be brought on shore, or go or be put on 
board of any other ship or veesel in Canada, except on 
the said Partridge Island when duly required by com- 
petent authority. 

_ All boats, ships or vessels of the class and descrip- 
tion hereinbefore mentioned as liable to make their 
Quarantine in the said Harbour of St. John, shall 
anchor within a mile of the outside or southern end of 
Partridge Island, (unless forced by stress of weather 
to anchor inside the said Island, in which case such 
vessels shall anchor as close as practicable to the 
sail Island,) there to be inspected by the Inspecting 
Physician and ordered according to the circumstances 
as aforesaid. 

The Inspecting Physician of the Port of St. John 
shall visit, on their arrival, such boats, ships or 
vessels, and shall direct them as best calculated for 
the Public Health, and in accordance with the intent 
and meaning of the present Regulations and such 
orders in Council as may be communicated to him 
from time to time. 


13.—Inspecting Physicians of the Ports of Halifax 
and St. John, 


The Inspecting Physicians of the Ports of Halifax 
aid Saint John (or any medical officer nominated to 
a:t as assistant or in their absence) shall have, 
respectively, the control over all officers and em- 
ployés, who may be appointed or employed for the 
service of the Quarantine in the said Ports, respecti- 
vely, and the medical attendance over the sick and 
healthy passengers, or crew detained on board, or 
who may have been landed to undergo the said 
Quarantine on shore, and the said inspecting physi- 
cians shall have, respectively, the same duties to 
perform and the same authority as those hereinbefore 
assigned to the Medical Superintendent of the Qua- 
rantine of Grosse-Isle, and shall fulfil the said duties 
and exercise the said authority in the same manner as 
prescribed for the said Medical Superintendent. 


14.— Vessels in Quarantine at the Ports of Halifax 
and St. John. 


In all cases where vessels having passengers on 
board, on account of sickness amongst such passengers, 
shall be detained in Quarantine, the Master or person 
in charge may, on application to the inspecting phy- 
sician of the said Ports of Halifax or St. John respec- 
tively, be allowed to land the said passengers with 
their luggage ; and the vessel being properly cleansed, 
purified and disinfected under the superintendence 
and with the licence of the Inspecting Physician, 
may proceed up the harbour without the said passen- 
gers, upon tue master or person in charge paying 10 
such person as shall be appointed to receive the same, 
ten pence foreach passenger, to bear the expense of 
their conveyance, and also at the rate of one shilling 
per diem for each of the said passengers, to reimburse 
the expense of their maint-nance for the time during 
which such vessel, in the judgment of the Inspecting 
Paysician would have had to be detained in Qua 
Tantine wa'ting for the passengers not affected with 
any ofthe pestuential or infectious diseases aforesaid, 
otherwise such vessel shall be detained in Quarantine 
until the passengers not sick of the aforesaid diseases, 
shall be cleansed, washed, purified and disinfected. 


15.—Pilots of the Ports of Halifax and St. John. 


_ Pilots of the Ports of Halifax and St. John respec- 
tively, having been furnished with copies of the said 
Act, and of these regulations, shall exhibit the same 
to the Master or person in charge of any boat, ship or 
vessel they may board :— every Pilot laving charge 
of a vessel of the description of those liable to make 
Quarantine at the Ports of Halifax or St. John res- 
pectively, shall bring her to anchor within the limits 
of the anchorage grounds hereinbefore defined for 
the said Forts respectively :—They shall also keep 
a Union Jack flying at the peak of all vessels under 
their charge, until boarded by the proper Medical 
Officer aforesaid. 


16.—General Provisions. 

All vessels trading between any ports or places 
within Canada, and not having touched at any ports 
or places without the Dominion nor communicated 
with any other vessel which shall have arrived from 


any port without the Dominion, shall be exempt from 
the foregoing rules and regulations, so far as respects 
the necessity of going to or stopping at the anchorage 
ground aforesaid ; nor shall the said rules and regula- 
tions apply to any Vessel of War, or to Transports 
or Vessels having Queen’s Troops on board accom=- 
panied by a Medical Officer, and ina healthy state, or 
io any Steamer, unless sickness or death may have 
occurred during the passage. 

No Vessel shall be entered or cleared at the Port 
of Quebec or Montreal, until all the requirements 
of the foregoing Regulations in reference to such Ves- 
sel shall have been fully complied with. 2 

Any person who shall contravene, either by 
omission or commission, any of the foregoing Regu- 
lations, shall for every such offence incur and pay a 
Fine not exceeding Four Hunprep Do wars, to be 
recovered in the manner prescribed by the said 
Act ; and every person who, upon conviction of any 
such offence, shall fail to pay the amount of fine which 
he shall have been condemned to pay, shall be im- 
prisoned until such Fine be paid.

y HEREAS itis amongst other things enacted 
by the 58th section of the Act 31 Vic. Cap. 6, 
entitled : ‘‘ An Act respecting the Custom,” that the 
Importer ‘‘ of any cattle or swine, may slaughter and 
‘‘cure and pack the same (and if such cattle or swine 
‘“are imported in the carcass, may cure and pack 
‘‘ the same) in bond,” providing such slaughtering, 
curing and packing be done and conducted under 
such Regulations and restrictions as the Governor in 
Council may from time to time make for this pur- 
pose; which said Regulations may extend to the 
substitution of Beefand Pork in quantities equivalent 
to the produce of such cattle and swine. 

And whereas it has been found expedient to give 
effect to the said section 58, so far as regards the im- 
portation of Swine. 

His Excellency in Council on the recommendation 
of the Honorable the Minister of Customs and under 
the authority of the 58th clause of the said recited 
Act, has been pleased to order and it is hereby 
ordered that the slaughtering, curing and packing 
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‘Qf Swine in bond shall be done and conducted under 
the Regulations and Restrictions following, viz :— 

Ist. The Importer of live hogs or swine intending 

to ayail himself of the privilege conferred by the said 
section 58 of the Act hereinbefore mentioned, shall 
a dply to the Collector of Customs at or nearest the 
place ‘at which he intends importing or entering 
such swine, and shall furnish such Collector with a 
brief description in writing of the premises intended 
to be used as a killing pen, and curing and packing 
house for the purposes aforesaid ; and should the 
Collector approve of such premises, he will constitute 
the same constructively into a Warehouse for the 
special object, and the said premises shall to all 
legal intents and purposes be and be dealt withas 
ane of the Queen’s Warehcuses ; and the Importer 
shall enter into and execute the usual Bond given 
by the owners of Warehouses placed under the 
Crown’s lock. 

2. Upon every importation of swine, the Importer 
shall enter the same in the usual way to be ware- 
housed, and shall have the said swine taken to the 
premises hereinbefore referred to, and approved as 
a Customs Warehouse, where the same shall be 
counted on arrival, and the Importer shall give bond 
on each such Importation in double the amount of 
the duties payable under the Tariff on such impor- 
tation, the condition of which bond shall be that 
upon the due exportation within one year of the 
products of the said swine converted into Pork, 
Bacon, Hams or Lard, the said bond shall be and 
become null and yoid, otherwise shall be and 
remain in full force and virtue. 

3. And whereas, the duty imposed upon swine is 
@ specific duty on each animal at so much per head, 
without reference to weight or size, and that it is 
necessary in order to facilitate the balancing of the 
accounts of what goes into the warehouse, and what 
comes out in another form for exportation, that a 
ratio should be established between the weight of 
the live animal warehoused and the equivalent 
weight of the merchantable products of such animal 
after he has been slaughtered,—it is considered that 
the average weight of alive hog may be taken at 
200 lbs., and that the equivalent of such live hog 
in Pork, Pacon, Hams and Lard is 113 lbs., that 
every 115 lbs. weight of Pork, Bacon, Hams or Lard 
taken out of the warehouse shall be deemed to 
represent one live hog put into the warehouse, and 
the exportation of that quantity of Pork, Bacon, 
Hams or Lard will be equivalent to the exportation 
of one of the live hogs bonded, and if the same, 
instead of being exported should go into consump- 
tion in this Dominion, it shall be charged witha 
duty of $2 as being the merchantable manufactured 
equivalent of the live animal chargeable with that 
duty on importation. 

4. The feet, bones and trimmings, if not exported, 
shall be subject to duty on leaving the warehouse 
for consumption in Canada, and every 200 lbs. 
weight of such feet, bones and trimmings shall be 
considered as equivalent to the importation of one 
live hog, and be as such charged with a duty of $2 
on being so interéd for consumption in Canada. 

5. With regard to the importation of swine in the 
carcass to be cured and packed in bond for expor- 
tation, the same shall be entered in the usual way 
for the warehouse, and be placed in the curing or 
-packing house so as aforesaid constituted into a 
warehouse for the special purposes of curing and 
packing pork under the said Act, the weight of 
such carcasses to be duly ascertained by the proper 
Officer of Customs, on the same being placed into 
the warehouse, and bonds shall be given in double 
the amount of the duties accruing on the said pork 
conditioned for the due exportation of the same 
-within 2 years. 

6. The killing pen, curing and packing houses 
and ail cellars and stores included in the premises 
hereinabove mentioned, shall be accessible at all 
times whilst work shall be going on there, or at 
other times between sunrise and sunset, to the 
inspection and survey of the Collector of Customs or 
of any other Officer of the Port at which the same 


may be situated.

His Excellency in Council has been pleased to 
order, and it is hereby ordered, that the following 
Regulations respecting the removal of Spirits from 
any Distillery in which they have been manufac- 
tured, or from any Warehouse in which they have been 
bonded or stored, shall be and they are hereby made 
and established.

REGULATIONS. 

J. Permits for the removal of Spirits from any 
Distillery, or from any Warehouse wherein they have 
been bonded or stored, may be granted on the 
application of the owner of such Spirits or of his 
duly authorized Agent, by the Collector or the 
Deputy Collector of Inland Revenue for the Inland 
Revenue Division in which the Spirits then are. 

2. Every application for such apermit shall state : 

(a) The number and description of the packages 
in which the Spirits are contained. 

(b) The marks and numbers on each of the pack- 
ages. 

(c) The quantity, in Wine gallons, in each pack- 
age, and itsstrength. 

(d) The equivalent, in Wine gallons, of the 
strength of proof. 

(e) The place wherein it is then stored. 

(f) The place to which it is to be removed. 

(@) The conveyance by which the remoyal is to be 
made. 

(h) Whether the duty has been paid, and, if not, 
how secured. 

(i) The time at which it is to be removed. 

(j) The name, occupation and place of business 
of the owner. 

(k) The name, place of business and occupation 
of the person into whose possession the Spirits is to 
be transferred, and 

(1) The name of the person or corporation in 
Whose custody it will be during its removal. 

3. Every application for a permit shall be made on 
a p-inted form, provided by the Department of 
Inland Revenue, and shall be signed by the person 
making it. 

4. Every permit granted shall be on the printed 
forms supplied by the Department of Inland Reve- 
nue, which forms shall be printed on paper espe- 
cially prepared for the purpose, with such type or 
engravings as may be approved by the Minister of 
Inland Revenue. 

_ 95. Every permit shall state the period for which it 
is to remain in force, which period shall not be more 
than will, in the opinion of the officer granting it, be 
sufficient for effecting the removal of the Spirits to 
which it relates. 

6. The Permit shall accompany the Spirits to 
which it relates, and remain in possession of the 
person having charge thereof, but it shall be pro- 
duced for examination as often as may be required 
by any officer having authority thereto, and it shall 
be delivered to the Collector, or Deputy Collector 
of Inland Revenue, for the Inland Revenue Division 
into which the spirits are to be removed, or wherein 
they ere removed from one place to another Within

All Collectors and deputy Collectors of Inland 
Revenue. 

Such Postmasters, not exceeding one in each 
Parish, Township or Municipality wherein there is 
no Officer of Inland Revenue, as may be from time to 
time appointed by the Minister of Inland Revenue. 

2nd. Application for a License shall be made in 
such form, and shall contain such information as 
may be required by departmental regulations, and 
shall also state the name, place of residence and 
occupation of the person applying. 

3rd. A License shall only be valid when granted 
on a form supplied by the Department of Inland 
Revenue, and signed by the Commissioner; and any 
License may be forfeited by the Minister of Inland

auxquels il croit bon, dans l’intérét de Ja santé pu- 
blique, d’appliquer les dits reglements ;—et pour net- 
toyer et désintecter les dits navires, psssagers, mar- 
chandises ou autres choses, afin de prévenir autant 
que possible |’introduction ou Ja propagation de mala~ 
dies en Canada; Je gouverueur en conseil pourra 
nommer les personnes qu'il croira nécessaires (les-

Grosse-Isle, et qui auront au temps de leur arrivée, ou 
qui auront eu pendant leur passage des places d’ot ils 
seront respectivement partis, aucune personne a bord 
attaquées du choléra asiatique, fiévre, petite vérole, 
fiévre scarlatine ou rougeole, ou autres maladies pes- 
tilentielles et dar gereuses, ou a bord desquels, il sera 
mort quelque personne pendant tel passage, ou qui, 
étant d’un tonnage moindre que sept cents tonneaux 
de jaugeage, auront a bord treize passagers d’en- 
trepont ou davantage, ou qui, étant d’un tonnage plus 
fort que sept cents tonneaux de jaugeage, auront a 
bord cinquante passagers d’entrepont ou davantage, ou 
qui seront venus de ports infectés, feront leur quaran- 
taine a Ja Grosse-Isle située dans Je flenve St. Laurent,

batiments ou navires ne viendront ou ne seront appor- 
tés a terre, ou n’iront ou ne seront mis a bord d’aucun 
autre batiment ou navires en Canada, excepté a 
la Grosse-Isle susdite lorsque l’autorité compétente le 
requerra. 


2.—Port de Québec.

VICTORIA, by the Grace of God, of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, QueEn, 
Defender of the Faith, &c., &c., &c. 


To all to whom these presents shall come, and 
whom they may in anywise concern—GREETING, 


J, A. Macponatp, W HEREAS by a certain Act 
Minister of Justice. of the Parliament of Cana- 
da, passed in the recent session thereof, and intituled : 
“ An Act relating to Quarantine and P: blic Health,” 
it is amongst other things in effeet enacted that the 
Governor in Council may, from time to time, make 
such regulations as he thinks proper, for enforcing 
compliance with all the requirements of the said Act, 
and concerning the entry or departure of boats or 
vessels at the different ports or pl.ces in Canada, 
and concerning the landing of passengers or cargoes 
from such boats or vessels, or ihe receiving of pas- 
sengers or cargoes on board of the same, as may be 
thought best calculated to preserve the public health, 
and for ensuring the due performance of quarantine, 
by and in respect cf vessels passengers, goods or 
things, arriving at any port within Canada, to which 
he thinks it right, for the preservation of the Public 
Health, that such regulations should <pply, and for 
the thorough cleansing and disinfecting of such 
vessels, passengers, goods, or things, so as to prevent, 
as far as possible, the introduction or dissemination of 
disease into or in Canada, and may appoint orremove 
such officers as he may deem necessary for so doing, 
and assign to them, respectively, such powers as he 
may think required for carrying out the provision of 
such regulations, and may, from time to time, revoke 
or amend the same or any of them, and may make 
others in their stead, and may impose penalties, 
forfeitures and punishments for the breach thereat, 
which regulations shall be notified by Proclamation, 
published in the Canada Gazette at least twice ; and 
the production of the copies of the Gazette, containing 
any such Proclamation, shall be evidence of the 
making, date and contents of such regulations. And 
further that such regulations shall have the force of 
law during the time they respectively remain unre- 
voked, unless they be expressly limited to be in force 
only during a certain time or at certain times or sea- 
sons, in which case they shall have the force of law 
during the time and at the times and seasons during 
or at which they have been limited to be in force ; 
and that any person disobeying any such Regulation 
may be prosecuted for a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine or imprisonment or both, as the Court may direct, 
or otherwise such person may be sued for the penalties 
contained in such regulation. 

Anp Wuereas, Our Governor in Council, hath, 
this day been pleased to make, under the authority, 
and in pursuance of the said above in part recited 
Act, certain regulations as follows, that is to say :— 


1.— Vessels coming up the St. Lawrence. 


That all boats, ships and other vessels, except the 
Canadian Mail Steamers, which henceforth and 
during the eight months next following the First day 
of April in each and every year shall arrive in the 
Port of Quebec, from any port or ports, place or places, 
in Europe orelsewhere out of Cana:ta, byway of that 
part of the River St. Lawrence which is below 
Gr sse-Isle, and which shall have at the time oftheir 
said arrival, or shall have had during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, any 
person on bord labouring under Asiatic Cholera, Fe- 
ver, Small Pox, Scarlatina or Measles, or other infec- 
tious and dangerous disease, or on board of which any 
person shall have died during such passage, or which, 
being of less tonnage than sevea hundred tons mea- 
sure ment. shall have on boa'd thirteen or more Steer- 
age Passen-ers, or which being of greater tonnage 
than seven hundred tons measurement, shal! have on 
bo rd fifty or more Steerage Passengers or which 
shall h ve come from some infected Port, shall make 
their Quarantine at Grosse-Isle in the River st. Law- 
rence, and there remain and continue until such boats, 
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ships or vessels shall be discharged from such Quaran- 
tine, by such license or passport, and discharge, 
given without fee or emolument of any kind, as 
shall be directed or permitted by such: order or 
orders as shall be made by the Governor, with 
the advice of the Privy Council and until the 
said boats, ships and vessels shall respectively 
have performed such Quarantine, and shall be 
discharged therefrom by such license or passport 
and discharge as aforesaid, persons, goods or 
merchandize, which shall be on board such boats, 
ships or vessels, shall not come or be brought on shore, 
or go or be put on board of any other ship or 
vesse] in Canada, except on Grosse-Isle afore- 
said, when duly required by competent authority. 


2.—Port of Quebec. 

That all boa's, ships and vessels which henceforth 
and during the eight months aforesaid, shall arrive 
at the Port of Quebec, from any port or ports in 
Europe, place or places, or elsewhere as aforesaid, of 
the class or description hereimbefore mentioned, as 
liable and bound to make their Quarantine at Giosse- 
Isle, do make their further Quarantine in the Harbour 
of Quebec, according to the Regulations hereinafter 
provided. 

3.— Grosse- Isle, 

All boats, ships and vessels of the class and descrip- 
tion hereinbefore mentioned, as liable to make their 
Quarantine at Grosse-Isle, shal] anchor within the space 
included between Grosze-Isle and a!ine drawn pa- 
rallel to it, through the Red Buoy, to be placed as 
heretofore under the direction of the Superintendent 
of Pilots, and bounded on the East and West by lines 
drawn due South from the Western Extremities of 
Clif Island and Grosse-Isle. The Island shall be so 
divided as to leave one portion thereof for the hos- 
pitals, and for the treatment and reception cf those 
who are Jabouwing under or who are threatened with 
any of the follwing diseases, namely: Asiatic 


Cholera, Fever, Smal! Pox, Scarlatina or Measles, or | 


any other infectious and dangerous disea e; and the 
remaining portion for the reception and accommoda- 
tion of all passengers and other persons who shall be 
landed and detained upon the said Island, who shall 
not labour under or be threatened with any of the said 
diseases, and no person or persons, unless on duty, 
shall be permitted 1o pass from one of the said por- 
tions of the said Island to the other, unless they have 
pass-ports signed by the Medical Superintendent. 


4,— Establishment at Grosse-Isle. 


The Establishment at Grosse-Isle shall consist of 
a Medicai Superintendent, an Hospital Steward, and 
such Officers, Employes and Orderlies as may be 
appointed or employed to meet the Exigencies 
of the Service.—The Medical Superintendent shall 
be authorized to see the Quarantine duly per- 
formed, and for this purpose shall have full power 
and authority over all officers and other persons 
whatsoever in Grosse-Isle, or attached to that station, 
and be authorized to call upon all persons to aid him 
in enforcing the law and their regulations, and in 
case of his death, sickness or absence, the Officer 
next in rank employed on the Island, shall have the 
power and authority aforesaid. 

5.— Medical Superintendent. 

The Medical Superintendent (or in case of his death, 
sickness or absence, the Officer next in rank employ- 
ed on the Island) shall enforce the said Law and these 


Regulations, and shall direct boats, ships or vessels to | 


go te such place or places to perform Quarantine, as 
it may be necessary to send themto. He shall direct 
_all boats, ships or vessels, liable to perform Quaran- 
tine, to be brought to anchor within the limits of the 
Quarantine Anchorage, and generally do all that may 
be required to enforce rigid obedience to the said law 
and these Regulations. He shall permit all passen- 
gers, or other persons landed on the said Island, to 
be re-embarked or shipped on board any Steamboat 
or other Vessel when the vessel is in a fit state to 
receive them, and that they have been examined 
by him and found in a fit state for re-embarkation 
or for leaving the said Island :; and that all such 
donc a and persons, with their luggage, have 


een washed, cleansed and purified, and that there '

If the answers be not satisfac- 
tory, or the Medical Superintendent has any reason 
to suspect fraud on the part of the Master or person 
in charge, crew or passengers, he shall immediately 
order the vessel to such place as may be appointed 
for vessels detained under Quarantine of Observa- 
tion ; he shall call for the ship’s papers, passenger’s 
lists and log-books, and inspect them thoroughly so 
as to ascertain the whole of the occurrences during 
the voyage, and should he meet with any resistance, 
he will make such signal as may be determined on 
to show that assistance is necessary. 

The medical superintendent shall also board all ves- 
sels he may consider necessary to inspect. He shall 
have charge of all vessels detained in Quarantine. 
He shall direct, if necessary, all steerage passengers 
to be landed with their luggage. And shall super- 
intend the cleansing and disinfection of vessels. 
He shall direct the number of passengers to be 
anded, distinguishing those who require to be treated 
for pestilential or infectious diseases, and who are to 
be landed at that part of the said island set apart for 
such treatment, from those who do not require such 
treatment, and who may be landed at that pait of the 
said island set apart for the Teception of the healthy 
and those free from pestilential or ix fectious diseases, 
and he shall be careful that all such persons shall be 
landed at such places respectively. He shall have 
medical charge of all cabin passengers who do not dis- 
embark, and who may be labouring under any other 
than pestilential or infectious disease ; and shall order 
all passengers and persons on board any such ship or 
vessel who shall labour under any pestilential or in- 
fectious disease, to be landed with their lue e 
according to the foregoing regulation.

The Medical Superintendent shall have charge of 
the Hospitals. He shall receive into the Hospitals set 
apart for the treatment of pestilential and infectious 
diseases, all persons labouring under or threatened 
with any such disease. He shall have the general 
superintendence and direction of every thing relating 
to the sick. He shall visit and inspect all pas- 
sengers who shall be landed from any vessel, 
and distribute them as he shall think expedient 
either on that part of the Island appropriated for the 
treatment of pestilential or infectious diseases, or on 
the part of the said Island appropriated to healthy 
passengers. Upon the recovery of persons treated for 
any such disease he shall, after due precaution, trans- 
fer such persons to the healthy part of the said Island. 
He shall superintend the cleansing, washing and 
purifying of all passengers, and the unpacking and 
ventilating of their baggage, and when they are ina 
fit state to proceed, he shall, if need be, cause any 
baggage or any part of itto be burned or otherwise 
destroyed. 


6.— Traders, Suttlers, Grocers and others. 

No persons following the business of Suttlers, Tra- 
ders, Grocers or other occupations, or concerned in 
buying or selling, shall be allowed to reside upon the 
Island, except under the license and strict control of 
the Medical Superintendent, who will have full 
authority to discharge and send from the Island, all 
or any such persons, reporting the fact of such dis- 
charge and the reason therefor, for the information of 
the Governor General or person administering the 
government. All such persons in any way engaged 
in selling or traffic on the said Island shall be 
regulated as to prices by lists to be furnished by 
the Medical Superintendent from time to time, 
assisted by the Emigrant Agent at Quebec. 
He shall strictly enquire into and decide upon 
all complaints of misconduct or breach of the re- 
gulations by persons so trading; he shall see that 
no officer or person employed by the Government, or 
in any public employment on the said Island, has 
directly or indirectly any interest or concern in any 
supply of provisions, or other things to be supplied or 
furnished, bought or sold upon the said Island, or 
directly or indirectly receives or takes any private 
gratuity orreward for any service rendered to any 
Masters or Crews of Vessels, Passengers or other per- 
sons upon the said Island. And it shall be the duty of 
all persons to whose knowledge any breach of this 
Regulation shall come, to report the same forthwith 
to the Medical Superintendent, who shall enquire 
into the facts alleged, and may suspend from his 
office any person so charged until the pleasure of 
the Governor General, shall be known respecting the 
person so charged. 


7.—Saint Lawrence Pilots. 


Pilots having been iuruished with copies of the said 
Act. and of these regulations, and also of the laws 
regulating Emigration, shall exhibit the same to the 
Masterer person in charge of every vessel they may 
board. Every Pilot having charge of a vessel,,of the 
description. of those liable to make Quarantine at 
Grosse-Isle as. aforesaid, shall bring her to anchor 
within the limits of the anchorage ground at Grosse- 
Isle hereinbefore defined. They shall also keepa 
Union-Jack flying at the peak of all-vessels under 
their charge, until boarded by. the proper officers. On 
alriving at-Quebee, if the vessel has received a clean 
Bill of Health: from the Medical Superintendent. at 


_ Grosse-Isle, and has not been detained there on-account 


of sickness or suspicion thereot, she may bring toat 
any place within the following Jimits in the Port of 
Quebee, viz: the ‘whole space.of the River St. Law- 
rence, from the»mouth:of the River St. Charles toa 
line drawn across the said River St. Lawrence, from 
the Flag-staff on the Citadel or Cape Diamond at 


right angles to the course of the said River, but 
must not communicate with the shore or with any 
other vessel or boat until boarded by the Inspecting- 
Physician; but if the vessel be of the class of those 
not liable to make their Quarantine at Grosse-Isle 
she may either bring fo at any place within the 
aforesaid limits, in the Port of Quebec, or she may 
proceed at once to the Ballast Ground. 


8.— Passengers. 

On the arrivalof any vessel at Grosse-Isle, on board 
of which there shall be or shall have been during the 
passage any case of Cholera, Fever, Small Pox, Scar- 
latina or Measles, or other infectious or dangerous 
disease, and in all other cases when it shall be con- 
sidered necessary bythe Medical Superiatendent, the 
steerage passengers shall be landed with their lug- 
gage, and washed and purified and shall be permitted 
to re-embark and proceed in the same vessel, or shall 
be detained and embarked in some steamboat or other 
vessel, as shall be directed by the Medical Superin- 
tendent. The passengers in the principal cabin shall 
not be landed except in cases of sickness, and may at 
all times proceed with the vessels, or otherwise, after 
having washed and purified their luggage to the satis- 
faction and with the passport of the Medical Super- 


intendent. 
9.— Vessels. 
All Vessels liable to make their Quarantine at 
Grosse-Isle, on their arrival there, shall anchor within 
the limits of the Anchorage Ground at Grosse-Isle 


j hereinbefore defined, until boarded by the Medical 


Superintendent: and if they shall not be detained at 
Grosse-Isle on account of sickness or suspicion thereof, 
shall receive a Clean Bill of Health, and may proceed 
to the Harbour of Quebec, and there anchor at any 
lace within the kmits of that portion of the Port of 
aieee hereinbefore defined, and there remain with- 
out communication with the shore, or any other vessel 
or boat until finally discharged from Quarantine by 
the license or pass-port aforesaid ; but if any such ves- 
sel shall have been detained at Grosse-Isle from sick- 
ness or suspicion thereof, it shall anchor at the mouth 
of the River St. Charles, and there remain until 
finally discharged from Quarantine as aforesaid. 

Vessels. arriving at Grosse-Isle from any infected 
port or place, or one supposed to be infected, and on 
board of which no pestilential disease shall have de- 
clared itself during the passage, may be kept unier 
Quarantine of Observation for a period of not more 
than three days, during which time the passengers 
and crew thereof shall be subjected to a strict purifi- 
cation under the direction of the Medical Superinten- 
dent. All vessels detained in Quarantine shall be 
cleansed and ventilated, and their between decks,.if 
not painted or varnished, shali be well whitewashed, 
but if painted or vanished, shall be thoroughly serub- 
bed with soap and water or Jey, and such portion of 
the ballast as the Medical Superintendent shall order, 
shall be thrown over board, under his immediate 
superintendence, or that of some person to be ap- 
pointed by him for that duty. 

In all cases where vessels having passengers on 
board, on account of sickness amongst such pas- 
sengers, shall be detained in Quarantine, the Master 
or person in charge may, on application to the Medical 
Superintendent at Grosse-Isle, be allowed to land the 
said passengers with. their luggage ; and the vessel 
being properly cleansed, purified and disinfected 
under the. superintendence and with the license of 
the Medical Superintendent, may proceed up the river 
without the. said passengers, upon. the master or 
person in charge, paying. to such person as shall be 
appointed to receive the.same,,one, shilling and 
three pence for each. passenger,. to bear the expense 
of their. conveyance to Quebec, and also at.the 
rate of one shilling per, diem for each of the said 
passengers, .to. reimburse. the..expense of their 
maintenance .at Grosse-Isle,. for the. time during 
which such vyessel,.in..the judgment. of the Me- 
dical. Superintendent, would .have had to be de- 
tained in Quarantine...waiting for, the passengers 
not affected with-any of the pestilential, or. infectious 
diseases aforesaid, otherwise,such yessel shall be 
detained in Quarantine until the passengers not sick 
of the aforesaid diseases, shall be cleansed, washed, 
purified and disinfected. 
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10.—Inspecting Physician at Quebec. 


An Inspecting-Physician at Quebec shall go off to 
all vessels arriving at Quebec or at the mouth of the 
river St. Chatles, and put the following questions to 
the Masters or persons in charge, viz! 
1. When did you leave Grosse-Isle ? 
2. Exhibit to me your pass-port from Grosse-Isle ? 
3. How many persons have you on board ? 
Cabin passengers ? 
Steerage pissengers ? 
Crew ! 

4, Number left at Grosse-I[sle ? 


5. Have any person or persons been taken sick 
since you left Grosse-Isle ? 

t. Have any died? State number, names and 
disease ? 

7. Have any person or persons come on board or 
left your vessel since you left Grosse-Isle ? 

8. Have you any person on board who is lunatic, 
idiotic, deaf and dumb, blind or infirm, and are such 
accompanied by relations able to support them ? 

And moreover, he shall require all Masters, or 
persons in charge of vessels liable to make their 
Quarantine at Gross-Isle, to exhibit to him the 
license or pass-port which they shall have received 
from the Medical Superintendent at the Quaran- 
tine Station; and such Masters or persons in charge 
shall forthwith exhibit the same for examination, 
to the said Inspecting-Physician at Quebec, who, if 
he shall find, as well from the answer he may receive 
as from the tenor of the pass-port and the actual 
state of the health of the passengers and crew, that 
sickness does not exist on board, he shall then 
grant to the Master, or person in charge of such 
vessel, a Certificate in writing setting forth the 
healthy state of the passengers and crew. to the end 
that such vessel may obtain a final discharge from 
Quarantine. But, if on the contrary, such Inspecting 
Physician at Quebec shall find any case of pestil- 
ential or infectious disease on board, or shall have 
just cause to apprehend the breaking out of any such 
malady, it shall then be his duty to hoist a yellow 
flag at the main-top-gallant-mast head and shall canse 
the vessel to return to or remain and be detained 
at the mouth ot the River Saint Charles for further ob- 
servation and inspection; and having acquainted the 
Master or person in charge with the penalties to be 
incurred if he should permit any communication with 
his vessel until released frem Quarautine, he shadl 
report all the circumstances to the Minister of Agri- 
culture for the information ot the Governor-General; 
and if it shall appear to the said Inspecting 
Physician at any time that such vessel shall have 
passed the Quarantine station at Grosse-Isle without 
stopping to make Quarantine, being liable thereto, 
and should therefore be sent down to Grosse-Isle, or 
that such vessel having already cleared from Grosse- 
Isle, should return thereto, there to land the passen- 
g rs, he shall order the Master or person in charge to 
p oceed or return with such vessel to Grosse-Isle, and 
s ich Master or person in charge shall obey such order, 
And the proper Officers at Grosse-Isle shall observe, 
in 1espect of such vessels, the same rules and regula- 
tions as are provided for vessels arriving at Grosse- 
Is!e with sick. Should the Inspecting Physician at 
Quebec meet with any resistance in the discharge of 
the duty required of him by this regulation, he will 
immediately enforce the same by all lawful means 
at his disposal. 

Any Steamboat or other vessel] that shall have 
towed or otherwise communicated with a vessel of 
the class of vessels liable to make their Quarantine at 
Gross-Isle, not having the discharge from Quarantine 
of the Medical Supermtendent at Grosse-Isle, shall be 
subject to the same regulations and instructions as 
hereinbefore prcvided, respecting vessels not dis- 
charged from Quarantine. , 

No Steamboat shall be allowed to proceed to 
Grosse-Isle for the purpose of taking on board passen- 
gers direct from that [sland, without previously ob- 
taining from the Collector of Customs of the Port of 
Quebec, a written Permit to that effect ; subject never- 
theless to the regulations hereinbefore provided. 

No Vessel shall be entered or cleared at the 
Port of Quebec or Montreal, until allthe requirements 


ofthe foregoing Regulations in reference to such Ves- 
sel shall have Deen fully complied with. 
11.—Port of Halifax. : 

That all boats, ships or vessels coming iy ua 
Harbour of Halifax in the Province of sd terisherst 
which shall have at the time of their said arrival, or 
shall have had during their passage from the gs 
where they respectively cleared, any per a oe 
labouring under Asiatic Cholera, Fever, sma aa , 
Scarlatina or Measles, or other infectious an fae 
gerous disease, or on board of which any person sna 
have died during such passage, or which, being 
of less tonnage than seven hundred tons measure- 
ment, shall have on board thirteen or more Steer- 
age Passengers, or which being of greater tonnage 
than seven hundred tons measurement, shall have on 
board fifty or more Steerage Passengers or which 
shall have come from some infected Port, shall make 
their Quarantine in the Harbour of Halifax, on board 
such vessels or at such place on shore, and in such 
manner as shall be directed by the Jnspecting 
Physician of the said Port of Halifax, and there 
remain and continue until such ships or vessels 
shall be discharged from such Quarantine, by such 
license or passport, and discharge, given without 
fee or emolument of any kind, as shall be directed or 
permitted by such order or orders as shall be made 
by the Governor, with the advice of the Privy 
Corncil ; and until the said ships and vessels shall 
espectively have performed such Quarantine and 
shall be discharged therefrom by such license or pass- 
port and discharge as aforesaid, persons, goods or 
merchandize, which shall be on board such boats, ships 
or vessels, shall not come or be brought on shore, 
or go or be put on board of any other ship or vessel 
in Canada, except at such place indicated as afore- 
said when duly required by competent authority. _ 

All boats, ships or vessels of the class and descrip- 
tion hereinbefore mentioned, as liable to make their 
Quarantine in the Harbour of Halifax, shall anchor 
within a mile of the southern end of George’s Island, 
there to be inspected by the Inspecting Physician, 
and ordered, according to circumstances as aforesaid. 

The Inspecting Physician of the [Port of Halifax 


‘shall visit, on their arrival, such boats, ships or 


vessels, and shall direct them as best calculated for 
the Public Health, and in accordance with the intent 
and meaning of the present regulations and orders in 
Council, which may be communicated to him from 
time to time. 

12.—Port of Saint John. 


That all boats, ships or vessels coming into the 
Harbour of Saint John, in the Province of New- 
Brunswick, which shall have at the time of their said 
arrival, or shall have had during their passage from 
the places where they respectively cleared, any 
person on board labouring under Asiatic Cholera, 
Fever, Small Pox, Scarlatina or Measles, or other 
infectious and dangerous disease, or on board of 
which any person shall have died during such 
passage, or which, being of less tonnage than seven 
hundred tons measurement, shall have on board 
thirteen or more Steerage Passengers, or which heing 
cf greater tonnage than seven hundred tons measure- 
ment, chall have on board fifty or more Steerage 
Passengers or which shall have come from some 
infected Port, shall make their Quarantine in the 
Harbour of St. John, on board such vessels or on 
Partridge Island, and in such manner as shall be 
indicated by the Inspecting Physician of the said 
Port of St. John, and there remain and continue until 
such ships or vessels shall be discharged from such 
Quarantine, by surh license or passport, and dis- 
charge, given without fee or emolument of any kind, 
as shall be directed or permitted by such order or 
orders as shall be made by the Governor, with 
the advice of the Privy Council ; and until the 
said ships and vessels shall respectively have 
perform-d such Quarantine, and shall be discharsed 
therefrom by such livense or passport and discharge 
as aforesaid, persons, goods or merchandize, which 


shall be on board such boats, ships or vessels, shall “ 


not come or be brought on shore, or go or be put on 
board of any other ship or vessel in Canada, except on 
the said Partridge Island when duly required by com- 
petent authority. 
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All boats, ships or vessels of the class and desorip- 
tion hereinbefore mentioned as liable to make their 
Quarantine in the said Harbour of St. John, shall 
anehor within a mile of the outside or southern end of 
Partridge Island, (unless torced by stress of weather 
to anchor inside the said Island, in which case such 
vessels shall anchor as close as practicable to the 
said I[sland,) there to be inspected by the Inspecting 
Physician and ordered according to the cireumstances 
as aforesaid. 

The Inspecting Physician of the Port of St. John 
shall visit, on their arrival, such boats, ships or 
vessels, and shall direct them as best calculated for 
the Public Health, and in accordance with the intent 
and meaning of the present Regulations and such 
orders in Council as may be communicated to him 
from time to time. 


13.—Inspecting Physicians of the Ports of Halifux 
and St. John. 

The Inspecting Physicians of the Ports of Halifax 
and Saint John (or any medical officer nominated to 
act as assistant or in their absence) shall have, 
respectively, the control over all officers and em- 
ployés, who may be appointed or employed for the 
service of the Quarantine in the said Ports, respecti- 
vely, and the medical! attendance over the sick and 
healthy passengers, or crew detained on board, or 
who may have been Janded to undergo the said 
Quarantine on shore, and the said inspecting physi- 
cians shall have, respectively, the same duties 10 
perform and the same authority as those hereinbefore 
assigned to the Medical Superintendent of the Qua- 
rantine of Grosse-Isle, and shall fulfilthe said duties 
and exercise the said authority in the same manner as 
prescribed for the said Medival Superintendent. 


14.— Vessels in Quarantine at the Ports of Halifax 
and St. John. 


In all cases where vessels having passengers on 
board, on account of sickness amongst such passengers, 
shall be detained in Quarantine, the Master or person 
in charge may, on application to the inspecting phy- 
sician of the said Ports of Halifax or St. John respec- 
tively, be allowed to land the said passengers with 
their Juggage ; and the vessel being properly cleansed, 
purified and disinfected under the superintendence 
and with the licence of the Inspecting Physician, 
may proceed up the harbour without the said passen- 
gers, upon the master or person in charge paying to 
such person as shall be appoimted to receive the same, 
ten pence foreach passenger, to bear the expense of 
their conveyance, and also at the rate of one shilling 
per diem for each of tbe said passengers, to reimburse 
the expense of their maintenance for the time during 
which such vessel, in the judgment of the Inspecting 
Physician, would have had to be detained in Qua- 
Tantine waiting for the passengers not affected with 
any ofthe pestilential or infectious diseases aforesaid, 
otherwise such vesse] shall be detained in Quarantine 
until the passengers not sick ofthe aforesaid diseases, 
Shall be cleansed, washed, purified and disinfected. 


15.—Pilois of the Ports of Halifax and St. John. 


Pilots of the Ports of Halifax and St. John respec- 
tively, having been furnished with copies of the said 
Act, and of these regulations, shall exhibit the same 
to the Master or person in charge of any boat, ship or 
vessel they may board :— every Pilot having charge 
of a vessel of the description of those liable to make 
Quarantine at the Ports of Halifax or St. John res- 
pectively, shall bring her to anchor within the limits 
of the anchorage grounds hereinbefore defined for 
the said Forts respectively :—They shall also keep 
a Union Jack flying at the peak of all vessels under 
their charge, untii boarded by the proper Medical 
Officer aforesaid. 


16.—General Provisions. 


All vessels trading between any ports or places 
within Canada, and not having touched at any ports 
or places without the Dominion nor communicated 
with any other vessel which shall have arrived from 
any port without the Dominion, shall be exempt from 
the foregoing rules and regulations, so far as respects 
the necessity of going to or stopping at the anchorage 
ground aforesaid ; nor shall the said rules and regula- 
tions apply to any Vessel of War, or to Transports 


or Vessels having Queen’s Troops on board accom- 
panied by a Medical Officer, and ina healthy state, or 
to any Steamer, unless sickness or death may have 
occurred during the passage. 

No Vessel shall be entered or cleared at the Port 
of Quebec or Montreal, until all the requirements 
of the foregoing Regulations in reference to such Ves- 
sel shall have been fully complied with. 

Any person who shall contravene, either by 
omission Or commission, any of the foregoing Regu- 
lations, shall for every such offence incur and pay a 
Fine not exceeding Four Hunprep Doxtars, to be 


‘recovered in the manner prescribed by the said- 


Act ; and every person who, upon conviction of any 
such offence, shall fail to pay the amount of fine which 
he shall have been condemned to pay, shall be im- 
prisoned until such Fine be paid. 


AND 


all previous orders or regulations are hereby revoked. 
Now Know Ye that we do hereby command, and 
enjoin upon all our loving subjects that they do 
take notice of and obey the said Regulations so made 
as aforesaid and govern themselves accordingly.

An Act respecting Aliens and Naturalization. 


* 


[Assented to 22nd May, 1868. ] 


HEREAS the laws in force in the Provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec, in the Province of Nova Scotia, and in the 
Province of New Brunswick, providing for the naturaliza- 
tion of Aliens are various, and are local and limited in their 
effects ; and whereas it is expedient that one uniform provision 
should be made for Canada with respect to the naturalization of 
Aliens, saving always the rights, titles and claims of all persons, 
according tothe laws of each Province, at the time of the passing 
of this Act ; and whereas it is also expedient to provide that 
the benefits heretofore obtained by any person by naturalization 
in any part of Canada shall henceforth extend to and be avail- 
able for such person in every other part of Canada : Therefore, 
Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows : 


LOCALLY NATURALIZED SUBJECTS OF HER MAJESTY. 


A. Each and every person who, being by birth an Alien, had, 
on or before the passing of this Act, become entitled to 
the privileges of British birth, within any part of Canada, 
by virtue of any general or special Act of Naturalization in 
force in such part of Canada, shall hereafter be entitled to all 
the privileges by this Act conferred on persons naturalized 
under this Act. 


NATURALIZATION OF ALIENS. 


%. Every Alien-born woman married to a natural-born Bri- 
tish subject, or person naturalized under the authority of this 
Act or of any law either of the Province of Nova Scotia, or of 
the Province of New Brunswick, or of the late Province of 
Canada, or of the late Province of Upper Canada, or of the late 
Province of Lower Canada, shall be deemed to be herself natu- 
ralized, and shallhave all the rights and privileges of a natural- 
born British subject. 


3. Every Alien (not being a woman married to a natural-born 
or naturalized British subject) now residing in, or who shall here- 
after come to reside in any part of this Dominion, with intent 
to settle therein, and who after a continued residence therein 
for a period of three years or upwards, has taken the oaths or 
affirmations of residence and allegiance, and procured the 
same to be filed of record as hereinafter prescribed, so as to 
entitle him or her to a Certificate of Naturalization as herein. 
after provided, shall thenceforth enjoy and may transmit all the 
rights and capacities which a natural born subject of Her 
Majesty can enjoy or transmit. 


4. Every such Alien (not being a woman married to a natu- 
ral-born or naturalized British subject) in order to become 
entitled to the benefit of this Act, shall take and subscribe the 
following Oath of Residence, or being one of those persons 
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who are allowed by the Laws of the Province in which he or 
she then is, to affirm in judicial cases, shall make affirmation 
to the same effect, that is to say : 


Oath of Residence. 


“J, A. B., do swear (or, being one of the persons allowed by 
* Law to affirm in judicial cases, do affirm) that I have resided 
‘¢ three years in this Dominion, with intent to settle therein, 
“ without having been during that time a stated resident in any 
“ foreign country. So help me God.” 

2. And every such Alien, in order to become entitled to the 
benefit of this Act, shall also take and subscribe the following 
Oath of Allegiance, (or being one of those persons who are 
allowed, by the Laws of the Province in which he or she then 
is, to affirm in judiciai cases, shall make affirmation to the same 
effect,) that is to say: 


Oath of Allegiance. 


““], A. B., do sincerely promise and swear (or, being one of 
“ the persons allowed by Law to affirm in judicial cases, do affirm) 
“ that I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to Her Majesty 
“* Queen Victoria, as lawful Sovereign of the United Kingdom 
*¢ of Great Britain and Ireland, and of the Dominion of Canada, 
“¢ dependent on and belonging to the said United Kingdom, 
“ana that I will defend Her to the utmost of my power 
‘*‘ against all traitorous conspiracies and attempts whatever 
“¢ which shall be made against Her Person, Crown and Dignity ; 
“and that { will do my utmost endeavour to disclose and 
““ make known to Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, all 
‘¢ treasons and traitorous conspiracies and attempts which]! shall 
“know to be against Her or any of them; and all this I do 
“‘ swear without any equivocation, mental evasion, or secret 
“reservation. So help me God.” 


3. And every such oath or affirmation shall be taken and 
subscribed by such Alien, and may be administered to him or 
her by any Judge of any Court of Record in that Province of 
Canada in which such Alien resides, or by any person autho- 
rized to administer oaths in any of the Courts hereinafter men- 
tioned, or by any Commissioner to be appointed by the Governor 
for that purpose, or by any Justice of the Peace of the County 
or District within which such Alien resides; which said Judge, 
Commissioner, or Justice of the Peace, on being satisfied by 
evidence produced by such Alien, that he or she has been a 
resident of Canada, for a continuous period of three years or 
upwards, and is a person of good character, shall grant to such 
Alien a Certificate, setting forth that such Alien has taken and 
subscribed the said oath or affirmation, and that such Judge, 
Commissioner or Justice of the Peace, has reason to believe 
that such Alien has been so resident within Canada for a 
period of three years or upwards, that he or she is a person 
of good character, and that there exists to the knowledge of 
such Judge, Commissioner or Justice of the Peace, no reason 
why such Alien should not be granted all the rights and capa- 
cities of a Natural-born British Subject. 


®. Such Certificate shall be presented to the Court of Quarter 
Sessions of the Peace, or the Recorder’s Court of the County 
or City within the jurisdiction of which the Alien resides in 
Ontario, or to the Circuit Court in and for the Circuit within 
which he or she resides in Quebec, or to the Supreme Court if 
he or she resides in Nova Scotia, or to the Supreme Court of 
Judicature of New Brunswick, or County Court of the County 
in which he or she resides, if he or she resides in New Bruns- 
wick, in open Court, on the first day of some general sitting of 
such Court, and thereupon such Court shall cause the same 
to be openly read in Court ; And if during such general sitting 
the facts mentioned in such Certificate are not controverted, 
or any other valid objection made to the Naturalization of 
such Alien, such Court, on the last day of such general 
sitting, shall direct that such Certificate be filed of record 
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in the said Court, and thereupon such Alien shall be thereby 
admitted and confirmed in all the rights and privileges 0 
British birth, to all intents whatever, as if he or she ha 

been born within Canada. 


G. Every such person shall be then entitled to receive % 
Certificate of Naturalization under the seal of such Court, and 
the signature of the Clerk thereof, that he or she hath com- 
plied with the several requirements of this Act; which Cer- 
tificate of Naturalization may be in the following form, or to 
the like effect, that is to say :

8. Any Alien entitled, at the time of the passing of this Act, 
to pe naturalized under the provisions of any of the Acts men- 
tioned in the twelfth and fourteenth sections of this Act, may 
take the oaths or affirmations of Residence and of Allegiance, 
and obtain Certificatess as aforesaid, in the same manner as 
Aliens entitled to be naturalized under the provisions of the 
third section of this Act, and with the same effect, to all in- 
tents and purposes: 

2. Notwithstanding anything in this Act, all Aliens now 
resident within the Province of Nova Scotia, and entitled to be 
naturalized by virtue of the thirty-fourth Chapter of the Revised 
Statutes of Nova Scotia, shall hereafter, on fulfilling the require- 
ments of the said last mentioned Chapter, be entitled to all the

9. The Clerk of the Peace or Clerk of the Recorder's

Court, shall, for reading and filing the Certificate of Resi-

i@. The privileges of Naturalization imparted by this Act 
to the several classes of persons herein mentioned, are imparted 
to such persons respectively on the terms and conditions 
herein set forth, and are to be by such persons exercised and 
enjoyed, according to the true intent and meaning of an 
Act passed in the Parliament of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, in the Session held in the tenth and 
eleventh years of Her Majesty’s Reign, and intituled : Am Act 
for the Naturalization of Aliens. 


21. Nothing in this Act contained shall repeal or in any 
manner affect the Act of the Legislature of Upper Canada, 
passed in the fifty-fourth year of the Reign of His late Majesty 
King George the Third, intituled: An Aci to declare certain 
persons therein described Aliens, and to vest their estates in His 
Majesty, or any proceedings had under the said Act. 


1%. Nor shall any thing in this Act contained repeal or in 
any manner affect the Act passed in the session held in the fourth 
and fifth years of Her Majesty’s reign, chapter seven, intituled: 
An Act to secure to and confer upon certain tnhabitants of this 
Province, the civil and political righis af Natural-born British 
Subjects, or the first, second or third section of the Act passed 
in the twelfth year of Her Majesty’s reign, chapter one hundred 
and ninety-seven, intituled: Aw Aci to repeal u certain Act therein 
mentioned, and to make better provision for the Naturalization 
of Aliens,—or impair or affect the naturalization of any person 
naturalized under the said Acts, or either of them, or any rights 
acquired by such person or by any other party by virtue of such 
naturalization, all which shall remain valid and be possessed 
and enjoyed by such person or party respectively. 


PENALTY FOR FALSE SWEARING.

1. Permits for the removal of Spirits from any 
Distillery, or from any Warehouse wherein they have 
been bonded or stored, may be granted on the 
application of the owner of such Spirits or of his 
duly authorized Agent, by the Collector or the 
Deputy Collector of Inland Revenue for the Inland 
Reyenue Division in which the Spirits then are. 

2, Every application for such a permit shall state : 

(a) The number and description of the packages 
in which the Spivits are contained. 

(b) The marks and numbers on each of the pack- 
ages. 

(c) The quantity, in Wine gallons, in each pack- 
age, and itsstrength. 

(d) The equivalent, in Wine gallons, of the 
strength of proof. 

(e) The place wherein it is then stored. 

(f) The place to which it is to be removed. 

(g) The conveyance by which the remoyal is to be 
made. 

(h) Whether the duty has been paid, and, if not, 
how secured. 

(i) The time at which it is to be removed. 

(j) The name, occupation. and place of business 
of the owner. 

(x) The name, place of business and. oecupation 
of the person into whose possession the Spirits is to 
be transferred, and 

(1) The name of the person, or corporation in 
whose custody it will be during its removal. 

3. Every application for a permit shall bemade on 
a printed form, provided by the Department. of 
Inland Revenue, and shall be signed by the person 
making it. 

4. Every permit granted shall be on the printed 
forms supplied by the Department of Inland Reve- 
nue, which forms shall be printed on paper espe- 
cially prepared for the purpose, with such type or 
engravings as may be approyed by the Minister: of 
Inland Revenue. 

5. Every permit shall state the period for which it 
is to remain in force, which period shall not be more 
than will, in the opinion of the officer granting it, be 
sufficient for effecting the removal of the Spirits to 
which it, relates. 

6. The Permit shall. accompany the Spirits to 
which it relates, and remain in possession: of the 
person. having charge thereof, but it shall be pro- 
duced for examination as often as maybe required 
by any officer having authority thereto, and it shall 
be delivered to the Collector, or Deputy Collector 
of Inland Revenue, for the Inland Revenue Division 
into which the spirits are to be removed, or wherein 
they are removed from one place to another, within 
the period. mentioned in the permit. 

7. Every Endorsation -of: the éxamination of any 
permit shall be made-on) the back thereof, and 
every permit shall be defaced by writing the word 
“‘ Cancelled 4.across the face of it on the expiration 
of the period for which it has been granted. 

8. Permits shall not be granted for the removal 
of spirits unless the packages in which they are

Licenses to deal in Raw Leaf Tobacco and to 
enter the same ex-warehouse for consumption on 
payment of duty, may be granted by any of the 
undermentioned Officers on application being made 
in the proper form, namely : 

All Collectors and deputy Collectors of Inland 
Revenue. 

Such Postmasters, not exceeding one in each 
Parish, Township or Municipality wherein there is 
no Officer of Inland Revenue, as may be from time to 
time appointed by the Minister of Inland Revenue. 

2nd. Application for a License shall be made in 
such form, and shall contain such information as 
may be required by departmental regulations, and 
shall also state the name, place of residence and 
occupation of the person applying. 

3rd. A License shall only be valid when granted 
ona form supplied by the Department of Inland 
Revenue, and signed by the Commissioner; and any 
License may be forfeited by the Minister of Inland

and the said permit shall be produced by him when- 
ever demanded by any Officer of Inland Revenue 
for the purpose of taking an account thereof.

_Nulle personne exergant l’emploide commercant, de 
vivandier, épicier, ou autres emplois, ou concernée 
dans la vente ou achat, n’aura permission de résider 
sur isle, sice n’est avec la permission et sous un 
controle strict du Surintendant Médical qui aura 
pleine autorité de décharger et renvoyer de V’isle 
toutes ou aucune des dites personnes, faisant rapport 
du fait de telle décharge et des raisons d’icelle pour 
information du gouverneur général ou de la personne 
administrant Je gouvernement. Toutes telles per- 
aonnes en aucune maniére engagées dans la vente ou 
trafic sur la dite isle, seront réglées, quant aux prix, 
par des listes qui seront fournies de temps a autre 
par le Surintendant Médical, assisté par l’agent 
de Emigration a Québec. II s’enquerra stric- 
tement et décidera de toutes plaintes pour malver- 
sation ou pour violation des réglements par toutes 
personnes faisant ainsi commerce; et il serade son 
devoir de veillera ce que nul officier ou personne

| ters) the entry or departure of Boats or Vesxels at 


the different ports or places in Canada, and concer- 
ning the landing of passengers or cargoes from such 
Boats or Vessels, or the receiving of Passengers or 
cargoes on board of the same as may be thought 
best calculated to preserve the Public Health; and 
that the pauper state and condition in which Immi- 
grants are frequently landed at Quebec, destitute of 
any means of providing the necessaries of life, or of 
transport to other parts of Canada, or so landed with 
the object of procuring through charity such neces- 
saries of life and transport to territory beyond the 
Dominion, is detrimental to the Public Health in 
Canada, and is calculated to promote the introduc- 
tion, or dissemination, of disease into or in Canada. 

Anp Wuereas Our Governor in Council hath been 
pleased to make, under the authority and in pur- 
suance of the said above in part recited Act, certain 
regulations, that is to say : 

1. That upon the arrival of any Immigrant or 
Passenger, Sailing or Steam Vessel, at the Port 
of Quebec, the Inspecting that Physician at port 
shall have power, and it shall be his duty, to 
make enquiry of any Immigrant or Immigrants as to 
the means in his, her or their possession for provid- 
ing upon landing the necessaries of life and for dis- 
bursing all sums necessary tor the transport of them 
and their families to their point of destination; and 
such Inspecting Physician, if satisfied that such Im- 
migrant or Immigrants is or are not a Pauper or 
Paupers, but in possession of sufficient money, for 
the purposes herein mentioned, may grant a permit 
to the same to land, provided that all the provisions 
of any statute and all other regulations in force under 
the Act hereinbefore recited or any Proclamation 
thereof be complied with. And no Immigrant or 
Immigrants as to whom such enquiry shall be made 
shall be allowed to depart from the said Vessel, 
without such permit. 

2. If upon any such enquiry the Inspecting Phy- 
sician shall see fit to refuse a permit, it shal 
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be his duty to cause the said Vessel to return 
to, or remain and be detained at the mouth 
of River St. Charles, and the Master of such Vessel 
shall not allow the Immigrant or Immigrants in 
respect of whom the permit has been refused, to land 
in any part of Canada, or to depart from the Vessel, 
but he shall keep such Immigrant or Immigrants 
on board the same and transport them therein on 
the departure of the said Vessel, from Quebec, 
unless the Inspecting Physician shall subsequently 
see fit to grant such permit. 

3. Any Master, Officer or Seaman of a Vessel, 
who shall allow the departure of any Immigrant 
or Immigrants without such permit, and any 
person who shall aid, assist or connive at the 
landing of any Immigrant without such permit 
or who shall contravene, either by commission 
or omission any of the foregoing Regulations, 
shall be liable toa penalty not exceeding $400 in 
any case, and the offender may be imprisoned until 
the same is paid. 

4, The Inspecting Physician shall report to the 
Collector of Customs at the Port, the case of any 
Vessel, in which have arrived any Immigrant or 
Immigrants, to whom such permit has been refused, 
and no Vessel shall be entered or cleared at any 
Custom House, until these regulations have been 
complied with.

REGULATIONS. 

1. Permits for the removal of Spirits from any 
Distillery, or from any Warehouse wherein they have 
been bonded or stored, may be granted on the 
application of the owner of such Spirits or of his 
duly authorized Agent, by the Collector or the 
Deputy Collector of Inland Revenue for the Inland 
Revenue Division in which the Spirits then are. 

2. Every application for such a permit shall state : 

(a) The number and description of the packages 
in which the Spirits are contained. 

(b) The marks and numbers on each of the pack- 
ages. 

(c) The quantity, in Wine gallons, in each pack- 
age, and itsstrength. 

(d) The equivalent, in Wine gallons, of the 
strength of proof. 

(e) The place wherein it is then stored. 

(f) The place to which it is to be removed. 

(g) The conveyance by which the removal is to be 
made. 

(h) Whether the duty has been paid, and, if not, 
how secured. 

(i) The time at which it is to be removed. 

(j) The name, occupation and place of business 
of the owner. 

(k) The name, place of business and occupation 
of the person into whose possession the Spirits is to 
be transferred, and 

(1) The name of the person or corporation in 
whose custody it will be during its removal. 

3. Every application for a permit shall be made on 
a printed form, provided by the Department of 
Inland Revenue, and shall be signed by the person 
making it. 

4, Every permit granted shall be on the printed 
forms supplied by the Department of Inland Reve- 
nue, which forms shall be printed on paper espe- 
cially prepared for the purpose, with such type or 
engravings as may be approved by the Minister of 
Inland Revenue. 

5. Every permit shall state the period for which it 
is to remain in force, which period shall not be more 
than will, in the opinion of the officer granting it, be 
sufficient for effecting the removal of the Spirits to 
which it relates. 

6. The Permit shall accompany the Spirits to 
which it relates, and remain in possession of the 
person having. charge thereof, but.it shall be pro- 
duced for examination as often as may be required 
by any officer having authority thereto, and it shall 
be delivered to the Collector, or Deputy Collector 
of Inland Revenue, for the Inland Revenue Division 
into which the spirits are to be removed, or wherein 
they are removed from one place to another, within 
the period mentioned in ‘the permit.

2. That Alcohol used for the manufacture of 
Spirit Varnish, shall be mixed with wood naptha 
(of commerce) in the proportion of one gallon of 
wood naptha to eight gallons of proof spirits, such 
mixing to be done under such superintendence as 
the Minister of Inland Revenue may from time to 
time approve. 

3, That all Tinctures, Essences, Extracts and 
Cordials, manufactured in Bond, and from which, 
the Alcohol or Spirit can be extracted in a potable 
state, by the usual process of re-distillation or recti- 
fication, shall, when entered for consumption, pay 
the same duty of Excise as the Alcohol or Spirit 
which ‘they contain would pay if entered for con- 
sumption in its pure state. 

4. That Extracts, Essences, Tinctures and Cor- 
dials manufactured in Bond shall only be entered 
for consumption at the following places, viz :— 


Quebec, Toronto 
Kingston, London, 
Hamilton, Halifax, 
Montreal, St. John, N. Brunswick. 


And when so entered shall be subjected to-such 
tests for ascertaining the quantity of Alcohol which 
they contain and the possibility of extracting it in 
a potable state, as the Honorable the Minister of 
Inland Revenue may approve, and the result of 


such tests as declared by the Officer or operator en- 
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trusted therewith shall be final and conclusive, as to 
the amount of duty which such goods shall pay. 

5. That any Bonded Manufactory licensed under

the Draft of a Proclamation declaring Gold 

Coins made at the Branch of the Royal Mint at 
Sydney, New South Wales, a legal tender in certain 
of Her Majesty’s Possessions abroad, specified in a 
Schedule attached to the said Draft Proclamation. 

Her Majesty having taken the same into con- 
sideration, was pleased by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to approve thereof, and to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, that the said Proclamation 
do take effect and come into force in each of Her 
Majesty’s Possessions abroad, specified in the afore: 
said Schedule, upon and from and after such day, 
as shall be for that purpose limited by the Governor 
or Officer Administering the Government of each of 
the said Possessions by any Proclamations to be by 
them for that purpose respectively issued in each 
of such Possessions. 

And the Most Noble the Duke of Buckingham 
and Chandos, one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secre- 
taries of State, is to give the necessary directions 
for causing publication to be made hereof within 
Her Majesty’s said Possessions abroad.

Draft Proclamation referred to in the foregoing Order 
in Council. 


BY THE QUEEN. 


PROCLAMATION for declaring Gold Coins 
A made at the Branch Mint at Sydney, New 
South Wales, a legal tender throughout such parts 
of Her Majesty's dominions as are specified in the 
schedule hereunto annexed. 

Whereas, by an Order in Council, bearing date 
the Nineteenth day of August, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Fifty-three, we have thought fit to 
order that a Branch of Our Royal Mint, should be 
established at or near Sydney, in New South Walea. 

And whereas in the Eighteenth year of Our Reign, 
by an Order in Council, dated the Eighteenth day of 
October, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty- 
four, we have thought fit to order that certain 
pieces of Gold Money should be coined at the said 
Branch of Our Royal Mint, to be called respectively 
Australian Sovereigns and Australian Half Sove- 
reigns, and to be of the same respective weights, 
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fineness and values with the Sovereigns and Half | Cmcutar. 


Sovereigns now current within this Our Realm. 


And whereas, pursuant to and in virtue of the. 


powers given in our said Orders in Council, it is pro- 
vided that a Coinage of the said Australian Sove- 
reigns and Half Sovereigns shall be made, and that 
every such Australian Sovereign shall haye for the 
obverse Our Effigy, with the inscription, ‘‘ Victoria 
D. G., Brittanniar Regina F. D.,” and thedate of the 
year, and for the reverse the word “ Australia ”’ 
placed in the centre of piece encircled by a laurel 
wreath and surmounted by the Royal Crown with 
the inscription ‘‘ Sydney Mint, One Sovereign,” and 
with a graining on the edge, and that every such 
Australian Half Sovereign shall have the obverse in 
every respect. similar to that of the Sovereign, and 
for the reverse the same word, ‘‘ Australia,”’ in the 
centre encircled and surmounted in like manner, 
but for the inscription the words ‘Sydney Mint, 
Half Sovereign,” and a graining on the edge. 

And whereas, pieces of Gold Money have been and 
will be coined at our said Branch of the Royal Mint 
in pursuance of orders issued and to be issued. 

And whereas, by an Act passed in the Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth years of Our Reign, entitled : 
“An Act to enable Her Majesty to declare Gold 
Coins to be issued from Her Majesty’s Colonial 
Branch Mints a Legal Tender for payments, and for 
other purposes relating thereto,’’ 1tis provided that 
‘‘Tt shall be lawful for Her Majesty, from time to 
time, by Proclamation issued with the adyice of 
Her Privy Council to declare that for such period, 
and subject to such conditions as may be speci- 
fied in such Proclamation, Gold Comms made at 
such Colonial Branch Mint, of designs approved by 
Her Majesty, and being of the same weight and 
fineness as are required by law with respect to Gold 
Coins of the same denominations made at Her Ma- 
jesty’s Mint in London, are to be a legal tender for 
payments within any part of Her Majesty's Domi- 
nions to be specified in such Proclamations, in 
which Gold Coins issued from Her Majesty’s Mint in 
London shall at the date of the issue of such Pro- 
clamation be a legal tender, and upon such Pro- 
clamation being issued Gold Coins made of such 
designs and being of such weight and fineness as 
aforesaid, shall be a legal tender for payments ac- 
cordingly.” 

Anp Wuereas Gold Coins issued from Our Royal 
Mint in London are at present a legal tender in such 
parts of Our Dominions as are specified in the Sche- 
dule hereunto annexed. 

WE THEREFORE, by and with the advice of Our 
Privy Council, have thought fit to issue this Our 
Royal Proclamation, and We do ordain, declare and 
command, that from and after the date of the 
publication of this Our Proclamation by the Go- 
vernor or Other officer Administering the Govern- 
ment of such part or parts of Our Dominions as 
are specified in the Schedule hereunto annexed, 
Coins made at the said Branch Mint, of designs 
approved by Us at Sydney aforesaid, and being of 
the same weight and fineness as are required by 
Law, with respect to Gold Coins of the same 
denominations made at Our Mint in London, shall 
be a legal tender for payments within such part 
or parts of Our Dominions, as are specified in 
the said Schedule, until such period as this Our 
Proclamation shall be revoked, by and with the 
adyice of Our Privy Council aforesaid.

the Science and Art Department may conduct the 
necessary examinations and correspondence. 

Their Lordships have great pleasure in acceding 
to Mr. Whitworth’s request and giving every assis- 
tance in their power in carrying out his patriotic 
munificence.

Sir, 

Referring to your letter of March 28th, by which 
you transmit to me a copy of the Minute which the 
Lords of the Committee of Council on Education 
had passed in acknowledgement of my endowment 
of Scholarships for promoting Mechanieal Science, 
and to the concluding sentence of the Minute which 
invites further suggestions and offers to render 
assistance in carrying out the intentions of the 
endowment : 

1. I beg leave to enclose for the information of 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education 
a memorandum on the subject of the endowment 
which I trust will meet with the approval of their 
Lordships, and that they will cause it to be cireu- 
lated and the necessary correspondence arising out 
of it to be conducted by the Science and Art 
Department. 


2. I would beg leave to ask the Lords of the Com- | 


mittee of Council on Education to undertake the 
examinations for these Scholarships. 

3. As respects the preparation of the necessary 
details for the examination in the use of tools, lam 
willing to be responsible myself with the aid of 
friends, and I propose to obtain the consent of & 
few gentlemen to advise with me from time to time 
in whatever may arise in the future for my con- 
sideration, 

4. In reply to the invitation of their Lordships to 
submit any suggestions, I venture to submit for 
consideration whether honours in the nature of 
Degrees might not be conferred by some competent 
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authority on successful students each year, thus 
creating a faculty of Industry analogous to the 
existing faculties of Divinity, Law, and Medicine. I 
am of opinion that such honours would be a great 
incentive to exertion and would tend greatly to 
promote the object in view. 

5. I venture further te express a hope that the 
Government will provide the necessary funds for 
endowing a sufficient number of Professors of Me- 
ehanics throughout the United Kingdom. 

6. In conclusion I inform you that the necessary 
arrangements for securing the endowment have 
been made, and I have given instructions for the 
preparation of the Draft of a Deed of Trust which 
will be sent for the approval of the Lord President.

MEMORANDUM ON SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 
MECHANICAL SCIENCE. 
To be competed for in May, 1869. 

I. Having offered to the Lords of the Committee 
of Council on Education to ‘‘found thirty scho- 
larships of the annual value of one hundred pounds 
each, to be applied for the further instruction of 
young men, natives of the United Kingdom, 
selected by open competition for their intelligence 
and proficiency in the theory and practice of 
Mechanics and its cognate sciences, with a view to 
the promotion of Engineering and Mechanical In- 
dustry in this country,”’ I propose that the following 
should be the general arrangements in the first 
instance which may be modified after the first com- 
petition has taken place in May, 1869. 

Il. That the thirty Scholarships of £100 each 
should be open to all of Her Majesty's subjects 
whether of the United Kingdom, India, or the 
Colonies, who do not exceed the age of twenty six 
years, and be held either for two or three years, as 
experience may prove to be desirable: that ten 
Scholarships should be competed for and awarded 
in May, 1869, at the annual National examinations 
in Science provided that a sufficient number of 
candidates prove themselves to be competent; that 
the successful candidates should be required to 
spend the period of holding the Scholarships in the 
further satisfactory prosecution of the studies and 
practice of Mechanical Engineering, and pursue 
their studies according to the spirit of the endow- 
ment, making periodical reports of them; that the 
student should state where he proposes to pursue 
his studies, the Lord President of the Council 
deciding if the proposal can be allowed, also if the 
student's progress be satisfactory, and the manner 
in which it shall be tested from year to year. In 
deciding if the plan of study proposed by the 
student be satisfactory, as much latitude as possible 
may be allowed. If the student wish to complete 
his general education instead of continuing his 
special scientific study, he may be permitted to do 
so. He may go to the Universities or Colleges 
affording scientific or technical instruction, or he 
may travel abroad. The successful artisan should 
be encouraged to study Theory, and the successful 
competitor in Theory aided in getting admission to 
machine shops and other practical establishments. 
All further details would be hereafter prepared and 
issued by the Science and Art Department.

I propose that the maximum number of marks 
obtainable in the theoretical subjects and those 
obtainable by the most skilled workman should be 
about equal. 

VI. My object in devising the foregoing scheme 
has been, while requiring a practical acquaintance 
with a few simple tools as a sine qua non, to render 
the competition accessible on fairly equal terms to 
the student who combines some practice with his 
theory, and to the artisan who combines some theo- 
retical knowledge with perfection of workmanship.

VII. As the Scholarships Scheme can only come 
into full operation by degrees, I propose from the 
fund ultimately available for the scheme at once to 
create sixty Exhibitions or premiums, of the value 
of £25 each, tenable until April 1869, and to place 
them at the absolute disposal of the governing 
bodies of the following Educational Institutions and 
Towns, in order that they may award them to 
youths under twenty-two years of age, who may 
thus be aided to qualify themselves, and must 
undertake to compete for the Scholarships of £106 
in May, 1869.

Minute on Mr. WuiItTwortn’s OFFER TO ENDOW 
ScHOLARSHIPS. 
At Whitehall, the 27th day of March, 1868. 

By the Right Honourable the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Her Majesty's Most Honourable Privy 
Council on Education. 

My Lords consider Mr. Whitworth’s letter to the 
First Lord of the Treasury, dated 18th March 1868. 
In this letter Mr. Whitworth offers to found thirty 
scholarships of the annual value of one hundred 
pounds each, to be applied for the further instruc- 
tion of young men, natives of the United Kingdom, 
selected by open competition for their intelligence 
and proficiency in the theory and practice of 
Mechanics and its cognate sciences, with a view to 
the promotion of Engineering and Mechanical 
Industry in this country ; and he expresses hopes 
that means may be found for bringing Science and 
Industry into closer relation with each other than at 
present obtains here. 

It is unnecessary now to repeat the thanks which 
the First Lord of Her Majesty’s Treasury and the 
Lord President of the Council haye already conyeyed 
to Mr. Whitworth for his generous offer which they 
are convinced the country will fully appreciate. 

Mr. Whitworth proposes that these scholarships 
should be tenable on conditions to be defined by a 
deed of trust regulating the administration of the 
endowment fund during his life, and that thereafter 
the management of this fund, subject to the condi- 
tions specified therein, should rest in the Lord 
President of the Council or other Minister of Public 
Instruction for the time being. 

It is the wish of My Lords to see provision made 
in several large centres of manufacturing industry 
in the United Kingdom for affording to all classes 
of Her Majesty’s subjects ample opportunities for 
acquiring instruction in the Sciences which are 
applicable to productive industry. My Lords are 
of opinion that by the union of local and private 
efforts supplemented as far as is proper by State 
assistance this proyision will be best made. 

This will be rendered easy if the munificent 
example set by Mr. Whitworth shall be extensively 
followed by others. 

My Lords will be happy to receive any further 
suggestions from Mr. Whitworth should he desire 
to make them, and to be informed if the Depart- 
ment can render him any assistance in carrying out 
his liberal intentions.

Whereas, by an Order in Council, bearing date 
the Nineteenth day of August, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Fifty-three, we have thought fit to 
order that 2 Branch of Our Royal Mint, should be 
established at or near Sydney, in New South Wales. 
And whereas in the Eighteenth year of Our Reign, 
by an Order in Council, dated the Eighteenth day ot 
October, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty- 
four, we have thought fit to order that certain 
pieces of Gold Money should be coined at the said 
Branch of Our Royal Mint, to be called respectively 
Australian Sovereigns and Australian Half Sove- 
reigns, and to be of the same respective weights,

fineness and values with the Sovereigns and Half 
Sovereigns now current within this Our Realm. 

And whereas, pursuant to and in Virtue of the 
powers given in our said Orders in Council, it is pro- 
vided that a Coinage of the said Australian Sove- 
reigns and Half Sovereigns shall be made, and that 
every such Australian Sovereign shall have for the 
obverse Our Effigy, with the inseription, ‘‘ Victoria 
D. G., Brittanniar Regina F. D.,”” and the date of the 
year, and for the reverse the word ‘ Australia” 
placed in the centre of piece encircled by a laurel 
wreath and surmounted by the Roydl Crown with 
the inscription ‘‘ Sydney Mint, One Seyereign,’’ and 
with a graining on the edge, and that every such 
Australian Half Sovereign shall have the obverse in 
every respect similar to that of the Sovereign, and 
for the reverse the same word, ‘ Australia,’ in the 
centre encircled and surmounted in like manner, 
but for the inscription the words ‘Sydney Mint, 
Half Sovereign,” and a graining on the edge. 

And whereas, pieces of Gold Money have been and 
will be coined at our said Branch of the Royal Mint 
in pursuance of orders issued and to be issued. 

And whereas, by an Act passed in the Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth years of Our Reign, entitled : 
‘An Act to enable Her Majesty to declare Gold 
Coins to be issued from Her Majesty’s Colonial 
Branch Mints a Legal Tender for payments, and for 
other purposes relating thereto,’’ itis provided that 
“Tt shall be lawful for Her Majesty, from time to 
time, by Proclamation issued with the advice of 
Her Privy Council to'declare that for such period, 
and subject to such conditions as may be speci- 
fied in such Proclamation, Gold Coins made at 
such Colonial Branch Mint, of designs approved by 
Her Majesty, and bemg of the same weight and 
fmeness as are required by law with respect to Gold 
Coins of the same denominations made at Her Ma- 
jesty’s Mint in London, are to be a legal tender for 
payments within any part of Her Majesty’s Domi-

invites further suggestions and offers to render 
assistance in carrying out the intentions of the 
endowment : 

1. I beg leave to enclose for the information of 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education 
a memorandum on the subject of the endowment 
which I trust will meet with the approval of their 
Lordships, and that they will cause it to be cireu- 
lated and the necessary correspondence arising out 
of it to be conducted by the Science and Art 
Department. 

2. I would beg leave to ask the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education to undertake the 
examinations for these Scholarships. 

3. As respects the preparation of the necessary 
details for the examination in the use of tools, I am 
willing to be responsible myself with the aid of 
friends, and I propose to obtain the consent of a 
few gentlemen to advise with me from time to time 
in whatever may arise in the future for my con- 
sideration. 

4. In reply to the invitation of their Lordships to 
submit any suggestions, I venture to submit for 
consideration whether honours in the nature of 
Degrees might not be-conferred by some competent 


authority on successful students each year, thus 
creating a faculty of Industry analogous to the 
existing faculties of Divinity, Law, and Medicine. I 
am of opinion that such honours would be a great 
incentive to exertion and would tend greatly to 
promote the object-in view. , 

5. IL yenture further to express a hope that the 
Government will provide the necessary funds for 
endowing a sufficient number of Professors of Me- 
chanics throughout the United Kingdom. 

6. In conclusion J inform you that the necessary 
arrangements for securing the endowment have 
been made, and I have given instructions for the 
preparation of the Draft of a Deed of Trust which 
will be sent for the approval of the Lord President.

MEMORANDUM ON “SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 
MECHANICAL SCIENCE. 
To be competed for in May, 1869. 

TI. Having offered to the Lords of the Committee 
of Council on Education to ‘found thirty scho- 
larships of the annual value of one hundred pounds 
each, to be applied for the further instruction of 
young men, natives of the United Kingdom, 
selected by open: competition for their intelligence 
and proficiency in the theory and_ practice of 
Mechanics and its cognate sciences, with a view to 
the promotion of Engineering and Mechanical In- 
dustry in this country,” I propose that the following 
should be the general arrangements in the first 
instance which may be modified after the first com- 
petition has taken place in May, 1869. ; 

Il. That the thirty Scholarships of £100 each 
should be open to all of Her Majesty’s subjects 
whether of the United Kingdom, India, or the 
Colonies, who do not exceed the age of twenty-six 
years, and be held either for two or three years, as 
experience may prove to be desirable: that ten 
Scholarships should be competed for and awarded 
in May, 1869, at the annual National examinations 
in Science provided that a sufficient number of 
candidates prove themselves to be competent ; that 
the successful candidates should be required to 
spend the period of holding the Scholarships in the 
further satisfactory prosecution of the studies and 
practice of Mechanical Engineering, and pursue 
their studies according to the spirit of the endow- 
ment, making periodical reports of them ; that the 
student should state where he proposes to pursue 
his studies, the Lord President of the Council 
deciding if the proposal can be allowed, also if the 
student’s progress be satisfactory, and the manner 
in which it shall be tested from year to year. In 
deciding if the plan of study proposed by the 
student be satisfactory, as much latitude as possible 
may be allowed. If the student wish to complete 
his general education instead of continuing his 
special scientific study, he may be permitted to do 
so. He may go to the Universities or Colleges 
affording scientific or technical instruction, or he 
may travel abroad. The successful artisan should 
be encouraged to study Theory, and the successful 
competitor in Theory aided in getting admission to 
machine shops and other practical establishments.

My Lords consider Mr. Whitworth’s letter to the 
First Lord of the Treasury, dated 18th March 1868. 
In this letter Mr. Whitworth offers to found thirty 
scholarships of the annual value of one hundred 
pounds each, to be applied for the further instruc- 
tion of young men, natives of the United Kingdom, 
selected by open competition for their intelligence 
and proficiency in the theory and practice of 
Mechanics and its cognate sciences, with a view to 
the promotion of Engineering and Mechanical 
Industry in this country ; and he expresses hopes 
that means may be found for bringing Science and 
Industry into closer relation with each other than at 
present obtains here. 

It is unnecessary now to repeat the thanks which 
the First Lord of Her Majesty’s Treasury and the 
Lord President of the Council have already conveyed 
to Mr. Whitworth for his generous offer which they 
are convinced the country will fully appreciate. 

Mr. Whitworth proposes that these scholarships 
should be tenable on conditions to be defined by a 
deed of trust regulating the administration of the 
endowment fund during his life, and that thereafter 
the management of this fund, subject to the condi- 
tions specified therein, should rest in the Lord 


President of the Council or other Minister of Public 


Instruction for the time being. 

It is the wish of My Lords to see provision made 
in several large centres of manufacturing industry 
in the United Kingdom for affording to all classes 
of Her Majesty’s subjects ample opportunities for 
acquiring imstruction in the Sciences which are 
applicable to productive industry. My Lords are 
of opinion that by the union of local and private 
efforts supplemented as far as is proper by State 
assistance this provision will be best made. 

This will be rendered easy if the munificent 
example set by Mr. Whitworth shall be extensively 
followed by others. 

My Lords will be happy to receive any further 
suggestions from Mr. Whitworth should he desire 
to make them, and to be informed if the Depart- 
ment can render him any assistance in carrying out 
his liberal intentions.

1. With the view of extending to the Militia of 
the Eastern Provinces the same advantages, for their 
improvement in Drill and Discipline, as those re- 
cently granted to the Volunteers in Quebec and 
Ontario, the Honorable the Minister of Militia and 
Defence has approved of the Volunteer Militia, of 
every description including the Naval Brigades, in 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, being permitted 
to Drill for the present year, and being paid there- 
for, under the same regulations as the Volunteers 
ef Quebec and Ontario, viz: 


In cases where Battalions or Companies per- 
form their drill at their Head Quarters, eight 
.days’ drill of six hours each to be exacted. 

In cases where scattered Companies are con- 
centrated for drill at any distance from their 
Head Quarters, six clear days to be spent at 
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the point of concentration, during which period, 
drill of six hours each day to be rigidly exacted. 
Two days may be occupied in proceeding to 
and returning from the point of concentration, 
on each of which at least two hours’ drill should 
be exacted from all. 

The non-commissioned officers and men who 
shall have fulfilled the above conditions, will 
receive each eight dollars before leaving for 
home, and the Officers will receiye sixteen 
dollars each. , 

Twenty-five cents in lieu of transport for going, 
and twenty-five cents for returning, will be al- 
lowed for each non-commissioned officer and 
man, to those companies which, are located at a 
greater distance than 15 miles from the Head 
Quarters of the Corps; and five cents for every 
distance of not less than five miles additional, 
on the certificate of the Commanding Officer of 
the Battalion. Officers will receive double the 
above allowance for transport. 

All Mounted Officers of Infantry and all 
Officers, non-commissioned officers and men of 
Mounted Corps will reeeive $12 for each horse 
actually present at Drill, during the period in 
question. 

Nore.—The Naval Brigades will, of course, be 
drilled under such separate instructions as may be 
issued by the Adjutant General in each Province. 

2. The $16 for each officer, the $8 for each non- 
commissioned officer and private, and the $12 for 
each horse of the Mounted Officers and of the non- 
commissioned officers and men of Mounted Corps, 
for Drill performed, will be paid on the Production 
ot the Acquittance Roll, No. 224, duly signed, in 
duplicate, by every officerand man for whom pay is 
elaimed. 

3. The allowance in lieu of transport may be 
charged in a bulk sum at the erd of the Acquittance 
Roll, and paid to the Captain of the Company, with 
the Drill pay; a separate detailed account of the 
same, duly certified as- correct, by the Captain and 
the Commanding Officer, being attached to each 
Roll in Duplicate. 

4. The Billets, Rations, and all other expenses 
incurred by the Volunteers as above, must be 
eciied by themselves, out of the Annual Drill 

ay. 

5. It must be distinctly understood, by all con- 
cerned, that the Corps who may feel disposed to 
avail themselves of these advantages for their 
improvement in Drill, must do so before the Ist day 
of October next. 

Note for New Bruiswick. 

: Ifa “Camp of Instruction’? be formed in New 
Brunswick, in preference to the performance of the 
Annual Drill, as above, there will be no objections to 
such formation, provided that the expense of such 
Camp will not exceed $26,000.

regulations, that is to say : 

1. That upon the arrival of any Immigrant or 
Passenger, Sailing or Steam Vessel, at the Port 
of Quebec, the Inspecting Physician at that port 
shall have power, ¢nd it shall be his duty, to 
make enquiry of any Immigrant or Immigrants as to 


the means in his, her or their possession for provid- 
ing upon landing the necessaries of life and for dis 
bursing all sums necessary for the transport of them 
and their families to their point of destination; and 
such Inspecting Physician, if satisfied that such Im- 
migrant or Immigrants is or are not a Pauper or 
Paupers, but in possession of sufficient money, for 
the purposes herein mentioned, may grant a permit 
to the same to land, provided that all the provisions 
of any statute and all other regulations in foree under 
the Act hereinbefore recited or any Proclamation 
thereof be complied with. And no Immigrant or 
Immigrants as to whom such enquiry shall be made 
shall be allowed to depart from the said Vessel, 
without such permit.

sician shall see fit to refuse a permit, it shall 
' be his duty to cause the said Vessel to return 
to, or remain and be detained at the mouth 
of River St. Charles, and the Master of such Vessel 
shall not allow the Immigrant or Immigrants in 
respect of whom the permit has been refused, to land 
in any part of Canada, or to depart from the Vessel, 
but he shall keep such Immigrant or Immigrants 
on board the same and transport them therein on 
the departure of the said Vessel, from Quebec, 
unless the Inspecting Physician shall subsequently 
see fit to grant such permit. 

3. Any Master, Officer or Seaman of a Vessel, 
who shall allow the departure of any Immigrant 
or Immigrants without such permit, and any 
person who shall aid, assist or connive at the 
landing of any Immigrant without such permit 
or who shall contravene, either by commission 
or omission any of the foregoing Regulations, 
shall be able toa penalty not exceeding $400 in 
any case, and the offender may be imprisoned until 
the same is paid.

Whereas, by.an Order in Council, bearing date 
the Nineteenth day of August, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Fifty-three, we have thought fit to 
order that a Branch of Our Royal Mint, should be 
established at or near Sydney, in New South Wales. 

And whereas in the Eighteenth year of Our Reign, 
by an Order in Council, dated the Eighteenth day of 
October, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Fifty- 
four, we have thought fit to order that certain 
pieces of Gold Money should be coined at the said 
Branch of Our Royal Mint, to be called respectively 
Australian Sovereigns and Australian Half Sove- 
reigns, and to be of the same respective weights, 
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fineness and valués with the Sovereigns and Half 


Sovereigns now current within this Our Realm. 

And whereas, pursuant to and in virtue of the 
powers given in our said Orders in Council, it is pro- 
vided that a Coinage of the said Australian Sove- 


reigns and Half Sovereigns shall be made, and that 


every such Australian Sovereign shall have for the 


obverse Our Effigy, with the inscription, ‘‘ Victoria 
D. G., Brittanniar Regina F. D.,’’ and the date of the 


year, and for the reverse the word ‘ Australia ”’ 


placed in the centre of piece encircled by a laurel 
wreath and surmounted by the Royal Crown with 
the inscription ‘‘ Sydney Mint, One Sovereign,” and 
with a graining on the edge, and that every such 


Australian Half Sovereign shall have the obverse in 


every respect similar to that of the Sovereign, and 
for the reverse the same word, ‘ Australia,’ in the 


centre encircled and surmounted in like manner, 
but for the inscription the words ‘Sydney Mint, 
Half Sovereign,” and a graining on the edge. 


And whereas, pieces of Gold Money have been and 
will be coined at our said Branch of the Royal Mint 


in pursuance of orders issued and to be issued. 
And whereas, by an Act passed in the Twenty- 
ninth and Thirtieth years of Our Reign, entitled: 


‘An Act to enable Her Majesty to declare Gold 
Coins to be issued from Her Majesty’s Colonial 
Branch Mints a Legal Tender for payments, and for 
other purposes relating thereto,’’ itis provided that 
“Tt shall be lawful for Her Majesty, from time to 
time, by Proclamation issued with the advice of 


Her Privy Council to declare that for such period, 


and subject to such conditions as May be speci- 
fied in such Proclamation, Gold Coins made at 
such Colonial Branch Mint, of designs approved by 
Her Majesty, and being of the same weight and 
fineness as are required by law with respect to Gold

1. I beg leave to enclose for the information of 
the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education 
a memorandum on the subject of the endowment 
which I trust will meet with the approval of their 
Lordships, and that they will cause it to be cireu- 
lated and the necessary correspondence arising out 
of it to be conducted by the Science and Art 
Department. 

2. I would beg leave to ask the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education to undertake the 
examinations for these Scholarships. 

3. As respects the preparation of the necessary 
details for the examination in the use of tools, I am 
willing to be responsible myself with the aid of 
friends, and I propose to obtain the consent of a 


few gentlemen to advise with me from time to time 


in whatever may arise in the future for my con- 


{ sideration. 


4. In reply to the invitation of their Lordships to 
submit any suggestions, I venture to submit for 
consideration whether honours in the nature of 
Degrees might not be conferred by some competent 
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fituthority O41 successful students each year, thus 
creating a faculty of Industry analogous to the 
existing faculties of Divinity, Law, and Medicine. I 
am of opimion that such honours would be a great. 
incentive to exertion and would tend greatly to 
promote the object in view. 

5. I venture further to express a hope that the

MEMORANDUM ON SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 
MECHANICAL SCIENCE. 
To be competed for in May, 1869. 

I. Having offered to the Lords of the Committee 
of Council on Education to ‘found thirty scho- 
larships of the annual value of one hundred pounds 
each, to be applied for the further instruction of 
young men, natives of the United Kingdom, 
selected by open competition for their intelligence 
and proficiency in the theory and practice of 
Mechanics and its cognate sciences, with a view to 
the promotion of Engineering and Mechanical In- 
dustry in this country,’’ I propose that the following 
should be the general arrangements in the first 
instance which may be modified after the first com- 
petition has taken place in May, 1869. 

It. That the thirty Scholarships of £100 each 
should be open to all of Her Majesty’s subjects 
whether of the United Kingdom, India, or the 
Colonies, who do not exceed the age of twenty-six 
years, and be held either for two or three years, as 
experience may prove to be desirable: that ten 
Scholarships should be competed for and awarded 
in May, 1869, at the annual National examinations 
in Science provided that a sufficient number of 
candidates prove themselves to be competent; that 
the successful candidates should be required to 
spend the period of holding the Scholarships in the 
further satisfactory prosecution of the studies and 
practice of Mechanical Engineering, and pursue 
their studies according to the spirit of the endow- 
ment, making periodical reports of them; that the 
student should state where he proposes to pursue 
his studies, the Lord President of the Council 
deciding if the proposal can be allowed, also if the 
student's progress be satisfactory, and the manner 
in which it shall be tested from year to year. In 
deciding if the plan of study proposed by the 
student be satisfactory, as much latitude as possible 
may be allowed. If the student wish to complete 
his general education instead of continuing his 
special scientific study, he may be permitted to do 
so. He may go to the Universities or Colleges 
affording scientific or technical instruction, or he 
may travel abroad. The successful artisan should 
be encouraged to study Theory, and the successful 
competitor in Theory aided in getting admission to 
machine shops and other practical establishments. 
All further details would be hereafter prepared and 
issued by the Science and Art Department. 

IIL. The candidates must be of sound bodily con- 
stitution.

that means may be found for bringing S¢ience and 
Industry into closer relation with each other than at 
present. obtains here. 

It is unnecessary now to repeat the thanks which 
the First Lord of Her Majesty’s Treasury and the 
Lord. President,of the Council have already conveyed 
to Mr. Whitworth for jis generous offer which they 
are convinced the country will fully appreciate. 

Mr. Whitworth proposes that these scholarships 
should be tenable on conditions to be defined by a 
deed of trust regulating the administration of the 
endowment fund during his life, and that thereafter 
the management. of this fund, subject to ‘the condi- 
tions specified therein, should rest in the Lord 
President of the Council or other Minister of Public 
Instruction for the time being. 

It is the wish of My Lords to see provision made 
in several large centres of manufacturing industry 
in the United’ Kingdom for affording to all classes 
of Her Majesty’s subjects ample opportunities for 
acquiring instruction in. the Sciences which are 
applicable to productive industry. My Lords are 
of opinion that by the union of local and private 
efforts supplemented as far as is proper by State 
assistance this provision will be best made.

Bitts or Dryorcer. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re-

of Counties. 

72. A Copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be 
served, at the instance of the Applicant, upon the 
person from whom the Divorce is sought, if the re- 
sidence of such person can be ascertained ; and 
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proof on oath of such service, or of the attempts 
made to effect it, to the satisfaction of the Senate, 
is to be adduced before the Senate on the reading 
of the Petition.

: NEUTRALITY IN JAPAN. 


AT THE COURT AT WINDSOR, 
the 14th day ofalfay, 1868. 
PRESENT : 
The QUEEN’S Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


y HEREAS an Act of Parliament was passed in 

the session of the sixth and seventh years of 
Her Majesty's reign, chapter ninety-four, “ To re- 
“move doubts as to the exercise of power and 
‘‘ jurisdiction by Her Majesty within divers countries 
‘and places out of Her Majesty's dominions, and to 
‘‘ vender the same more effectual ;” 

And whereas by the said Act it was enacted, 
amongst other things, that it was, and should be, 
lawful for Her Majesty to hold, exercise, and enjoy, 
any power or jurisdiction which Her Majesty then 
had, or might at any time thereafter have, within 
any country or place out of Her Majesty’s dominions, 
in the same and as ample a manner as if Her Ma- 
jesty had acquired such power or jurisdiction by the 
cession or conquest of territory : 

‘And whereas Her Majesty has had and now has 

y Treaty, usage, sufferance, and other lawful means, 
poaver and jurisdiction within the Japanese do- 
minions : 

And whereas Her Majesty has been pleased from 
time to time, by and with the advice of Her Privy 
Council, by orders in Council, to make provision for 
the exercise of Her Majesty’s said power and juris- 
diction, and to ordain laws and ordinances for the 
peace, order, and good government of Her Majesty's 
subjects within the Japanese dominions, and for the 
constitution of certain Courts for enforcing obedience 
to such laws and ordinances : 

And whereas hostilities have unhappily com- 
menced, and are being carried on between the 
Mikado and: other belligerents within the Japanese 
dominions, and whereas Here Majesty is at peace 
with the Government of Japan, and whereas 1t has 
seemed to Her Majesty, by and with the advice of 
Her Privy Council, to be expedient for the peace, 
order, and good government of Her Majesty's sub- 
jects, being within the Japanese dominions, and for 
maintaining a strict neutrality in such dominions 
during such hostilities as aforesaid, to make and 
ordain such rules and orders as hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

Now, therefore, Her 
with the advice of Her 
it is hereby ordered as follows :—If 


Majesty is pleased, by and 


Privy Council, to order, and 
any British sub- 


ject shall, during such hostilities as aforesaid, with- 
out the licence of Her Majesty (proof whereof shall 
lie on the party accused), take part in any opera- 
tion of war in the service of the Mikado, or of any 
Power or person engaged in carrying on such hosti- 
lities as aforesaid, or shall aid or abet any or either 
of the contending parties in carrying on such hos- 
tilities as aforesaid, by delivering or causing to be 
delivered to them, or either of them, any ship or 
vessel equipped, furnished, fitted out or armed with 
intent or in order “that such ship or vessel should 
be employed in the military or naval service of 
either of the said contending parties, against the 
other of such contending parties, every person so 
ofiending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof, shall be liable Gn the discretion 
of the Court before which he is convicted) to be 
punished by imprisonment for any term not exceed- 
ing two years with or without hard labour, and with 
or without a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or by a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars 
without imprisonment. 

And the Right Honorable Lord Stanley, one of 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to 
give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

An Act respecting Insurance Companies. 
[ Assented to 22nd May, 1868. ] 


ER Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows : 


4. The following terms and expressions whenever used in 
this Act, unless it be otherwise specially provided, or there be 
something in the context repugnant to, or inconsistent with 
such construction, shall be construed and interpreted as here- 
inafter mentioned, that is to say : 

** Company,” means and includes any Corporation, and any 
Society or Association, incorporated or unincorporated, and 
any partnership carrying on the business of Insurance other 
than that of Marine Insurance only ; 

‘¢ Agent,” means the principal Agent of the Company in 
Canada, named as such in the power of Attorney hereinafter 
referred to, by whatever name he may be designated ; 

‘“‘ Chief Agency,’? means the principal Office or place of 
business of the Company in Canada. 


%. Except Companies transacting in Canada Ocean Marine 
Insurance business exclusively, it shall not be lawful for any 
Insurance Company, to issue any Policy of Insurance, or take 
any risk, or receive any premium or transact any business of 
Insurance in Canada, or to prosecute or maintain any suit, 
action or proceeding either at Law or in Equity, or to file any 
claim in Insolvency, without first obtaining a License from 
the Minister of Finance to carry on business in Canada ; but 
the premiums to become due on policies actually issued pre- 
vious to this date, may continue to be received, and the losses 
arising thereon may be paid as if this Act had not been passed. 


&. The Minister of Finance shall issue such License as 
aforesaid, so soon as the Company applying for the same has 
deposited through him in the hands of the Receiver General, 
the sums of money or securities hereinafter mentioned and 
required, and such Licence shall specify the business to be 
carried on by the Company. 4 


4. The deposit to be so made, as aforesaid, shall be as 
follows, to wit: by every Life, Fire, inland Marine, Guarantee 
or Accident Insurance Company, a sum of not less than 
Fifty thousand Dollars, and such sum shall be deposited 
before the License is issued, except only in the case of Com- 
panies incorporated before the passing of this Act, by Act 
of the Parliament of Canada, or of the Legislature of any 
of the late Provinces of Canada, Lower Canada or Upper 
Canada, or of Nova Scotia or New Brunswick, or which 
may have been or may hereafter be incorporated by the Payr- 
liament of Canada or by the Legislature of any Province of the 
Dominion, and carrying on the business of Life or Fire Insur- 
ance or of Inland Marine Insurance or both the latter, but no 
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other, which Companies may make such deposit in three equal 
annual instalments, the first of which shall be paid before the 
issue of the License, on or before the first day of August, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine. 


ed. When any Company carries on more than one descrip- 
tion of Insurance business, it shall make a separate deposit as 
aforesaid, for each Branch of its business ; Provided that a 
Company combining Life and Accident Insurance or Fire and 
Inland Marine Insurance shall only be required to make one 
deposit for each such combination of two branches of business ; 
and with respect to any Insurance business other than those 
hereinbefore specified, the Minister of Finance may prescribe 
the amount of deposit which shall be required. 


6. Except only as regards Companies entitled to make their 
deposits by instalments as aforesaid, whenever and so long as 
the deposit of any Company, under this Act, shall be less than 
one hundred thousand dollars, the Agent of such Company shall 
send in yearly to the Minister of Finance, within one month 
after the first day of January of each year, returns under oath, 
of the amount of premiums received by the Company on risks 
in Canada, and after deducting twenty-five per cent. there- 
from, and the net amount of losses or claims actually paid, 
shall deposit in the hands of the Receiver General for the pur- 
poses of this Act, and subject to its provisions, the balance of such 
premiums, until the deposit of such Company shall be’ equal to 
one hundred thousand dollars ; and so long as such deposit is 
under one hundred thousand dollars, no interest or dividends 
shall be paid on the actual deposit, but such interest or 
dividend shall be added to the principal every half year until, 
with the premiums hereinbefore mentioned, the deposit shall 
amount to one hundred thousand dollars; Provided, that any 
Company combining the business of Fire and Life Insurance, 
shall be required to make such additional deposit only as 
regards the premiums received for Life Insurance; and pro- 
vided also that any Life Insurance Company incorporated in 
Canada since the Union which shall deposit all the balance of 
the premiums received by it, after the deductions above pro- 
vided for, until,such deposit amounts to one hundred thousand 
dollars, and that any Fire Insurance Company so incorporated, 
which shall deposit all its receipts from payments on its shares, 
and the balance of premiums as aforesaid, shall not be subject 
to any provision of this Act requiring any other deposit. 


7. It shall be the duty of the Receiver General forthwith to 
invest the amount of any such deposit made in cash, in Canada 
Dominion Stock, in Trust for the Company making such 
deposit, for the purposes of this Act; and except as hereinafter 
provided, in case of the Insolvency of the Company, such 
Stock or the amount of such deposit, shall not be lessened, 
disposed of or surrendered to the Company without the order 
of the Governor in Council. 


®. Except in the cases with respect to which it is otherwise 
provided, so long as the amount of the deposit which any Com- 
pany is required to have then made is unimpaired, and no 
notice of any judgment or order to the contrary is served upon 
the Minister of Finance and the Receiver General, the interest 
upon the Stock or securities representing or forming part of 
such deposit shall be payable to the Company. 


9. Every Company obtaining such License as aforesaid, 
shall, before the transaction of any business of Insurance, file 
in the Office of either of the Superior Courts of Law or 
Equity in that one of the Provinces of Ontario, Nova Scotia, or 
New Brunswick, in which it has its Chief Agency, (if such 
Chief Agency be in one of those Provinces) or if the Chief 
Agency be in the Province of Quebec, with the Prothonotary 
of the Superior Court of the district wherein such Chief 
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Agency is established, a certified copy of the Charter, Act of 
Incorporation or Articles of Association of the Company, and 
also a Power of Attorney from the Company to its Agent in 
Canada, under the Seal of the Company, (if it have a Seal) 
and signed by the President and Secretary or other proper 
officer thereof, and verified as to its authenticity by the oath of 
the Agent of such Company in Canada, or of some person 
cognizant of the facts necessary to its verification, which power 
of Attorney must declare at what place in Canada, the Chief 
Agency of the Company is, or is to be, established and must 
expressly authorize such Agent to receive process in all suits and 
proceedings against such Company in Canada, for any liabilities 
incurred by the Company therein, and must declare that service 
of process for or in respect of such liabilities, at such Chief 
Agency or personally on such Agent at the place where such 
Chief Agency is established, shall be legal and binding on the 
Company to all intents and purposes whatever. 


E@®. After the certified copies referred to in the next pre- 
ceding section, and such Power of Attorney are filed as afore- 
said, any process in any suit or proceeding against such 
Company, for any liabilities incurred in Canada, may be 
served on the Company at its Chief Agency, in the same man- 
ner as process may be served upon any Company incorpo- 
rated in Canada, and all proceedings may be had thereupon 
to judgment — and execution in the same manner and with the 
same force and effect as in proceedings in any Civil suit in 
Canada. 


K&. Every Company obtaining such License as aforesaid, 
shall forthwith give due notice thereof in the Canada Gazette, 
and in at least one Newspaper in the County, City, or place 
where the Chief Agency is established, and shall continue the 
publication thereof for the space of one calendar month, and 
the like notice shall be given when such Company shall cease, 


or notify that they intend to cease, to carry on business in 
Canada. 


EZ. No Foreign Stock Company shall transact any business 
of Insurance in Canada, unless such Company is possessed of at 
least one hundred thousand dollars of paid up and unimpaired 
Capital, or accumuiated surplus Funds invested in good and 
sufficient securities, nor shall any License be issued in favour 
of such Company, until a statement under oath to that effect is 
filed with the Minister of Finance sworn to by some one whose 
duty it is to know and who is personally cognisant of the fact 
sworn to; Provided that the unimpaired amount of the deposit 
of any Company then in the hands of the Receiver General 
shall be reckoned as part of its capital. 


3. Any person who shall deliver any Policy of Insurance 
or collect any premium, or transact any business of Insurance 
on behalf of any such Company as aforesaid, without such 
License as aforesaid, or if such License has been withdrawn, 
without the renewal thereof, or without filing the copy of the 
Charter, Act of Incorporation, or Articles of Association of the 
Company, and a Power of Attorney as hereinbefore provided, 
shall be liable toa penalty of one thousand dollars for each such 
contravention of this Act, which penalty may be sued for and 
recovered on information filed in the name of the Attorney 
General for Canada, and shall be paid to the Crown, and in case 
of non-payment of such penalty in one month after such judg- 
ment, the person so offending shall be liable to imprisonment 
im any gaol or prison in the jurisdiction where he is convicted, 
for the space of three months. 


E4. Subject to the exception in the next following section, 
every Company so licensed shall transmit annually, to 
the, Office of the Minister of Finance, a statement in 
duplicate, verified by the oath of the President, Manager, 


ol 


or Agent of such Company, or of any person cognizant 
of the facts, containing the particulars mentioned in the 
form in the Schedule to this Act, applicable to the case, such 
statement to be made up to the First day of Julynext preceding, 
or to the usual balancing day of the Company, provided such 
balancing day be not more than twelve months in the case of 
Life Assurance Companies and six months in the case of other 
Compamies before the filing of such statement, and a copy of 
such statement shall be published in the Canada Gazette ; and 
the Minister of Finance shall cause the statements or an 
analysis thereof to be laid before Parliament, within thirty days 
after the commencement of each Session thereof, and any Com- 
pany failing to comply with the provisions of this section shall 
forfeit and pay to the Crown, the sum of one thousand dollars 
to be recovered on information to be filed in the name of the 
Attorney General for Canada, in that behalf; and with respect 
to any kind of business not provided for in the said schedules, 
the Minister of Finance may prescribe the form of return which 
shall be made, under the like penalty, and recoverable in the like 
manner, and the Minister of Finance may from time to time 
vary the forms in the said schedules, as far as regards the 
business done by any Company in Canada, or grant an exten- 
sion of time for filing the same according as experience or the 
special constitution of any Company may require. 


16. No Insurance Company established in the United King- 
dom, and which is not bound by the laws in force there to furnish 
or publish statements of its affairs, shall be liable to the obliga- 
tion, or to the penalty mentioned in the next preceding section, 
provided such Company, ifa Fire Insurance Company only, 
has deposited not less than one hundred thousand dollars, if a 
Life, or Fire and Life Insurance one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, in the hands of the Receiver General, 
for the purposes of this Act, and subject to all the provisions 
thereof, but every such Company shall pablish and file with the 
Minister of Finance on or before the thirty-first day of January 
in each year, a genera] statement under oath of the Agent in 
Canada, containing the particulars mentioned in the form D, 
in the Schedule annexed to this Act. 


EG. In case of the Insolvency of any Company, the stock 
representing the deposit of such Company shall be applied 
pro rata towards the payment of all claims duly authenticated 
against such Company, upon or in respect of policies issued in 
Canada ; and any such Company shall be deemed Insolvent 
upon failure to pay any undisputed claim arising or loss insured 
against in Canada for the space of thirty days after being due, 
or, if disputed, after final judgment and tender of a legal 
valid discharge and (in either case) after notice thereof to the 
Minister of Finance ; and the distribution of the proceeds of 
such stock may, if applied for in the Province of Ontario, or 
of Nova Scotia, or of New Brunswick, be made by order in 
Chancery, or in Equity, or if applied for in the Province of 
Quebec, may be made, by judgment or order of distribution of 
the Superior Court within the district where the Chief Agency 
is situated ; Provided that in any case when a claim for loss is 
by the terms of the policy payable on proof of such loss, without 
any stipulated delay, the notice tothe Minister of Finance under 
this section shall not be given until after the lapse of sixty days 
from the time when the claim becomes due. 


I?. For the purposes of such distribution the Court may 
order that the stock of the Company so Insolvent be transferred 
to and inscribed in the Government stock books, at or nearest 
to the place of the Chief Agency, and within the jurisdiction of 
the Court, if such stock be not already inscribed there, and 
may order that no further interest on such stock be thereafter 
paid to the Company, and that such stock or any part thereof be 
sold in such manner and afier such notice and formalities as 
the Court may appoint.

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48. Whenever any Company entitled to make the deposits 
required by this Act by instalments, fails to pay any such 
instalment when due,—or if any Company fails to pay to the 
Receiver General the proper balance of its premiums as 
required by this Act, and at the time required by it,—or when- 
ever notice has been given to the Minister of Finance under 
the next preceding section but one, so that the amount of the 
stock representing the deposit of such Company is liabte to be 
reduced by sale of any portion thereof, the license of such Com- 
pany shallzpso facto be null and void and shall be deemed to be 
withdrawn ; but such License may, in the case last mentioned, 
be renewed and the Company may again transact business, if 
within sixty days after notice to the Minister of Finance of the 
Company’s failure to pay any undisputed claim, or the amount 
of any final judgment, as provided in the said section, undis- 
puted claims or final judgments upon or against the Company 
in Canada, are paid and satisfied and the Company’s deposit 
is restored to the amount required by this Act. 


29. After any Company has ceased to transact business in 
Canada, and given the notice required by this Act to that 
effect, it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council on the 
report of the Treasury Board, to authorize the whole or any 
portion of the stock or other securities so held in deposit for 
any Company as aforesaid, to be released and transferred to 
the Company upon being satisfied that it has no liabilities 
upon policies issued in Canada, and that no suit or legal pro- 
ceedings are pending against the Company therein, or on 
proper proof on oath of the state of its affairs being given, that 
such Company has ample assets to meet all its liabilities; and 
upon such authority being given by the Governor in Council, 
the Company shall be entitled to receive, instead of any Domi- 
nion stock so held, the amount thereof in money at par. 


2. Mutual Fire Insurance Companies having their head 
office in any part of Canada, shall register their names with 
the Minister of Finance, and shall make annual returns in 
such form as may be prescribed by him; Any such Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company receiving cash or part cash premiums 
in lieu of premium notes, or accepting risks other than from 
its own members, shall deposit in the hands of the Receiver 
General one third of the cash premiums received by it, but the - 
total amount of such deposit need never exceed the average 
annual amount of the cash premiums received by the Com- 
pany during the three years next preceding the date of its 
then last Return, or the average annual amount of losses sus- 
tained during the same period; and if such Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company receive no cash premiums whatever in 
lieu of premium notes, and act wholly and exclusively on the 
Mutual Principle, it shall not be bound to make such deposit. 


24. As regards Fire Insurance Companies in the Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec, licensed under the Acts of the Le- 
gislature of the late Province of Canada, twenty-third Vic- 
toria, chapter thirty-three, and twenty-sixth Victoria, chapter 
forty-three, the securities given under those Acts by any such 
Company complying with the requirements of this Act, 
may be delivered up to them respectively on the warrant 
of the Minister of Finance, who shail grant such warrant 
on the conditions herein specified, on being satisfied that 
there is no claim for which such securities are liable under 
the provisions of the said Acts, or he may grant such 
warrant for the delivery of part thereof, provided he is satisfied 
that the remaining part is sufficient to satisfy any such 
claim ; provided always, that any sum deposited under 
this Act, shall stand as security for the payment of any claim 
against the Company depositing it, if licensed under the said 
Acts, whether such claim accrued before or after the coming 
into force of this Act ; but any Company which has deposited 
securities of the late Province of Canada under the Acts last 
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Aaah may have the same accepted as so much of the 
eposit required under this Act, and as respects other securities 
given under the said Acts it shall be lawful for the Minister of 
Finance to allow such securities to remain for a period of two 
years, during which they may be reckoned as part of the deposit 
required by this Act, and subject to its provisions, and during 
which the interest of such securities shall be taken by the Re- 
ceiver General and remain in his hands as part of the deposit ; 
but at the lapse of such time, the said Company shall be 
bound to make the deposits in cash in the fourth and sixth 
sections of this Act specified ; And the deposit already made by 
any such Company of the Power of Attorney and other 
documents specified in the ninth section of this Act, shall, if 
the same fulfil the requirements of this Act, be construed as 
made under its provisions. 


3:2. And as regards British and other Foreign Insurance Com- 
panies actually doing business in Canada at the time ofthe passing 
ofthis Act, which cannot by the terms of their constitutions or 
charters or by law, invest in Canadian securities, it shall be lawful 
for the Minister of Finance, with the approval! of the Governor in 
Council, to receive the amount of the deposit required of them 
under this Act, in British or Foreign Government securities, 
including Stock of any one or more of the United States, at their 
then market value, but with power to him to require from time 
io time, if such market value should decline, additional secu- 
rity equivalent to their diminution in value ;—and the portion 
of the premiums received by any such Company required to be 
deposited under this Act, may be invested by the Company in 
any such British or Foreign Stock as aforesaid, and such Stock 
may be deposited with the Receiver General subject to the pro- 
vision above made as to value, and diminution in value ;—but 
all such Stock shall be replaced by cash or investment to the 
amount aforesaid within three years from the issue of the 
license to the Company, otherwise such license shall be void ; 
And as regards any such Company acting on the mutual prin- 
ciple in such wise as to be unable legally to make a deposit 
under this Act, for the security of policy holders resident in 
Canada the deposit may be for the general benefit of all its 
members, but the Company shall specify the fact when making 
the deposit and in all returns made or published by them. 


23. The Minister of Finance shall publish quarterly in the 
Canada Gazette, a list of Companies licensed under this Act 
with the amount of deposits made by each, stating whether 
such deposit is for the security of the Canadian policy holders, 
exclusively, or for the general security of all policy holders. 


%4. This Act shall come into foree on the first day of August 
next, from and after which day the Acts mentioned in the 
twenty-first section shall be repealed, subject te the provi- 
sion made in the said section; and chapter forty-five of the 
Acts of the Legislature of New Brunswick, passed in the nine- 
teenth year of Her Majesty’s Reign, and intituled : “ An Act 
relating to Insurance Companies not incorporated by Act of 
Assembly in this Province,” shall be repealed on and after the 
said day, except as regards penalties or liabilities theretofore 
incurred under it.

COASTING REGULATIONS. 


1, Vessels and Boats employed solely in the 
transport of Goods or Passengers from one Port or 
place to another Port or place within the limits of 
the Dominion of Canada, shall be deemed to he

engaged in the Coasting Trade, and shall be subject 
to the Regulations governing the same. 

2. None but British registered Vessels and Boats, 
wholly owned by British subjects, can lawfully be 
engaged in the Coasting Trade of the Dominion of 
Canada, and the names of such Vessels or Boats and 
the names of their Ports of Registry, shall be dis- 
tinctly painted on the Stern of the said Vessels or 
Boats. ; 

3, Such Vessels and Boats, may, without being 
subject to entry, or clearance as required by law, for 
Vessels trading between Ports in the Dominion of 
Canada, as well as with Foreign Ports, carry goods 
the produce of Canada, or goods duty free, or goods 
duty paid or passengers from any Ports or places in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, to any other 
Ports or places in the said Provinces, or from any 
Ports or places in the Province of New Brunswick, to 
any other Ports or places in the said Province, or 
from any ports or places in the Province of Nova 
Scotia, to any other Ports or Places in the said Pro- 
vince, provided always that the owners or masters 
of such Vessels or Boats, shall take out a licence for 
the season for that purpose from a Collector of 
Customs in Canada, and that the owners or masters 
in taking out the said License shall enter into 
Bonds of $500;conditioned that such Vessels or Boats 
shall not be employed in the Foreign Trade, and 
provided also that the Master of every such Vessel 
or Boat shall keep or cause to be kept, a Cargo Book 
in the form prescribed by the Customs Department, 
to be registered by the Collector of Customs who 
granted the Licence, in which Book shall be entered 
at the Port of Lading, an account of all goods taken 
on board of such Vessel or Boat, stating the descrip- 
tion of the packages, the quantities, the descriptions 
and values of the goods therein, as also of the 
goods stowed loose, and the names of the respective 
Shippers and Consignees, as far as any of such par- 
ticulars shall be known to him: and at the Port of 
discharge shall be entered in the said Cargo Book, 
the respective days upon which any such goods shall 
be delivered out of such Vessel and also the re- 
spective times of departure from the Port of lading 
and of arrival at the Port of unlading. 

4, The master of any such vessel or boat shall 
produce his Licence and Cargo Book to any Officer of 
Customs, whenever the same shall be demanded, and 
answer all questions put to him, and such Officer 
of Customs shall be at liberty to note any remark 
on the Cargo Book which he may deem proper; 
and if the Cargo Book shall not be kept in the man- 
ner hereby required, and the particulars of all Cargo 
laden and unladen, duly noted therein, the goods 
and vessel shall be forfeited, and the master shall 
ineur the penalty of $100. | 

5. Before any coasting vessel or boat shall depart 
from any Port of lading in any one of the Provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada for any other Port in 
the said Dominion, not in the said Province of de- 
parture, an account or Report with a duplicate 
thereof, in the form or to the effect following, and 
signed by the Master, shall be delivered to the Col- 
lector, who shall retain the duplicate and return the 
original account or report dated and signed by him:

6. Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of 
any coasting vessel or boat at the Port of discharge, 
which requires a transire as above described, and 
before any goods shall be unladen, the transire with 
the name of the place or wharf where the lading is 
to be discharged, noted thereon, shall be delivered 
to the collector, who shall note thereon the date of 
the ‘delivery: and if any of the goods on board 
such coasting vessel or boat shall be subject to any 
customs duty the same shall not be unladen until 
due entry has been made at the Custom House and 
a warrant granted for the landing thereof; and if 
any of the goods on board such vessel or boat be 
subject to any duty of excise or Internal Revenue 
the same shall not be unladen, without the authority 
or permission of the proper officer of excise ; but no 
entry shall be required at the Custom House for 
any goods brought coastwise the produce of Canada 
or goods on which the duties whether of Customs or 
Excise have already been paid or which are duty 
free. 

7. Vessels and boats employed in the Coasting 
Trade and that shall not have taken out a Licence 
for carrying goods, and obtained a Cargo Book as 
above provided, shall report inwards and outwards 
at the nearest port to their place of arrival or desti- 
nation and require clearances whenever they depart 
from any port or place within the Dominion of 
Canada, and in default of their so reporting the 
Vessel or Cargo, the Master shall in such cases be 
subject to the penalty of $100 for departing and 
arriving without due entry inwards or outwards as 
the case may be: Provided that when a vessel shall 
sail from any place where there is no Custom 
House, or officer of Customs, it shall be sufficient 
for the carrying out of this regulation that the 
owner or Master of such vessel, do, as soon after- 
wards as possible, forward to the nearest Custom 
House a similar report in duplicate, or lodge the 
same at the first Port at which he shall touch where 
there is a Custom House Officer. 

8. Goods undera removal Bond from one Canadian 
Port to another Canadian Port, may be carried in 
any British registered vessel or boat, trading Coast- 
vise with a proper License and Cargo Book upon 
such goods being properly entered in the Cargo Book 
and in the account or Transire, in duplicate, the 
Collector at the Port from which such goods are 
removed, being required to forward by Mail, to the 
Collector of the Port for which the goods are des- 
tined, all the particulars and description of the 
goods so forwarded, and the Packages shall be pro- 
perly marked in Red as now provided, but no goods 
under Bond shall be carried in any Coasting Vessel 
or Boat until the Master has delivered an account 
in duplicate or transire to the Collector of Customs 
at the Port of lading. 

9. No Coasting Vessel 
Foreign Port unless forced by unavoidable cireums-

An Act respecting the Treaty between Her Majesty 
and the United States of America, for the apprehen- 
sion and surrender of certain Offenders. 


Reserved for the signification of Her Majesty's pleasure, 22nd May, 
1868. 

The Royal Assent given by Her Majesty in Council on the 19th June, 
1868, and Proclamation thereof made by His Excellency the Right 
Honorable Cuartes Staniey Viscount Moncx, Governor General, 
in the Canada Gazette of the 8th August, 1868. 


HEREAS, by the tenth article of a Treaty between Her 
Majesty and the United States of America, signed at 
Washington on the ninth day of August, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-two, the ratifications whereof 
were exchanged at London, on the thirtieth day of October, in 
the same year, it was agreed that Her Majesty and the said 
United States should, wpon mmiual requisition by them or their 
Ministers, Officers or Authorities respectively made, deliver up 
to justice all persons who, being charged with the crime of 
murder, or assault with intent to commit Murder, or Piracy, or 
Arson, or Robbery, or Forgery, or the Utterance of Forged 
Paper, committed within the jurisdiction of either of the High 
Contracting parties, should seek an Asylum or should be found 
within the Territories of the other; provided that this should 
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only be done upon such evidence of criminality as according 
to the laws of the place where the fugitive or person so charged 
should be found, would justify his apprehension and commit- 
ment for trial if the crime or offence had been there committed ; 
and that the respective Judges and other Magistrates of the two 
Governments should have power, jurisdiction and authority, 
upon complaint made under oath, to issue a warrant for the 
apprehension of the fugitive or person so charged, so that he 
might be brought before such Judges or other Magistrates res- 
pectively, to the end that the evidence of criminality might be 
heard and considered, and that if on such hearing the evidence 
should be deemed sufficient to sustain the charge, it should be 
the duty of the examining Judge or Magistrate to certify the 
same to the proper Executive Authority, that a warrant might 
issue for the surrender of such fugitive, and that the expense of 
such apprehension and delivery should be borne and defrayed 
by the party making the requisition and receiving the fugitive ; 
And whereas it is by the eleventh article of the said ‘Treaty 
further agreed, that the tenth article hereinbefore recited should 
continue in force until one or other of the High Contracting 
Parties should signify its wish to terminate it, and no longer ; 
And whereas certain provisions of the Act passed by the Par- 
liament of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in 
the Session held in the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty’s 
Reign, for giving effectto the Treaty aforesaid, and intituled : 
An Act for giving effect to a Treaty between Her Majesty and 
the United Stales of America, for the apprehension of certain 
Offenders, have been found inconvenient in practice in Canada, 
and more especially that provision which requires that before 
ihe arrest of any such offender a Warrant shall issue under the 
Hand and Seal of the person administering the Government, to 
signify that a requisition hath been made by the authority of 
the United States for the delivery of the offender as aforesaid, 
and to require all Justices of the Peace, and other Magistrates 
and Officers of Justice, within their several jurisdictions, to 
govern themselves accordingly, and to aid in apprehending the 
person so accused, and in committing such person to Gaol for 
the purpose of being delivered up to justice according to the 
provisions of the said Treaty, inasmuch as by the delay occa- 
sioned by compliance with the said provision, an offender may 
have time afforded him for eluding pursuit; And whereas by 
the fifth section of the said Act it is enacted, that if by any Law 
or Ordinance to be thereafter made by local Legislature of any 
British Colony or Possession abroad, provision shall be made 
for carrying into complete effect within such Colony or Posses- 
sion, the objects of the said Act, by the substitution of some 
other enactment in lieu thereof, then Her Majesty may, with the 
advice of Her Privy Council (if to Her Majesty in Council it 
seems meet), suspend, within any such Colony or Possession, 
the operation of the said Act of the Imperial Parliament, so long 
as such substituted enactment continues in force there, and no 
longer; And whereas it is expedient to make provision for 
carrying the objects of the said Act and Treaty into complete 
effect within the whole Dominion of Canada by the substitution 
of other enactments in lieu of those of the said Imperial Act: 
Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows : 


4. Upon complaint made under oath, or affirmation (in cases 
where affirmation can legally be taken instead of oaths), charg- 
ing any person found within the limits of Canada with having 
committed, within the jurisdiction of the United States of Ame- 
rica, any of the crimes enumerated or provided for by the said 
Treaty, it shall be lawful for any Judge of any of Her Majesty’s 
Superior Courts in Canada, or any Judge of a County Court in 
Canada, or any Recorder of a City in Canada, or any Police 
Magistrate, or Stipendiary Magistrate in Canada, or any Judge 
of the Sessions of the Peace in the Province of Quebec, or any 
Inspector and Superintendent of Police, empowered to act as a 
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Justice of the Peace in the Province of Quebec, or any Com- 
missioner appointed for the purpose by the Governor under the 
Great Seal, (which appointment the Governor is hereby autho- 
rized to make, and under which Commission such Commis- 
sioner shall, for the purposes of this Act, have all the powers of 
a Judge of one of Her Majesty’s Superior Courts,) to issue his 
Warrant for the apprehension of the person so charged, that he 
may be brought before such Judge, Commissioner or other 
Officer, and upon the said person being brought before him, 
under such warrant, it shall be lawful for such Judge, Com- 
missioner or other Officer, to examine upon oath any person or 
persons touching the truth of such charge, and upon such 
evidence as according to the laws of the Province in which he 
has been apprehended would justify the apprehension and 
committal for trial of the person so accused, if the crime of 
which he is so accused had been committed therein, it shall be 
lawful for such Judge, Commissioner or other Officer to issue 
his warrant for the commitment of the person so charged, to the 
proper gaol, there to remain until surrendered according to the 
stipulation of the said Treaty, or until discharged according to 
law ; and the Judge, Commissioner or other Officer shall there- 
upon forthwith transmit or deliver to the Governor, a copy of 
all the testimony taken before him, that a warrant may issue, 
upon the requisition of the United States, for the surrender of 
such person, pursuant to the said Treaty. 


@. In every case of complaint as aforesaid, and of a hearing 
upon the return of the warrant of arrest, copies of the deposi- 
tions upon which the original warrant was granted in the United 
States, certified under the hand of the person or persons issuing 
such warrant, and attested upon the oath of the party producing 
them, to be true copies of the original depositions, may be 
received in evidence of the criminality of the person so appre- 


hended. 


#. It shall be lawful for the Governor, at any time not less 
than seven days after the.commitment of an accused person, 
according to the provisions of the first section upon a requisi- 
tion made as aforesaid, by the United States, by Warrant under 
his hand and seal, to order the person so committed, to be deli- 
vered to the person or persons, authorized to receive such person 
in the name and on behalf of the said United States, to be tried 
for the crime of which such person stands accused, and such 
person shall be delivered up accordingly; and the person or 
persons, authorized as aforesaid, may hold such person in 
custody, and take him to the territories of the said United 
States, pursuant to the said Treaty; and if the person, so 
accused, escapes out of any custody to wliich he stands com- 
mitted, or to which he has been delivered as aforesaid, such 
person may be retaken in the same manner as any person 
accused of any crime against the laws of the Province in which 
the escape occurs, may be retaken upon an escape. 


4. In case at any time after such commitment as aforesaid 
the Governor determines that the person so committed ought 
not to be so delivered as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the 
Governor by a warrant under his hand and seal to order such 
person to be discharged out of custody upon such commitment. 


&. In case any person committed under this Act and the 
Treaty aforesaid, to remain until delivered up in pursuance of 
a requisition as aforesaid, be not delivered up pursuant thereto 
and conveyed out of Canada within two months after such 
commitment, over and above the time actually required to 
convey the prisoner from the Gaol to which he has been com- 
mitted by the readiest way out of Canada, any one or more of 
the Judges of any of Her Majesty’s Superior Courts in Canada, 
having power to grant a writ of Habeas Corpus, may, upon 
application made to him or them by or on behalf ef the person 
so committed, and upon proof made to him or them that reason- 
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able notice of the intention to make such application.has been 
given to the Secretary of State of Canada, order the person so 
committed to be discharged out of eustody, unless sufficient 
cause be shewn to such Judge or Judges why such discharge 
should not be ordered. 

&. This Act shall continue in force during the continuance 
of the tenth article of the said Treaty and no longer. * 

@. The eighty-ninth chapter of the Consolidated Statutes of 
the late Province of Canada, and the Act of the Legislature of 
that Province passed in the twenty-fourth year of Her Majesty’s 
Reign, chapter six, are superseded by this Act and repealed, 
except as respects any proceedings commenced under them or 
either of them before the passing of this Act, which shall be 
continued and completed under them as if this Act bad not 
been passed.

N the recommendation of the Honorable the 
O Minister of Customs, and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the llth Section of the Act 31 Vic. 
Cap. 6, intituled: ‘‘ An Act respecting the Customs, 
His Excellency in Council has been pleased to 
order, and it is hereby ordered, that the following 
Regulations respecting the Coasting trade of the 
Dominion, be and the same are hereby adopted and 
established.

COASTING REGULATIONS. 


1. Vessels and Boats employed solely. in the 
transport of Goods or Passengers from one Port or 
place to another Port or place within the limits of 
the Dominion of Canada, shall be deemed to be 
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engaged in the Coasting Trade, and shall be subject 
to the Regulations governing the same. 

2. None but British registered Vessels and Boats, 
wholly owned by British subjects, can lawfully be 
engaged in the Coasting Trade of the Dominion of 
Canada, and the names of such Vessels or Boats and 
the names of their Ports of Registry, shall be dis- 
tinetly painted on the Stern of the said Vessels or 
Boats. 

3. Such Vessels and Boats, may, without being 
subject to entry, or clearance as required by law, for 
Vessels trading between Ports in the Dominion of 
Canada, as well as with Foreign Ports, carry goods 
the produce of Canada, or goods duty free, or goods 
duty paid or passengers from any Ports or places in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebee, to any other 
Ports or places in the said Provinces, or from any 
Ports or places in the Province of New Brunswick, to 
any other Ports or places in the said Province, or 
from any ports or places in the Province of Nova 
Scotia, to any other Ports or Places in the said Pro- 
vince, provided always that the owners or masters 
of such Vessels or Boats, shall take out a licence for 
the season for that purpose from a Collector of 
Customs in Canada, and that the owners or masters 
in taking out the said License shall enter into 
Bonds of £500 conditioned that such Vessels or Boats 
shall not be employed in the Foreign Trade, and 
provided also that the Master of every such Vessel 
or Boat shall keep or cause to be kept, a Cargo Book 
in the form prescribed by the Customs Department, 
to be registered by the Collector of Customs who 
granted the Licence, in which Book shall be entered 
at the Port of Lading, an account of all goods taken 
on board of such Vessel or Boat, stating the descrip- 
tion of the packages, the quantities, the descriptions 
and values of the goods therein, as also of the 
goods stowed loose, and the names of the respective 
Shippers and Consignees, as far as any of such pir- 
ticulars shall be known to him: and at the Port of 
discharge shall be entered in the said Cargo Book, 
the respective days upon which any such goods shall 
be delivered out of such Vessel and also the re- 
spective times of departure from the Port of lading 
and of arrival at the Port of unlading. 


4. The master of any such vessel or boat shall 
produce his Licence and Cargo Book to any Officer of 
Customs, whenever thesame shall be demanded, and 
answer all questions put to him, and such Officer 
of Customs shall be at liberty to note any remark 
on the Cargo Book which he may deem proper; 
and if the Cargo Book shall not be kept in the man- 
ner hereby required, and the particulars of all Cargo 
Jaden and unladen, duly noted therein, the goods 
and vessel shall be forfeited, and the master shall 
incur the penalty of $109. 

5. Before any coasting vessel or boat shall depart 
from any Port of lading in any one of the Provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada for any other Port in 
the said Dominion, not in the said Province of de- 
parture, an account or Report with a duplicate 
thereof, in the form or to the effect following, and 
signed by the Master, shall be delivered to the Col- 
lector, who shall retain the duplicate and return the 
original account or report dated and signed by him: 
and such account or Report shall be the clearance 
of the Vessel or Boat for the voyage and the tran- 
sire or pass for the goods expressed therein, except 
for goods under Bond or goods liable to Excise or 
Internal Revenue duty, which shall require the en- 
tries and warrants for landing to be signed by the 
proper Officers as required by Law, and if any such 
account or Report be false, the Master who signed 
it shall forfeit the sum of $100.

6. Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of 
any coasting vessel or boat at the Port of dischax ge, 
which requires a transire as above described, and 
before any goods shall be unladen, the transire with 
the name of the place or wharf where the lading is 
to be discharged, noted thereon, shall be delivered 
to the collector, who shall note thereon the date of 
the delivery: and if any of the goods on board 
such coasting vessel or boat shall be subject to any 
customs duty the same shall not be unladen until 
due entry has been made at the Custom House and 
a warrant granted for the landing thereof; and if 
any of the goods on board such vessel or hoat be 
subject to any duty of excise or Internal Revenue 
the same shall not be unladen, without the authority 
or permission of the proper officer of excise ; but no 
entry shall be required at the Custom House for 
any goods brought coastwise the produce ot Canada 
or goods on which the duties whether of Customs or 
Excise have already been paid or which are duty 
free, 

7. Vessels and boats employed in the Coasting 
Trade and that shall not have taken out a Licence 
for carrying goods, and obtained a Cargo Book as 
above provided, shall report inwards and outwards 
at the nearest port to their place of arrival or desti- 
nation and require clearances whenever they depart 
from any port or place within the Dominion of 
Canada, and in default of their so reporting the 
Vessel or Cargo, the Master shall in such cases be 
subject to the penalty of $100 for departing and 
arriving without due entry inwards or outwards as 
the case may be: Provided that when a vessel shall 
sail from any place where there is no Custom 
House, or officer of Customs, it shall be sufficient 
for the carrying out of this regulation that the 
owner or Master of such vessel, do, as soon after- 
wards as possible, forward to the nearest Custom 
House a similar report in duplicate, or lodge the 
same at the first Port at which he shall touch where 
there is a Custom House Officer. 


8. Goods under a removal Bond from one Canadian 
Port to another Canadian Port, may be carried in 
any British registered vessel or boat, trading Coast- 
wise with a proper License and Cargo Book upon 
such goods being properly entered in the Cargo Book 
and in the account or Transire, in duplicate, the 
Collector at the Port from which such goods are 
removed, being required to forward by Mail, to the 
Collector of the Port for which the goods are des- 
tined, all the particulars and description of the 
goods so forwarded, and the Packages shall be pro- 
perly marked in Red as now provided, but no goods 
under Bond shall be carried in any Coasting Vessel 
or Boat until the Master has delivered an account 
in duplicate or transire to the Collector of Customs 
at the Port of lading. 


9. No Coasting Vessel or Boat to touch at any 
Foreign Port unless forced by unavoidable cireums- 
tances, and the Master of any Coasting vessel or 
boat which has touched at any Foreign Port, shall 
declare the same in writing under his own hand, to 
the Collector or, other proper Officer of Customs at 
the Port or Place in Canada where his Vessel or 
Boat afterwards first arrives, under a penalty of 
$100. 

10. If any goods are unshipped from any Vessel 
or Boat arriving coastwise, or unshipped or water 
borne to be shipped to be carried coastwise on Syn- 
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days or Holidays, or unless in the presence, or with 
the authority of the proper Officer of Customs, 
or unless at such times and places as shall be ap- 
pointed and approved by him for that purpose ; 
the same shall be forfeited and the Master of the 
Vessel or Boat shall forfeit the sum of $100. 

11. Officers of Customs may board any Coasting 
Vessel or Boat in any Port or Place, and at any 
period of the voyage search her, and examine all 
goods on board, and demand all the documents 
which ought to be on board; and the Collector may 
require such documents to be brought to him for 
inspection. : 

12. No Fishing Boat or Boat used in Ferrying 
under 15 tons burthen, shall, except by Special 
licence or permission, carry any goods from a For- 
eign Country, which are labie to duty, under pain 
of seizure, unless the same (in the case of Ferry 
Boats) be for the sole use of some passenger then 
on board. 

13. No goods can be carried in any coasting Ves- 
sel or Boat, except such as are laden to be so carried 
at some port or place in Canada, and no goods shall 
be taken into or put out of any Coasting Vessel or 
Boat while on her voyage by River, Lake or Sea. 

14. The Transire Coastwise required by these 
Regulations, may in the ease of any Steam Vessel 
carrying 2 Purser, be signed by such Purser with 
the like effect in all respects, and subject to the 
like penalty on the Purser, ‘and the like forfeiture 
of the goods, in case of any untrue statement in the 
Transire, as if the Transire was signed by the Master ; 
and the word Master for the purposes of these 
Regulations shall be construed as including the 
Purser of any Steam Vessel; but nothing herein 
contained shall .preclude the Collector or proper 
Officer of Customs from calling upon the Master 
of any Steam Vessel to answer all such questions 
concerning the vessel, passengers, cargo, and 
crew, as might be lawfully demanded of him 
if the report had been made by him, or to exempt 
the master from the penalties imposed by these re- 
gulations for failure to answer any such question, 
or for answering untruly, or to prevent the master 
from making such report, if he shall see fit so to do. 

15. The Coasting Regulations of the late Province 
of Canada dated the 12th April, 1861, and all regu- 
lations heretofore existing in the Province of New 
Brunswick or Nova Scotia in reference to coasting 
in any of the said Provinces are hereby repealed.

both languages) in the Official Gazette, and in a 
paper published in an adjoining District. 

In any other Province—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, and in one newspaper published in 
the County, or Union of Counties, affected, or if there 
be no paper published therein, then in a newspaper 
in the next nearest County in which a newspaper is 
published. 

Such notices shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least two months during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceeding Session 
and the consideration of the petition. 

54. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, 
is presented to the House, the person or persons 
intending to petition for such Bill, shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by the preceding Rule, also, 
at the same time, and in the same manner, give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, the 
extent of the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers for the 
passage of rafts and vessels. and mentioning also 
whether they intend to erect a drawbridge or not, and 
the dimensions of the same.

Britis or Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re- 
quired to give notice of his intention so to do, and 
to specify from whom and for what cause, by adver- 
tisement, during six months in the Official Gazette, 
and in two newspapers published in the District, in 
Quebec, or County, or Union of Counties in the 
other Provinces, where such applicant usually re- 
sided, at the time of the separation, or if the requi- 
site numbers of papers cannot be found therein, 
then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties. 

72. A Copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be 
served, at the instance of the Applicant, upon the 
person from whom the Divorce is sought, if the re- 
sidence of such person can be ascertained ; and 
proof on oath of such service, or of the attempts 
made to effect it, to the satisfaction of the Senate, 
is to be adduced before the Senate on the reading 
of the Petition.

An Act respecting the Treaty between Her Majesty 
and the United States of America, for the apprehen- 
sion and surrender of certain Offenders. 


Reserved for the signification of Her Majesty’s pleasure, 22nd May, 
1868. 
The Royal Assent given by Her Majesty in Council on the 19th June, 
1868, and Proclamation thereof made by His Excellency the Right 
‘Honorable Caartes Stantey Viscount Monex, Governor General, 
in the Canada Gazette of the 8th August, 1868. 


HEREAS, by the tenth article of a Treaty between Her 
Majesty and the United States of America, signed at 
Washington on the ninth day of August, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-two, the ratifications whereof 
were exchanged at London, on the thirtieth day of Oetober, in 
the same year, it was agreed that Her Majesty and the said 
United States should, upon mutual requisition by them or their 
Ministers, Officers or Authorities respectively made, deliver up 
to justice all persons who, being charged with the crime of 
murder, or assault with intent to commit Murder, or Piracy, or 
Arsen, or Robbery, or Forgery, or the Utterance of Forged 
Paper, committed within the jurisdiction of either of the High 
Contracting parties, should seek an Asylum or should be found 
within the Territories of the other; provided that this should 
only be done upon such evidence of criminality as according 
to the laws of the place where the fugitive or person so charged 
should be found, would justify his apprehension and commit- 
ment for trial if the crime or offence had been there committed ; 
and that the respective Judges and other Magistrates of the two 
Governments should have power, jurisdiction and authority, 
upon complaint made under oath, to issue a warrant for the 
apprehension of the fugitive or person so charged, so that he 
might be brought before such Judges or other Magistrates res- 
pectively, to the end that the evidence of criminality might be 
heard and considered, and that if on such hearing the evidence 
should be deemed sufficient to sustain the charge, it should be 
the duty of the examining Judge or Magistrate to certify the 
same to the proper Executive Authority, that a warrant might 
issue for the surrender of such fugitive, and that the expense of 
such apprehension and delivery should be borne and defrayed 
by the party making the requisition and receiving the fugitive ; 
And whereas it is by the eleventh article of the said Treaty 
further agreed, that the tenth article hereinbefore recited should 
continue in force until one or other of the High Contracting 
Parties should signify its wish to terminate it, and no longer ; 
And whereas certain provisions of the Act passed by the Par- 
liament of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in 
the Session held in the sixth and seventh years of Her Majesty’s 
Reign, for giving effect to the Treaty aforesaid, and intituled : 
An Act for giving effect to a Treaty between Her Majesty and 
the United States of America, for the apprehension of certain 
Offenders, have been found inconvenient in practice in Canada, 
and more especially that provision which requires that before 
the arrest of any such offender a Warrant shall issue under the 
Hand and Seal of the person administering the Government, to

signify that a requisition hath been made by the authority of 
the United States for the delivery of the offender as aforesaid, 

and to require all Justices of the Peace, and other Magistrates- 
and Officers of Justice, within their several jurisdictions, to 

govern themselves accordingly, and to aid in apprehending the 

person so accused, and in committing such person to Gaol for 

the purpose of being delivered up to justice according to the 

provisions of the said Treaty, inasmuch as by the delay occa~ 
sioned by compliance with the said provision, an offender may 

have time afforded him for eluding pursuit; And whereas by 

the fifth section of the said Act it is enacted, that if by any Law 

or Ordinance to be thereafter made by local Legislature of any 
British Colony or Possession abroad, provision shall be made 

for carrying into complete effect within such Colony or Posses- 

sion, the objects of the said Act, by the substitution of some 

other enactment in lieu thereof, then Her Majesty may, with the 

advice of Her Privy Council (if to Her Majesty in Council it 

seems meet), suspend, within any such Colony or Possession, 

the operation of the said Act of the Imperial Parliament, so long 

as such substituted enactment continues in force there, and no 

longer; And whereas it is expedient to make provision for 

carrying the objects of the said Act and Treaty into complete 

effect within the whole Dominion of Canada by the substitution 

of other enactments in lieu of those of the said Imperial Act: 

Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 

the Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 

follows : 


1. Upon complaint made under oath, or affirmation (in cases 
where affirmation can legally be taken instead of oaths), charg- 
ing any person found within the limits of Canada with having 
committed, within the jurisdiction of the United States of Ame- 
rica, any of the crimes enumerated or provided for by the said 
Treaty, it shall be lawful for any Judge of any of Her Majesty’s 
Superior Courts in Canada, or any Judge of a County Court in 
Canada, or any Recorder of a City in Canada, or any Police 
Magistrate, or Stipendiary Magistrate in Canada, or any Judge 
of the Sessions of the Peace in the Province of Quebec, or any 
Inspector and Superintendent of Police, empowered to act as a 
Justice of the Peace in the Province of Quebec, or any Com- 
missioner appointed for the purpose by the Governor under the 
Great Seal, (which appointment the Governor is hereby autho- 
rized to make, and under which Commission such Commis- 
sioner shall, for the purposes of this Act, have all the powers of 
a Judge of one of Her Majesty’s Superior Courts,) to issue his 
Warrant for the apprehension of the person so charged, that he 
may be brought before such Judge, Commissioner or other 
Officer, and upon the said person being brought before him, 
under such warrant, it shall be lawful for such Judge, Com- 
missioner or other Officer, to examine upon oath any person or 
persons touching the truth of such charge, and upon such 
evidence as according to the laws of the Province in which he 
has been apprehended would justify the apprehension and 
committal for trial of the person so accused, if the crime of 
which he is so accused had been committed therein, it shall be 
lawful for such Judge, Commissioner or other Officer to issue 
his warrant for the commitment of the person so charged, to the 
proper gaol, there to remain until surrendered according to the 
stipulation of the said Treaty, or until discharged according to 
law ; and the Judge, Commissioner or other Officer shall there- 
upon forthwith transmit or deliver to the Governor, a copy of 
all the testimony taken before him, that a warrant may issue, 
upon the requisition of the United States, for the surrender of 
such person, pursuant to the said Treaty. 


2. In every case of complaint as aforesaid, and of a hearing 
upon the return of the warrant of arrest, copies of the deposi- 
tions upon which the original warrant was granted in the United 
States, certified under the hand of the person or persons issuing 
such warrant, and attested upon the oath of the party producing 


\ 
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them, to be true copies of the original depositions, may be 
received in evidence of the criminality of the person so appre 


hended. 


$3. It shall be lawful for the Governor, at any time not less 
than seven days after the commitment of an accused person, 
according to the provisions of the first section upon a requisi- 
tion made as aforesaid, by the United States, by Warrant under 
his hand and seal, to order the person so committed, to be deli- 
vered to the person or persons, authorized to receive such person 
in the name and on behalf of the said United States, to be tried 
for the crime of which such person stands accused, and such 
person shall be delivered up accordingly ; and the person or 
persons, authorized as aforesaid, may hold such person in 
custody, and take him to the territories of the said United 
States, pursuant to the said Treaty; and if the person, so 
accused, escapes out of any custody to which he stands com- 
mitted, or to which he has been delivered as aforesaid, such 
person may be retaken in the same manner as any person 
accused of any crime against the laws of the Province in which 
the escape occurs, may be retaken upon an escape. 


4. In case at any time after such commitment as aforesaid 
the Governor determines that the person so committed ought 
not to be so delivered as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the 
Governor by a warrant under his hand and seal to order such 
person to be discharged out of custody upon such commitment. 


#. In case any person committed under this Act and the 
Treaty aforesaid, to remain until delivered up in pursuance of 
a requisition as aforesaid, be not delivered up pursuant thereto 
and conveyed out of Canada within two months after such 
commitment, over and above the time actually required to 
convey the prisoner from the Gaol to which he has been com- 
mitted by the readiest way out of Canada, any one or more of 
the Judges of any of Her Majesty’s Superior Courts in Canada, 
having power to grant a writ of Habeas Corpus, may, upon 
application made to him or them by or on behalf of the person 
so committed, and upon proof made to him or them that reason- 
able notice of the intention to make suchapplication has been 
given to the Secretary of State of Canada, order the person so 
committed to be discharged out of custody, unless sufficient 
cause be shewn to such Judge or Judges why such discharge 
should not be ordered, i ‘ ; 


G. This Act shall continue in force during the continuance 
of the tenth article of the said Treaty and no longer. 


7. The eighty-ninth chapter of the Consolidated Statutes of 
the late Province of Canada, and the Act of the Legislature of 
that Province passed in the twenty-fourth year of Her Majesty’s 
Reign, chapter six, are superseded by this Act and repealed, 
except as respects any proceedings commenced under them or 
either of them before the passing of this Act, which shall be 
continued and completed under them as if this Act had not 
been passed. |

COASTING REGULATIONS, 


1. Vessels and Boats employed solely in the 
transport of Goods or Passengers from one Port or 
place to another Port or place within the limits of 
the Dominion of Canada, shall be deemed to be 
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engaged in the Coasting Trade, and shall be subject ; 
to the Regulations governing the same. 

2. None but British registered Vessels and Boats, 
wholly owned by British subjects, can lawfully be 
engaged in the Coasting Trade of the Dominion of 
Canada, and the names of such Vessels or Boats and 
the names of their Ports of Registry, shall be dis- 
tinctly painted on the Stern of the said Vessels or 
Boats. 

3. Such Vessels and Boats, may, without being 
subject to entry, or clearance as required by law, for 
Vessels trading between Ports in the Dominion of 
Canada, as well as with Foreign Ports, carry goods 
the produce of Canada, or goods duty free, or goods 
duty paid or passengers from any Ports or places in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, to any other 
Ports or places in the said Provinces, or from any 
Ports or places in the Province of New Brunswick, to 
any other Ports or placesin the said Province, or 
from any ports or places in the Province of Nova 
Scotia, to any other Ports or Places in the said Pro- 
vince, provided always that the owners or masters 
of such Vessels or Boats, shall take out a licence for 
the season for that purpose from a Collector of 
Customs in Canada, and that the owners or masters 
in taking out the said License shall enter into 
Bonds of $500 conditioned that such Vessels or Boats 
shall not be employed in the Foreign Trade, and 
provided also that the Master of every such Vessel 
or Boat shall keep or cause to be kept, a Cargo Book 
in the form prescribed by the Customs Department, 
to be registered by the Collector of Customs who 
granted the Licence, in which Book shall be entered 
at the Port of Lading, an account of all goods taken 
on board of such Vessel or Boat, stating the deserip- 
tion of the packages, the quantities, the descriptions 
and values of the goods therein, as also of the 
goods stowed loose, and the names of the respective 
Shippers and Consignees, as far as any of such par- 
ticulars shall be known to him: and at the Port of 
discharge shall be entered in the said Cargo Book, 
the respective days upon which any such goods shall 
be delivered out of such Vessel and also the re- 
spective times of departure from the Port of lading 
and of arrival at the Port of unlading. 

4. The master of any such vessel or boat shall 
produce his Licence and Cargo Book to any Officer of 
Customs, whenever the same shall be demanded, and 
answer all questions put to him, and such Officer 
of Customs shall be at liberty to note any remark 
on the Cargo Book which he may deem proper; 
and if the Cargo Book shall not be kept in the man- 
ner hereby required, and the particulars of all Cargo 
laden and unladen, duly noted therein, the goods 
and vessel shall be forfeited, and the master shall 
incur the penalty of $100. 

5. Before any coasting vessel or boat shall depart 
from any Port of lading in any one of the Provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada for any other Port in 
the said Dominion, not in the said Province of de- 
parture, an account or Report with a duplicate 
thereof, in the form or to the effect following, and 
signed by the Master, shall be delivered to the Col- 
lector, who shall retain the duplicate and return the 
original account or report dated and signed by him: 
and such account or Report shall be the clearance 
of the Vessel or Boat for the voyage and the tran- 
sire or pass for the goods expressed therein, except 
for goods under, Bond or goods liable to Excise or 
Internal Revenue duty, which shall require the en- 
tries and warrants for landing to be signed by the 
proper Officers as required by Law, and if any such 
account or Report be false, the Master who signed 
it shall forfeit the sum of $100.

6. Within twenty-four hours after the arrival of 
any coasting vessel or boat at the Port of discharge, 
which requires a transire as above described, and 
before any goods shall be unladen, the transire with 
the name of the place or wharf where the lading is 
to be discharged, noted thereon, shall be delivered 
to the collector, who shall note thereon the date of 
the delivery: and if any of the goods on board 
such coasting vessel or boat shall be subject to any 
customs duty the same shall not be unladen until 
due entry has been made at the Custom House and 
a warrant granted for the landing thereof; and if 
any of the goods on board such vessel or boat be 
subject to any duty of excise or Internal Revenue 
the same shall not be unladen, without the authority 
or permission of the proper officer of excise ; but no 
entry shall be required at the Custom House for 
any goods brought coastwise the produce of Canada 
or goods on which the duties whether of Customs or 
Excise have already been paid or which are duty 
free. 

7. Vessels and boats employed in the Coasting 
Trade and that shall not have taken out a Licence 
for carrying goods, and obtained a Cargo Book as 
above provided, shall report inwards and outwards 
at the nearest port to their place of arrival or desti- 
nation and require clearances whenever they depart 
from any port or place within the Dominion of 
Canada, and in default of their so reporting the 
Vessel or Cargo, the Master shall in such cases be 
subject to the penalty of $100 for departing and 
arriving without due entry inwards or outwards as 
the case may be: Provided that when a vessel shall 
sail from any place where there is no Custom 
House, or officer of Customs, it shall be sufficient 
for the carrying out of this regulation that the 
owner or Master of such vessel, do, as soon after- 
wards as possible, forward to the nearest Custom 
House a similar report in duplicate, or lodge the 
same at the first Port at which he shall touch where 
there is a Custom House Officer. 


8. Goods undera removal Bond from one Canadian 
Port to another Canadian Port, may be carried in 
any British registered vessel or boat, trading Coast- 
wise with a proper License and Cargo Book upon 
such goods being properly entered in the Cargo Book 
and in the account or Transire, in duplicate, the 
Collector at the Port from which such goods are 
removed, being required to forward by Mail, to the 
Collector of the Port for which the goods are des- 
tined, all the particulars and description of the 
goods so forwarded, and the Packages shall be pro- 
perly marked in Red as now provided, but no goods 
under Bond shall be carried in any Coasting Vessel 
or Boat until the Master has delivered an account 
in duplicate or transire to the Collector of Customs 
at the Port of lading. 

9. No Coasting Vessel or Boat to touch at any 
Foreign Port unless forced by unavoidable circums- 
tances, and the Master of any Coasting vessel or 
boat which has touched at any Foreign Port, shall 
declare the same in writing under his own hand, to 
the Collector or, other proper Officer of Customs at 
the Port or Place in Canada where his Vessel or 
Boat afterwards first arrives, under a penalty of 
$100. 

10. If any goods are unshipped from any Vessel 
or Boat arriving coastwise, or unshipped or water 
borne to be shipped to be carried coastwise on Sun- 
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days or Holidays, or unless in the presence, or with 
the authority of the proper Officer of Customs, 
or unless at such times and places as shall be ap- 
pointed and approved by him for that purpose ; 
the same shall be forfeited and the Master of the 
Vessel or Boat shall forfeit the sum of $100. 

11. Officers of Customs may boavd any Coasting 
Vessel or Boat in any Port or Place, and at any 
period of the voyage search her, and examine all 
goods on board, and demand all the documents 
which ought to be on board; and the Collector may 
require such documents to be brought to him for 
inspection. 

12. No Fishing Boat or Boat used in Ferrying 
under 15 tons burthen, shall, except by Special 
licence or permission, carry any goods from a For- 
eign Country, which are able to duty, under pain 
of seizure, unless the same (in the case of Ferry 
Boats) be for the sole use of some passenger then 
on board. F ; { 

13. No goods can be carried in any coasting Ves- 
sel or Boat, except such as are laden to be so carried 
at some port or place in Canada, anid no goods shall 
be taken into or put out of any Coasting Vessel or 
Boat while on her voyage by River, Lake or Sea. 

14. The Transire Coastwise required by these 
Regulations, may in the ease of any Steam Vessel 
carrying a Purser, be signed by such Purser with 
the like effect in all respects, and subject to the 
like penalty on the Purser, and the like forfeiture 
of the goods, in case of any untrue statement in the 
Transire, as if the Transire was signed by the Master ; 
and the word Masta for the purposes of these 
Regulations shall be construed as including the 
Purser of any Steam Vessel; but nothing herein 
contained shall preclude the Collector or proper 
Officer of Customs from calling upon the Master 
of any Steam Vessel to answer all such questions 
concerning the vessel, passengers, cargo, and 
crew, as might be lawfully demanded of him 
if the report had been made by him, or to exempt 
the master from the penalties imposed by these re- 
gulations for failure to answer any such question, 
or for answering untruly, or to prevent the master 
from making such report, if he shall see fit so to do. 

15. The Coasting Regulations of the late Province 
of Canada dated the 12th April, 1861, and all regu- 
lations heretofore existing in the Province of New 
Brunswick or Nova Scotia in reference to coasting 
in any of the said Provinces are hereby repealed.

VOLUNTEER MILITIA, 


No. 1. 


Captain C. W. Gauthier, of No. 3 Company, 23rd 
Battalion, having been found guilty, before a Court 
of Enquiry, of disobedience of the orders of his 
Commanding Officer, as well as of setting a bad ex- 
ample by the use of insubordinate expressions, is 
removed from the list of officers of the Volunteer 
Militia. 

Ensign John Gray, of No. 3 Company, 23rd Bat- 
talion, having been found guilty, before the same 
Court of Enquiry, of refusing to drill a squad of his 
Company when ordered, on the ground that he was 
Orderly Officer, and of only obeying the order to 
drill his squad after repeated admonition ; and fur- 
ther, Ensign John Gray, when arraigned before a 
Court of Enquiry for the offence, having conducted 
himself in a manner highly disrespectful to the Pre- 
sident and Members, is removed from the list of 
officers of the Volunteer Militia. 

The Commander in Chief regrets to observe that 
the two officers above mentioned bave obtained Mili- 
tary School Certificates, a fact which aggravates their 
offence by depriving it of all excuse on the score of 
ignorance of the rules of discipline ; and in order 
to mark still further his disapprobation of their 
conduct, the Commander in Chief directs that the 
Military School Certificates of Captain C. W. Gauthier 
and Ensign John Gray, be cancelled, so far as con- 
cerns any privileges and immunities appertaining 
thereto, and their Certificates are hereby cancelled 
accordingly. 

It having been further reported that the non- 
commissioned officers and men of No. 3 Company 
of the 28rd Battalion behaved in a very insurbor- 
dinate manner, when marching from Windsor to 
their Company Head Quarters, at Sandwich, the 
Commander in Chief directs that No. 3 Company of 
the 23rd Battalion be disbanded. 

Although Sandwich, a frontier town, becomes 
thereby destitute of any Volunteer organization, the 
Commander in Chief feels that a Company which 
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could behave as the Sandwich Company has done, 
would be a source of weakness and embarrassment, 
rather than of defence, in the event of an invasion 
of Canadian soil. 
The Commander in Chief is however happy to 
jmake an exception in the cases of Lieutenant Wells, 
and of Colour Sergeant Reeves and Sergeant Cressey 
of No. 3 Company, who behaved in a proper and 
soldierlike manner in endeavoring, though in vain, 
to bring the men to asense of their misconduct. 
| Lieutenant Wells and Sergeants Reeves and Cressey 
will therefore be attached as supernumeraries to the 
28rd battalion till further orders.

The following Regulations for the meeting of the 
Dominion of Canada Rifle Association at Laprairie, 
near Montreal, on the 15th September, are published 
for general information : 

In order to avoid irregularities which may possibly 
occur from Volunteers in large numbers assembling

All Volunteer Militiamen or Militiamen intending 
to compete, or being present in uniform with arms 
at the ensuing meeting of the Dominion of Canada 
Rifle Association, at Laprairie, should immediately 
on arrival at that place report and become en- 
rolled in a Volunteer Camp, which will be formed 
there ; and no Volunteer Militiaman, or Militiaman, 
will be allowed to appear in uniform or to fire with 
any Government weaponor ammunition, unless he is 
| so enrolled, under the following regulation, viz : 


| Orders for enrolling incamp and general regulations, 
the Detail of which will be ordered by the officer 
commanding the camp. 

Ist. Every Volunteer Militiaman or Militiaman 
attending as a competitor at the Rifle meeting is to 
come in proper dress or undress uniform, with 
accoutrements, great coat, knapsack and mess-tin 
complete (when furnished.) 

2nd. On arrival at camp, every Volunteer Militia- 
{man or Militiaman, is at once to proceed to the 
Camp Brigade Office, where hisname will be enrolled, 
and quarters told off for him, under such regulations 
;as may be prescribed by the officer commanding 
, the camp. 

Each officer and man then enrolled will have the 

use of a straw stuffed palliasse, and pair of blankets 
| during his stay in camp, for the safe keeping of 
| Which and return to the proper officer he will be 
responsible. 
; ord. No rations will be provided, but cooked or 
,uncooked rations can be purchased as may be 
| Wished at varied rates, from the lowest upwards. 
| 4th. Volunteers and Militia will be subject to 
such regulations as may be prescribed for the 
proper maintenance of order and discipline under 
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the penalties of military law. No drill will be re- 
quired, and no duty expected frony competitors, 
beyond that of internal economy for the eamying 
out orders of camp, except inthe caseof emergency 
for the maintenance of order. 

5th. Where practicable the men of each corps com- 


peting should arrive and report together, under the]. 


command of an offiger, who shotild be. furnished 
with a nominal roll of the-men arriving, specifying 
opposite each man’s name the period for which he 
wishes to remain in camp. 

6th. So far as applicable both officers and men are 
to be amenable to above regulations.

My Lord,— 


IT have the honor to acknowledge your des- 
patch No. 85, of the 23rd May, transmitting a Bill 
passed by the Senate and House of Commons of 
Canada, “to fix the salary of the Governor Gene- 
“yal,” which Bill you have reserved for the signi- 
fication of Her Majesty’s pleasure : 

I need scarcely say that it is with reluctance, and 
only on serious occasions, that the Queen’s Goyern- 
ment can advise Her Majesty to withhold the royal 
sanction from a Bill which has passed two branches 
of the Canadian Parliament. The present, how- 
ever, is a measure which has important bearings far 
beyond its first aspect as a mere reduction of expen- 
diture. ~ 

The annual salary of the Governor General was 
fixed at £10,000 so lately as last year by the Impe- 
vial Act of Union. Within the first few months of 
the existence of the new Parliament of Canada, it is 
proposed to reduce that salary to £6,500. 

I fear that the effect of such a reduction, if 
assented to, must be prejudicial to the interests of 
Canada. The Governor’s salary in the Colony of 
Victoria, is £10,000 per annum ; there are several 
colonies in which it is £7,000; in Canada the 
amount contemplated by the. Bill under considera- 
tion, is £6,500. Instead of being, as 1t ought to be, 
an object of the highest ambition, the office of 
Governor General, is, by this proposal, placed, so far 
as salary is a standard of recognition, In the third 
class amongst Colonial Governments. ; 

The effect would be not merely to restrict Her 
Majesty’s Ministers in the choice of Governors 
General, to those who may follow the career of 
Colonial Governors, as a profession, but further, to 
confine the choice, even amongst those, to gentle- 
men who are still rising, and who would have to 
look to other places than Canada, as offering the 
highest reward for approved abilities and success. 

But the Governor General is the Representative 
of the Queen, and the highest authority in a Domi- 
nion, vast in extent, occupied by several millions of 
people, comprising within itself various Provinces 
recently brought together, which can only be knit 


into a mature and lasting whole by wise and con- 
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ciliatory administration. Nor is the position insu- 
lated. The Governor General is continually called 
upon to act on questions affecting International 
relations with the United States. The person who 
discharges such exalted functions ought to possess 
not only sound judgment and wide experience, but 
also an established public reputation. He should 
be qualified both to exercise a moderating influence 
amongst the different Provinces composing the 
Union, and also to bear weight in his relations with 
the British Minister at Washington, and with the 
authorities of the great neighbouring republic. 

I am sure that the Queen’s advisers in this 
country, would at all times wish to obtain for 
Canada, a Governor General so qualified, but they 
could not invite his services if the income of his 
office is not sufficient to meet the demands on his 
resources, and to uphold in a becoming manner the 
dignity of the Queen’s Representative in Canada. 

For these reasons Her Majesty’s Government 
have felt it their duty to advise Her Majesty not to 
pass into Law, by giving the Royal assent, the Bill 
reserved for Her Majesty’s pleasure, for the reduc- 
tion of the Governor General's salary.

53. All applications for Private Bills, properly 
the subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Ca- 
nada, within the purview of “The British North 
America Act, 1867,’’ whether for the erection of a 
Bridge, the making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road, 
or Telegraph Line; the construction or improvement 
of a Harbour, Canal, Lock, Dam, or Slide, or other 
like work ; the granting of a right of Ferry; the 
incorporation of any particular Trade or calling, or of 
any Banking or other joint stock Company: or other- 
wise for granting to any individual or individuals any 
exclusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, 
or for doing any matter or thing which in its oper- 
ation would affect the rights orproperty of other par- 
ties, or relate to any particular class of the commu- 
nity ; or for making any amendment ofa like nature 
to any former Act,—shall require a Notice, clearly 
and distinctly specifying the nature and object of the 
application, to be published as follows, viz : 

In the Province of Quebec—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, in the English and French languages, 
and in one newspaper in the English and one news- 
paper in the French language, in the District affec- 
ted, or in both languages if there be but one paper ;

Bitts or Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re. 
quired to give notice of his intention so to do, and 
to specify from whom and for what cause, by adver- 
tisement, during six months in the Oficial Gazette, 
and in two newspapers published in the District, in 
Quebec, or County, or Union of Counties in the 
other Provinces, where such applicant usually re- 
sided, at the time of the separation, or if the requi- 
site numbers of papers cannot be found therein, 
then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties.

Reign, intituled: ‘‘ An Act respecting the Public 

Works of Canada,’’ amongst other things, in effect 

enacted, that there shall be one Department of Pu- 

blic Works for Canada, over which the Minister of 

Public Works for the time being, shall preside and 

have the management and direction of the Depart- 

ment; And also that the Roads and Bridges (amongst 
other works in the said Act mentioned) therefore 
constructed, repaired, maintained, or improved at 
the expense either of the late Province of Canada,

or of New Brunswick, or of Nova Scotia, shall be, 


and continue to be, vested in Her Majesty, and 


under the controland management of the Minister o 


Public Works; And it is further, by the said. Act, in 
effect, enacted that the Governor may, by Procla- 
mation, declare any Public Road or Bridge, under 
the management and control of the Minister, to be 
no longer under his control; And that, upon, from, 
and after, a day to be named in the Proclamation, 
such Road or Bridge shall cease to be under the 
management and control of the Minister, and no 
tolls shall, thereafter, be levied thereon under the 
authority of the said Act; And further that any 
Public Road or Bridge, declared, as aforesaid, to be 
no longer under the management of the Minister, 
shall be under the control of, and shall be main- 
tained and kept in repair by the Municipal or other’

TREATY OF NAVIGATION BETWEEN HER MA- 
JESTY AND HIS MAJESTY THE EMPEROR 
OF AUSTRIA. 


Signed at Vienna, 30th Aprit, 1868. 


[RatIricaTIONS EXCHANGED AT VIENNA, 26th Jone, 
1868.) ° 


ER Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
A of Great Britain and Ireland, on the one part, 
and His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, on 
the other part, being equally animated by the desire 
of extending and promoting the facilities of Naviga- 
tion between their respective States and Dominions, 
have resolved to conclude a Treaty for that purpose, 
and have named for their Plenipotentiaries, that is 
to say :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the Right Honourable 
John Arthur Douglas, Baron Bloomfield of Oakhamp- 
ton and Redwood, a Peer of Ireland, a Member of 
Her Majesty's Most Honourable Privy Council, 
Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honourable Order 
of the Bath, Her Majesty’s Ambassador Extraor- 
dinary and Plenipotentiary to His Imperial and 
Royal Apostolic Majesty; and Louis Mallet, Esquire, 
Companion of the Most Honourable Order of the 
Bath, Assistant-Secretary to the Committee of Her 
Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council for Trade 
and Foreign Plantations : 

And His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, 
Frederick Ferdinand Baron Beust, His Imperial 
Majesty's Privy Councillor, Chancellor of the Empire, 
and Minister of the Imperial House and of Foreign 
Affairs, Grand Cross of the Orders of St. Stephen 
and Leopold : 

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, found to be in due and 
proper form, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following Articles :— 


ArricueE I. 


British ships and their cargoes in all the domi- 
nions of His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, 
and ships belonging to the citizens of the Imperial 
and Royal States and their cargoes in all the domi- 
nions of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, from what- 
ever place arriving and whatever may be their 
place of destination, and whatever may be the place 
of origin or destination of their cargoes, shall be 
treated in every respect as national ships and their 
eargoes. 

Every favour or exemption in these respects, or 
any other privilege in matters of Navigation, which 
either of the Contracting Parties shall grant toa 
third Power, shall be extended immediately and 
unconditionally to the other Party. 

It is, however, agreed that this stipulation -shall 
not be applicable to the national fisheries of either 
of the two countries, 


ArticLE II. 


The stipulations contained in the preceding Ar- 
ticle are also to be applied to the Colonies and 
Foreign Possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, as well 
as to the ships and cargoes of the same: but, as 
regards the coasting trade, only in those Colonies 
and Foreign Possessions the coasting trade of which 
shall have been, or shall be hereafter, opened to 
foreign ships in conformity with the Acts of Parlia- 
ment which govern this matter. 

The Foreign Possessions and Colonies of Her 
Britannic Majesty the coasting trade of which has 
been already so opened to foreign ships, and in 
‘which therefore ships belonging to the citizens of 
the Imperial and Royal States are placed on the 
national footing, are :

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ARTICLE III. 


If any ship of war or merchant vessel of one of 
the Contracting parties should run aground or be 
wrecked, or meet with any casualty upon the coasts 
of the other, the same aid and assistance shall be 
rendered to it, and to the cargo, apparel and furni- 
ture thereof, as to a national vessel; and in such 
case no other expenses shall be paid by the owners 
or their agents and representatives for the preserva- 
tion of the property or of the lives of the persons 
on board the ship, than would be payable in the 
like case of a wreck of or casualty to a national 
vessel. 

In case the master of a merchant vessel should be 
under the necessity of disposing of a part of his 
merchandise in order to defray any salvage expenses, 
no impediment shall be opposed by the authorities, 
the master bemg bound, however, to conform to the 
existing regulations and Tariffs. 

The goods and merchandise saved from the wreck 
shall be exempt from all duties of Customs, unless 
cleared for consumption. 

The respective Consuls General, Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Consular Agents shall, if the owner or 
master, or other agent of the owner, is not present, 
or is present and requires it, or is bound by the laws 
of his country to accept Consular assistance, be au- 
thorized to interpose In order to afford the neces- 
sary assistance to those concerned. 


AnmicLe IY, 


The Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents of each of the Contracting Parties 
residing in the Dominions and Possessions of the 
other, shall receive from the local authorities such 
assistance as can by law be given to them for the 
recovery of deserters from the vessels of their res- 
pective countries. 

ARTICLE V. 

All vessels which according to British law are to 
be deemed British vessels, and all vessels which, 
according to the laws prevailing in the States of His 
Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, are to be 
deemed vessels belonging to the subjects of His 
Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, shall, for the 
purposes of this Treaty, be respectively deemed 
British vessels, and vessels belonging to the citizens 
of the Imperial and Royal States. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The present Treaty shall remain in force from the 
exchange of the ratifications thereof until the 31st 
December, 1877; and in case neither of the High 
Contracting Powers shall have notified to the other, 
twelve months before the expiration of the said 
period, the intention to put an end to its operation, 
the Treaty shall continue in force for another year, 
and so on from year to year until the expiration of 
a year counting from the day on which one or other 
of the High Contracting Parties shall hayeannounced 
its intention to put an end to it. 


Article VIL, 


The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged at Vienna, within eight 
weeks, or sooner if possible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentia- 
ries have signed the same, and have affixed there- 
unte the seal of their arms. 

Done. at Vienna, this 30th day of April, in the 
year of Our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-eight.

VOLUNTEER MILITIA. 


No. 1. 

Officers Commanding Corps of Volunteers orga- 
nized prior to Ist October, 1868, are hereby notified 
that the following section of the Militia Law which 
comes into force on that day, must be complied 
with, within three months thereafter ; 

‘67, Every Volunteer Corps duly authorized 
previously to and existing on the day on which this 
Act shall come into force, including the Officers 
commissioned thereto, shall for the purposes of this 
Act be held to be existing and shall be continued as 
such, subject to the provisions of this Act; and within 
three months after the day on which this Act shall 
come into force, all such Corps shall be mustered 
by their Captains or Commanding Officers, the 
provisions of this Act shall be explained to them, 
and such of the men as have not previously given 
notice of their desire to be discharged, shall take 
the Oath hereinafter prescribed, and be re-enrolled 
as Volunteer Militia, and each man shall sign a 
Muster Roll; and thereafter such men of any 
Volunteer Corps, in any Regimental Division, as 
complete three years continuous service in such 
Corps, or complete three years including any previous 
continuous service in the same corps immediately 
before such muster, or had served three years con- 
tinuously in such corps immediately before such 
muster, and are discharged after giving the required 
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notice, shall not be liable to be balloted for any 
period of drill or training of the Active Militia, 
until all the other men in the first, second and third 
classes of Militiamen in the Company Division 
within which they reside, have volunteered or been 
balloted to serve.” 

Such men as re-enrol within three months after 
the Ist day of October, to complete three years 
including their previous continuous service, may be 
permitted to quit he Corps, should they desire to 
do so, after their three years service shall have 
expired. 

Copies of the new Militia Law and blank forms 
for re enrolment will be transmitted to the Officer 
commanding each Corps by the Staff Officer for their 
several districts.

Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and Gunners, 
of the Volunteer Militia Artillery, are hereby 
notified, that a new class of instruction, at the 
School of Gunnery at Montreal, will be formed for 
the 20th October 1868.

Act of Our Parliament 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
made and passed in the Session thereof, holden in 
the tenth and eleventh years of Our Reign, and 
intituled, ‘‘ An Act toamend the Law relating to 
the protection, in the Colonies, of works entitled to 
copy-right in the United Kingdom,” it is, amongst 

Other things, in effect, Enacted, that in case the 


Legislature, or proper Legislative authorities, in any 
British Possession, shall be disposed to make due 
provision for securing or protecting the rights of 
British Authors, insuch possession, and shall pass an 
Act, or make an Ordimance for that purpose, and shall 

ransmit the same, in the proper manner, to the 
Secretary of State in order that it may be submitted 
to Us, and, in ease We shall be of opinion that such 
Act or Ordinance is sufficient for the purpose of 
securing, to British Authors, reasonable protection 
within such possession, it shall be lawful for Us, if 
We shall think fit so to do, to express Our Royal 
approval of such Act.or Ordinance, and thereupon 
to issue an Order in Council declaring that, so long 
as the provisions of such Act or Ordinance continue 
in force within such Colony, the prohibitions con 


tained in the said Act, or inany other Act, against the. 


importing, selling, letting out to hire, exposing for 
sale or hire, or possessing foreign reprints of books 
first composed, written, prited or published m the 
United Kingdom and entitled to Copy-right therein, 
shall be suspended so far as regards such Colony ;

into Canada, and baing copies printed or reprinted 
in any other Country than the United Kingdom, of 
bocks first composed or written, or printed or 
published in the United Kmgdom, of which the 
copy-right shall be still subsisting, and with regard 
to which the notice to the Commissioners of Customs 
required by any Act of the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom in that behalf shall have been given, an ad 
valorem duty not exceeding twenty per cent, and from 
time to time to alter the said duty (not exceeding 
in any case the rate aforesaid) and from time to 
time to establish such regulations and conditions as 
my be consistent with any Act of the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom then in force, as he may deem 
requisite and equitable with regard to the admission 
of such Books and to the distribution of the proceeds 
of such duty to or among the party or parties bene- 
ficially interested in the copy-right, and such duty 
shall be collected in like manner as duties of 
Customs, and under the provisions of the Acts 
relating to such duties.

ARTICLE [, 


British ships and their cargoes in all the domi- 
nions of His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, 
and ships belonging to the citizens of the Imperial 
and Royal States and their cargoes in all the domi- 
nions of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, from what- 
ever place arriving and whatever may be their 
place of destination, and whatever may be the place 
of origin or destination of their cargoes, shall be 
treated in every respect as national ships and their 
cargoes. 

Every favour or exemption in these respects, or 
any other privilege in matters of Navigation, which 
either of the Contracting Parties shall grant to a 
third Power, shall be extended immediately and 
unconditionally to the other Party. 

It is, however, agreed that this stipulation shall 
not be applicable to the national fisheries of either 
of the two countries. 


ArtIcLE II. 


The stipulations contained in the preceding Ar- 
ticle are also to be applied to the Colonies and 
Foreign Possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, as well 
as to the ships and cargoes of the same: but, as 
regards the coasting trade, only in those Colonies 
and Foreign Possessions the coasting trade of which 
shall have been, or shall be hereafter, opened to 
foreign ships in conformity with the Acts of Parlia- 
ment which govern this matter. ‘ 

The Foreign Possessions and Colonies of Her 
Britannic Majesty the coasting trade of which has 
been already so opened to foreign ships, and in 
which therefore ships belonging to the citizens of 
the Imperial and Royal States are placed on the 
national footing, are :

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ARTICLE III. 


If any ship of war or merchant vessel of one of 
the Contracting parties should run aground or be 
wrecked, or meet with any casualty upon the coasts 
of the other, the same aid and assistance shall be 
rendered to it, and to the cargo, apparel and fupni- 
ture thereof, as to a national vessel ; and in such 
case no other expenses shall be paid by the owners 
or their agents and representatives for the preserva- 
tion of the property or of the lives of the persons 
on board the ship, than would be payable in the 
like case of a wreck of or casualty to a national 
vessel, 

In case the master of a merchant vessel should be 
under the necessity of disposing of a part of his 
merchandise in order to defray any salvage expenses, 


, no impediment shall be opposed by the authorities, 


the master being bound, however, to conform to the 
existing regulations and Tariffs. 

The goods and merchandise saved from the wreck 
shall be exempt from all duties of Customs, unless 
cleared for consumption. 

The respective Consuls General, Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Consular Agents shall, if the owner or 
master, or other agent of the owner, is not present, 
or is present and requires it, or is bound by the laws 


| of his country to accept Consular assistance, be au- 


thorized to interpose in order to aftord the neces- 


, sary assistance to those concerned. 


ARTICLE LY. 


The Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents of each of the Contracting Parties 
residing in the Dominions and Possessions of the 
other, shall receive from the local authorities such 
assistance as can by Jaw be given to them for the 
recovery of deserters from the vessels of their res- 
pective countries. 


ARTICLE Y. 


All vessels which according to British law are to 
be deemed British vessels, and all vessels which, 
according to the laws prevailing in the States of His 
Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, are to be 
deemed vessels belonging to the subjects of His 
Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, shall, for the 
purposes of this Treaty, be respectively deemed 
British vessels, and vessels belonging to the citizens 


| of the Imperial and Royal States. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The present Treaty shall remain in force from the 
exchange of the ratifications thereof until the 31st 
December, 1877; and in case neither of the High 
Contracting Powers shall have notified to the other, 
twelve months before the expiration of the said 
period, the intention to put an end to its operation, 


| the Treaty shall continue in force for another year, 


and so on from year to year until the expiration of 
a year counting from the day on which one or other 
of the High Contracting Parties shall have announced 
its intention to put an end to it. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged at Vienna, within eight 
weeks, or sooner if possible. 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentia- 
ries have signed the same, and have affixed there- 
unto the seal of their arms.

IS Excellency was pleased to lay before the 
Council, a copy of his Proclamation of the 
twenty-fourth day of September, A. D. 1868, announ- 
cing pursuant to the suspending clause therein, 
Her Majesty’s Royal approval of the Act of the 
Parliament of Canada of the 31st Victoria, Chapter 
56, intituled: ‘‘ An Act toimpose a duty on Foreign 
“Reprints of British Copyright works,” and the 
issuing of an Order of Her Majesty in Council, 
under the Imperial Act of the 10th and 11 Victoria, 
Chapter 95, suspending, so far as regard this Domi- 
nion during such time as the said first mentioned 
Act continues in force within the same, the Prohibi- 
tions contained in certain Acts of the Imperial 
Parliament against the importing, selling, letting 
out to hire, exposing for sale or hire, or possessing, 
foreign reprints of Books first composed, written, 
printed or published in the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and entitled to copyright therein. 

Whereupon, under the authority of the said Act 
of the Parliament of Canada, it was by His Excel- 
lency, by and with the advice of his Privy Council, 
Ordered, And it is hereby ordered, that on from 
and after the first day of October next, all Copy- 
right Works being first composed or written and 
printed in the United Kingdom, and printed or 
reprinted in any other country, and with regard to 
which the notice to the Commissioners of Customs 
required by any Act of the Imperial Parliament in 
that behalf, shall have been given, and a list of 
which shall have been published by the proper 
authority in England, from time to time, and as the 
list in the form established by Law, shall have been 
furnished the Customs Department for that purpose, 
by the Imperial Authorities, may be entered for 
duty on payment of twelve pounds ten shillings 
upon every one hundred pounds value thereof—and 
under and subject to the same regulations as 
dutiable goods are now, or may hereafter be, ad- 
mitted to entry for payment of duty under the 
authority of any law of this Dominion relating to 
Customs, Trade or Navigation. 

That all sums colleeted as duty on such Copy- 
right Works shall (less the cost of advertizing, 
postages and making up the accounts of the same,) 
at the end of every fiscal year, say 30th June, be 
remitted to Her Majesty’s Principal Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, or such other Officer or 
party as may be from time to time appointed by 
competent authority to receive the same, together 
with a statement shewing the amounts collected for 
each Copyright Work, in order that the proceeds of 
such duty may be paid over to or among the party 
or parties beneficially interested in the Copyright of 
the Works which may be imported under these 
Regulations. 

Whereof the Honorable the Minister of Customs 
shall take due notice, and give the necessary direc- 
tions for carrying the same into effect.

The undersigned respectfully recommends that

The Counties of Leeds, (North and South Ridings, ) 
Grenville, (North and South Ridings,) Dundas, Stor- 
mont, Glengarry, Prescott, Russell, Carleton, La- 
nark, (North and South Ridings,) and Renfrew, 
(North and South Ridings,) and the City of Ottawa, 
shall form ‘‘ Millitary District Number Four.”

HEREAS it has been represented to His 
Excellency through the Board of Agricul- 
ture of the Province of Ontario, that the Con- 
tagious disease or Epidemic affecting Horned Cattle, 
which recently prevailed in many parts of the United 
States of America, has almost entirely disappeared, 
and it is therefore expedient that the Order in Coun- 
cil of the 13th of August last, prohibiting the impor- 
tation or introduction of Horned Cattle from the 
said United States of America into the Provinces of 
Quebec and Ontario, be revoked, and the importa- 
tion of Horned Cattle into Canada, permitted under 
certain Regulations hereinafter mentioned ,— 

His Excellency in Council, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Honorable the Minister of Agriculture, 
and under the provisions of the Act 29 Vic. Cap. 15, 
has been pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered 
that from and after the 8th day of October instant, 
the Order in Council of the 13th day of August last 
prohibiting the importation of Horned Cattle from 
the said United States of America into the Provinces 
of Quebec and Ontario, shall be and the same is 
hereby revoked. 

His Excellency in Council, under the authority 
aforesaid, has further been pleased to make the fol- 
lowing Regulations, that is to say : 

On, from and after the said eighth day of October 
instant, all Cattle intended to be imported or intro- 
duced into the Province of Ontario, at the Ports of 
Windsor or Sarnia, shall, previous to their introduc- 
tion, be inspected by such person or persons as may 
be appointed for that purpose, and whose permis- 
sion shall be obtained before such Cattle shall be 
allowed to proceed to their destination. 

All Railway Companies conveying such Cattle shall 
be, and they are hereby, tequired to cause the Cars 
used for the conveyance of the same to be thorough- 
ly cleansed and disinfected immediately after the 
removal of the Cattle therefrom. 

These Regulations shall remain in force until the

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TREATY OF NAVIGATION BETWEEN HER MA- 
JESTY AND HIS MAJESTY THE EMPEROR 
OF AUSTRIA. 


Signed at Vienna, 30th April, 1868. 


[RATIFICATIONS EXCHANGED AT VIENNA, 26th Junu, 
1868.] 


H™ Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, on the one part, 
and His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, on 
the other part, being equally animated by the desire 
of extending and promoting the facilities of Naviga- 
. tion between their respective States and Dominions, 
have resolved to conclude a Treaty for that purpose, 
and have named for their Plenipotentiaries, that is 
to say : — 


Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, the Right Honourable 
John Arthur Douglas, Baron Bloomfield of Oakhamp- 
ton and Redwood, a Peer of Ireland, a Member of 
Her Majesty's Most Honourable Privy Council, 
Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honourable Order 
of the Bath, Her Majesty’s Ambassador Extraor- 
dinary and Plenipotentiary to His Imperial and 
Royal Apostolic Majesty; and Louis Mallet, Esquire, 
Companion of the Most Honourable Order of the 
Bath, Assistant-Secretary to the Committee of Her 
Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council for Trade 
and Foreign Plantations : 


And His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, 


Frederick Ferdinand Baron Beust, His Imperial | 


Majesty’s Privy Councillor, Chancellor of the Empire, 
and Minister of the Imperial House and of Foreign 
Affairs, Grand Cross of the Orders of St. Stephen 
and Leopold : 

Who, after having communicated to each other 
their respective full powers, found to be in due and 
proper form, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following Articles :— 


ARTIOLE [. 


British ships and their cargoes in all the domi- 
nions of His Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, 
and ships belonging to the citizens of the Imperial 
and Royal States and their cargoes in all the domi- 
nions of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, from what- 
ever place arriving and whatever may be. their 
place of destination, and whatever may be the place 
of origin or destination of their cargoes, shall be 
treated in every respect as national ships and their 
cargoes. 

Every favour or exemption in these respects, or 
any other privilege in matters of Navigation, which 
either of the Contracting Parties shall grant to a 
third Power, shall be extended immediately and 
unconditionally to the other Party. 

It is, however, agreed that this stipulation shall 
not be applicable to the national fisheries of either 
of the two countries. 


ARTICLE II. 


The stipulations contained in the preceding Ar- 
ticle are also to be applied to the Colonies and 
Foreign Possessions of Her Britannic Majesty, as well 
as to the ships and cargoes of the same: but, as 
regards the coasting trade, only in those Colonies 
and Foreign Possessions the coasting trade of which 
shall have been, or shall be hereafter, opened to 


foreign ships in conformity with the Acts of Parlia- | 


ment which govern this matter. 

The Foreign Possessions and Colonies of Her 
Britannic Majesty the coasting trade of which has 
been already so opened to foreign ships, and in 
which therefore ships belonging to the citizens of 
the Imperial and Royal States are placed on the 
national footing, are : ) 


British India, 
Ceylon, 

Cape of Good Hope, 
Victoria, 

St. Lucia. 


ARTICLE IIT. 


If any ship of war or merchant vessel of one of 
the Contracting parties should run aground or be 
wrecked, or meet with any casualty upon the coasts 
of the other, the same aid and assistance shall be 
rendered to it, and to the cargo, apparel and furni- 
ture thereof, as to a national vessel; and in such 
case no other expenses shall be paid by the owners 
or their agents and representatives for the preserva- 
tion of the property or of the lives of the persons 
on board the ship, than would be payable in the 
like case of a wreck of or casualty to a national 
vessel. 

In case the master of a merchant vessel should be 
under the necessity of disposing of a part of his 
merchandise in order to defray any salvage expenses, 
no impediment shall be opposed by the authorities, 
the master being bound, however, to conform to the 
existing regulations and Tariffs. - 

The goods and merchandise saved from the wreck 
shall be exempt from all duties of Customs, unless 
cleared for consumption. 

The respective Consuls General, Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Consular Agents shall, if the owner or 
master, or other agent of the owner, is not present, 
or is present and requires it, or is bound by the laws 
of his country to accept Consular assistance, be au- 
thorized to interpose in order to afford the neces- 
sary assistance to those concerned. 


ARTICLE LV. 


The Consuls General, Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and 
Consular Agents of each of the Contracting Parties 
residing in the Dominions and Possessions of the 
other, shall receive from the local authorities such 
assistance as can by law be given to them for the 
recovery of deserters from the vessels of their res- 
peeve countries. 

ARTICLE Y. 

All vessels which according to British law are to 
be deemed British vessels, and all vessels which, 
according to the laws prevailing in the States of His 
Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, are to be 
deemed vessels belonging to the subjects of His 
Imperial and Royal Apostolic Majesty, shall, for the 
purposes of this Treaty, be respectively deemed 
British vessels, and vessels belonging to the citizens 
of the Imperial and Royal States. 


ARTICLE V1. 


The present Treaty shall remain in foree from the 
exchange of the ratifications thereof until the 31st 
December, 1877; and in case neither of the High 
Contracting Powers shall have notified to the other, 
twelve months before the expiration of the said 
period, the intention to put an end to its operation, 
the Treaty shall continue in force for another year, 
and so on from year to year until the expiration of 
a year counting from the day on which one or other 
of the High Contracting Parties shall have announced 
its intention to put an end to it. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The present Treaty shall be ratified, and the rati- 
fications shall be exchanged at Vienna, within eight 
weeks, or sooner if possible. ~ 

In witness whereof the respective Plenipotentia- 
ries have signed the same, and have affixed there- 
unto the seal of their arms.

Britis oF ‘Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re- 
quired to give notice of his intention so to do, and 
to specify from whom and for what cause, by adver- 
tisement, during six months in the Official Gazette, 
and.in two newspapers published in the District, in 
Quebec, or County, or Union of Counties in the 
other Provinces, where such applicant usually re- 
sided, at the time of the separation, or if the requi- 
site numbers of papers cannot be found therein, 
then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties.

To all to whom these presents shall come or whom 
the same may, in any wise, concern—GREETING : 


Joun A, Macponatp, HEREAS, by a certain 

Atty. Genl. Act of Our Parliament 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
made and passed in the Session thereof, holden in 
the tenth and eleventh years of Our Reign, and 
intituled, “ An Act to amend the Law relating to 
the protection, in the Colonies, of works entitled to 
copy-right in the United Kingdom,” it is, amongst 
other things, in effect, Enacted, that in case the 
Legislature, or proper Legislative authorities, in any 
British Possession, shall be disposed to make due 
provision for securing or protecting the rights of 
British Authors, in such possession, and shall pass an 
Act, or make an Ordinance for that purpose, and shall 
transmit the same, in the proper manner, to the 
Secretary of State in order that it may be submitted 
to Us, and, in case We shall be of opinion that such 
Act or Ordinance is sufficient for the purpose of 
securing, to British Authors, reasonable protection

within such possession, it shall be lawful for Us, if 
We shall think fit so to do, to express Our Royal 
approval of such Act or Ordinance, and thereupon 
to issue an Order in Council declaring that, so long 
as the provisions of such Act or Ordinance continue 
in force within such Colony, the prohibitions con: 
tained in the said Act, or in any other Act, against the 
importing, selling, letting out to hire, exposing for 
sale or hire, or possessing foreign reprints of books 
first composed, written, printed or published in the 
United Kingdom and entitled to Copy-right therein, 
shall be suspended so far as regards such Colony ; 
And thereupon such Act or Ordinance shall come into 
operation except so far as may be otherwise pro- 
vided therein or as may be otherwise directed by 
such Order in Council: Axp Wuernas by an Act of the 
Parliament of Canada, passed in the Session thereof, 
held in the 31st year of Our Reign, and _intituled, 
‘An Act to impose a duty on Foreign Reprints of 
British Copy-right works,” after reciting certain parts 
of the hereinbefore recited Imperial Act of the tenth 
and eleventh years of Her Majesty’s Reign, it is by the 
said Act of the Parliament of Canada amongst other 
things in effect, enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Governor in Council to impose, upon books imported 
into Canada, and being copies printed or reprinted 
in any other Country than the United Kingdom, of 
books first composed or written, or printed or 
published in the United Kingdom, of which the 
copy-right shall be still subsisting, and with regard 
to which the notice to the Commissioners of Customs 
required by any Act of the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom in that behalf shall have been given, an ad 
valorem duty not exceeding twenty per cent, and from 
time to time to alter the said duty (not exceeding 
in any case the rate aforesaid) and from time to 
time to establish such regulations and conditions as 
may be consistent with any Act of the Parliament of 
the United Kingdom then in force, as he may deem 
requisite and equitable with regard to the admission 
of such Books and to the distribution of the proceeds 
of such duty to or among the party or parties bene- 
ficially interested in the copy-right, and such duty 
shall be collected in like manner as duties of 
Customs, and under the provisions of the Acts 
relating to such duties. And it is further by the 
said Act of the Parliament of Canada amongst 
other things in effeet enacted, that the word 
“book ”’ in the Act now in part recited shall 
include every volume, part or division of a 
volume, pamphlet, sheet of letter-press, sheet of 
music, map, chart, or plan separately published. 
And it is further by the said Act of Parliament of 
Canada amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the foregoing provisions of the Act now in part 
recited (except in so far as it may be otherwise 
directed in any such order as aforesaid, of Her 
Majesty in Council) shall come into operation upon, 
from and after the day to be appointed for that 
purpose in any Proclamation of the Governor, 
signifying Our Royal approval of the said Act, and 
the issuing of such Our Order in Council, and not 
before. AND WHEREAS by a certain Order of Our 
Privy Council for Canada, bearing date the second 
day of June now last past, it was ordered that on 
the transmission to His Grace Our Secretary of State 
for the Colonies of the Act passed by the Parliament 
of Canada, and herein-before in part recited, in order 
that the same might be submitted to Us, His Grace 
should be informed that it was the intention of Our 
Governor in Council, when We should have expressed 
Our Royal approval of such Act, to impose upon 
Books imported into Canada and being copies printed 
or reprinted in any other country than the United 
Kingdom of which the copy-right should be still sub- 
sisting, and with regard to which the notice of the 
Commissioner of Customs required by any Act of the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom, in that behalf, 
should have been given, a uniform ad valorem duty 
throughout Our said Dominion, of twelve and one 
half per cent, being the rate fixed and collected in 
the Province of Canada previous to the Confedera- 
tion of the Provinces (meaning thereby the Provinces 
whereof Our Dominion of Canada is composed) and 
to establish such regulations and conditions as may 
be consistent with any Act of the Parliament of the 
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United Kingdom then in force as might be deemed 
requisite and equitable with regard to the admission 
of such Books and to the distributing of the pro- 
ceeds of such duty to or among the party or parties 
beneficially interested in the copy-right. AND 
wHerEas the said Act of the Parliament of Canada 
hereinbefore in part recited, together with Our Or- 
der of Our Privy Council for Canada of the second 
day of June, also hereinbefore recited, was trans- 
mitted through Our Governor General of Canada, to 
The Most Noble The Duke of Buckingham and 
Chandos, one of Our Principal Secretaries of State, 
and the same were respectively submitted to Us in 
Our Privy Council at Our Court at Windsor, on the 
seventh day of July last. And We, thereupon, in 
pursuance of the said Act of the Parliament of Our 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and 
in exercise of the powers thereby given to Us as 
aforesaid, did, by an Order, bearing date on the day 
and year last aforesaid, made and passed by and 
with the advice of Our Privy Council at Our Court 
at Windsor, and reciting that due provision had been 
made for securing and protecting the rights of Bri- 
tish Authors in Canada, and that it was expedient 
that the said Act should be approved of by Us, de- 
clare our approval of the said Act of the Parliament 
of the Dominion of Canada. Anp wuerpas on the 
seventh day of July now last past, by and with the 
advice of Our said Council at Our Court at Windsor, 
We did order and direct that so long as the provi- 
sions of the said last mentioned Act should continue 
in force within Canada aforesaid, the prohibitions

BILLs oF DIvoRcE. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re- 
quired to give notice of his intention so to do, and 
to specify from whom and for what cause, by adver- 
tisement, during six months in the Official Gazetie, 
and in two newspapers published in the District, in 
Quebec, or County, or Union of Counties in the 
other Provinces, where such applicant usually re- 
sided, at the time of the separation, or if the requi- 
site numbers of papers cannot be found therein, 
then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties. 

72. A Copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be 
served, at the instance of the Applicant, upon the 
person from whom the Divorce is sought, if the re- 
sidence of such person can be ascertained ; and 
proof on oath of such service, or of the attempts 
made to effect it, to the satisfaction of the Senate, 
is to be adduced before the Senate on the reading 
of the Petition.

BiLts oF Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re- 
quired to give notice of his intention so to do, and 
to specify from whom and for what cause, by adver- 
tisement, during six months in the Official Gazette, 
and in two newspapers published in the District, in 
Quebec, or County, or Union of Counties in the 
other Provinces, where such applicant usually re- 
sided, at the time of the separation, or if the requi- 
site numbers of papers cannot be found therein, 


then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties. ‘ 

72. A Copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be 
served, at the instance of the Applicant, upon the 
person from whom the Divorce is sought, if the re- 
sidence of such person can be ascertained ; and 
proof on oath of such service, or of the attempts 
made to effect it, to the satisfaction of the Senate, 
is to be adduced before the Senate on the reading 
of the Petition.

CANON VI. 
OF THE TEMPORALITIES OF THE CHURCH. 
PREAMBLE. 


HEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 
United Church of England and Ireland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 
Provincial Synod or General Assembly, have power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled: ‘“‘ An Act to make further 
provision in relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,’’ Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any by-law and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein recited, subject to certain reservations in 
the said Act made. 

From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as in said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts, 


TITLE TO SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 


1. From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this canon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to be erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
church-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and the Church wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees 
for the use of the church, or whether the legal es- 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having been issued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church yard or buryin g-ground: 
provided always, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall extend to affect the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 
or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 
other church or body of Ch:istians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 
And provided also that no Church-warden or Church. 
wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or- 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holdin 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 
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WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF VESTRY. 


2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein under the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shall be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or dues 
that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or sitting. 

CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 

HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 


3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Easter next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church. 


_ ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


4. A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter week in each and every year, 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In case of 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting to nominate a Church-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church- 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Church-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Easter week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 


QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


5, No person shall be eligible to the office of 
Church-warden except a member of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being alsoa member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


6. If, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 
day in Easter week, the nomination and. election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in case of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, ». vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in the manner 
provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid. 

CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 


7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 
one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors. 


THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS TO 
BE A CORPORATION. 


8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of 
“The Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churce (designating the church) at 
” and shall represent the 
interests of such church and the members thereof, 
an] shall and may, in such corporate name, sue and. 
be sued, answer and be answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 

9. In all churches in which’ the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 
Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 

10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 
such vestry meetings. 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the possing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purzhase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land: and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 
time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
hereof. 


PEW-HOLDERS SECURED IN 
SION. 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


UIET POSSES: 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13. All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perfect account at the annual vestry 
meeting or at an adjourned meeting to be held 
within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered in a book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the’said Church-wardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
of all sums rated or assessed by the vestry and re- 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received, 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church-wardens so accounting, and of all other things 
concerning their said office; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment of a new 
Church-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 
dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church warden the book 
or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles 
and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a.correct account as aforesaid, or uf delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things as afore- 
said, it shall be in the power of the succeeding 
Church-wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
same process may be enforced against any Church- 
warden or Church-wardens removed or become in- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation bemg made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or negiect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week atter such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church door (or church doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 


CHAIRMAN AND. SECRETARY OF VESTRY 
MEETING, 


15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
i the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shallname; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in case there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent or other person presiding as 
chairman ; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
ora copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be prima facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 


{ 
Ee or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 


signature of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. 


VESTRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 
PEW-RENTS. 


16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 
pews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
-egulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
case of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
no alteration should be made without the consent of 
two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 
nor at the Annual Easter Vestry Meeting, without 
public notice thereof given at the time such meeting 
is called. 


APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS. 


17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general account to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens ; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 


18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like manner therewith connected, 
shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 


19. It shall be in the power of the members of 
such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. ‘ 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS’ AU- 
THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his sue- 
cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 


church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successoxs, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be yalid and effec- 
tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, 
the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereof notwithstanding ; provided always 
that in order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least. before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


. 
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ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES.— 
LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Ireland, it shall and may be lawful for him or them 
to do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 
‘ BY PARISHES. 


22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 


NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 
CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 


23. Nothing in this eanon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


POWER TO ADMINISTER AND SELL LANDS. 


24, The Bishops of the said Church, in the said 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time 
being, shall severally have the adminis‘ration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the 
use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel! or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 
Church in general, or to any particular Church or 
Parish, and shall haye power to sell, alien and trans- 
fer,any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed 
to them, or any of them as aforesaid, for the gene- 
ral uses or purposes of the said See or of the said 
Church by and with the consent of the Synod or 
Church Society of the diocese interested, and shall 
also have power, by and with the consent and parti- 
cipation of the Incumbent and Church-wardens of 
the Parish wherein the same may be situate, to sell, 
alien and transfer any land or personalty vested in or 
conveyed to them, or any of them, as aforesaid, for the 
endowment of any Parsonage or living, or for the 
uses or purposes appurtenant to any particular 
Church, Chapel or Parish; and the Parson or other 
Incumbent of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or 
living, to whom any lands or personalty shall have 
been or may be conveyed for the endowment of 
such Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant thereto, shall 
have power to sell, alienate or transfer the same, by 
and with the consent and participation of the Bishop 
of the said Church in the Diocese in which such 
Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, shall be situate 
for the time being and by and with the consent of 


the Synod or Church-Society of the Diocese interes- 
ted. Provided always, that the price or considera. 


tion of such sale, alienation or transfer, be applied 


to the uses and purposes for which the land or per- 
sonalty so sold, alienated or transferred was con- 
veyed; and provided also, that such sale, alienation 
or transfer be not inconsistent with, or contrary to 
the conditions of the deed of conveyance to the 
said United Church, or to any Bishop thereof, or to 
such Parson or Incumbent, as the case may be, of 
the land or personalty so to be sold, alienated or 
transferred. 
CHURCH, INTERPRETATION OF. 

25. The word “ Church,’ wherever it occurs in 
this Canon, shall be held to include every deserip- 
tion of Church or Chapel. 91-14

Ist. Goods having been entered for duty and having 
passed into the hands of the importer, in cases 
where said goods are found not to be the goods 
ordered, notice of such frct may be given to the 
Collector of Customs at the Port of Entry, within 
one month of the date of such entry, accompanied 
by a request for leave to return the said goods to 
the place and party where and from whom the same 
were purchased, and that the duties paid thereon 
be refunded; whereupon the Collector having 
verified the statement of the importer, and having 
ascertained that the package to be exported is a 
whole package, and that its contents are identically 
the same as originally entered for duty, shall report 
the same to the Department, and the Minister of 
Customs shall thereupon issue an order to the 
Collector to refund the duties upon due proof of 
exportation; Provided that if such goods are not 
actually exported within one month from the date 
of such order it shall be void and of no effect. 

2nd. Whereas cases frequently arise for which no 
general order or regulation is provided, in which 
goods upon which duty has been paid require to be 
exported, and injury or hardship may be endured 
by importers, to the disadvantage of the general 
commercial interests of the Dominion, unless some

or if there be no paper published therein, then (in 
both languages) in the Official Gazette, and in a 
paper published in an adjoming District. 

In any other Province—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, and in one newspaper published in 
the County, or Union of Counties, affected, or if there 
be no paper published therein, then in a newspaper 
in the next nearest County in which a newspaper is 
published. 

Such notices shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least two months during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceeding Session 
and the consideration of the petition. 

54. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, 
is presented to the House, the person or persons 
intending to petition for such Bill, shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by the preceding Rule, also, 
at the same time, and in the same manner, give 
notice of the rates which they intend to ask, the 
extent of the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers for the 
passage of rafts and vessels. and mentioning also 
whether they intend to erect a drawbridge or not, and 
the dimensions of the same.

BILLs OF Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is re- 
quired to give notice of his intention so to do, and 
to specify from whom and for what cause, by adver- 
tisement, during six months in the Official Gazette, 
and in two newspapers published in the District, in 
Quebec, or County, or Union of Counties in the 
other Provinces, where such applicant usually re- 
sided, at the time of the separation, or if the requi- 
site numbers of papers cannot be found therein, 
then in the adjoining District, or County, or Union 
of Counties. 

72. A Copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be 
served, at the instance of the Applicant, upon the 
person from whom the Divorce is sought, if the re- 
sidence of such person can be ascertained ; and 
proof on oath of such service, or of the attempts 
made to effect it, to the satisfaction of the Senate, 
is to be adduced before the Senate on the reading 
of the Petition.

CANON VI: 
PREAMBLE. 


¥ a7 HEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 

Mi United Church of England and Iveland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebee, assembled in 
Provincial Synod or General Assembly, haye power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled: ‘‘ An Act to make further 
provision in. relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,’ Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any by-law and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein. recited, subject: to certain, reservations in 
the said Act made. 

From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
asin said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO. SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 


1. From and, after the,passing, and confirmation of 
this, canon,,the soil and. freehold of all Churches. of 
the communion of the said. United. Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected; or hereafter to be erected, 
shall-be:in,the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and. freehold of the 
church-yards and burial gronnds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and the Church-wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees 
for the use of the church, or. whether the legal es- 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having been issued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church-yard or burying-ground: 
provided always, that nothing in this section con- 
tained ‘shall extend to affect the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 
or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 
other church or body of Christians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 
And provided also that no Hise oWar brs or Church. 


wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or | 


burying-ground to be used for the purpose of: holding 


Divine Sérvice or for interment, without the consent. 


of the Incumbent thereof. 


WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS’ OF VESTRY. 

2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members’ of the United Chureh of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein under the authority of the Ineum- 
bent and Church-wardéns, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no suen person 
shall be allowed to vote at any yestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or dues® 
that may have been rated - or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or sitting. 

CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WILICH 

HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 

3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
chureh-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Easter next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominetcd and 
elected for such church. 

ANNUAL- ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

4. A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter.week in each and every year, 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction: of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Chureh-varden shall be nominated: by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elee- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting asaforesaid; In case of 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting tonominate aChurch-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church- 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Chureh-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Easter week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 


QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. | 
5. No person shal]. be el'gible to the office of 
Church-warden except a member of the United 
Chureh of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being also a member ofsuch vestry. 


FILLING UP. OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


6. If, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 
day in Easter week, the nomination and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in case of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden ; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, a vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in the manner 
provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid. 


CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 


7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 
one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors, 
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THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS. TO 
BE A CORPORATION, 

8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of. 
“The Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churce (designating the church) at 
” and shall represent the 
interests of such church and the members thereof, 
and shall and may, in such corporate name, sue and 
be sued, answer and be, answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders, 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings, And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 

9, In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 
Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 

10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings; in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 
such vestry meetings. 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
asa freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land; and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 
time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. - 


PEWHOLDERS SECURED IN QUIET POSES 
ION, 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. = 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY,.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13. All Church-wardens, appointed ag aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perféct account at the annual vestry 
meeting or at an adjourned mecting to be held 
within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered ina book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the’said Churchwardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
of all sums rated or assessed, by the vestry and re- 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received, 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church wardens so accounting, and of all other things 
concerning their said office; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment of a new 
Chureh-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 
dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church:warden the book 
or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles 
and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a correct account as aforesaid, or in delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things.as afore- 
sud, it shall be in the power of the succeeding 
Church.wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
same process may be enforced against any Church- 
warden or Church-wardens removed or become in- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS. MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation being made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week after such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 


CHAIRMAN AND SECRETARY OF VESTRY 
MERTING. 


15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in case there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent or other person presiding as 
chairman; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
or a copy thereof duly certitied by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be prima facie evidence ot 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 


‘such meetings were regularly and legally held under 


the requirements of this canon without proof cf the’ 
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signature of such Incumbent being required to be ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES.— 


made. 
VESIRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 
PEW-RENTS, 


16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 

ews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
regulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
case of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
no alteration shall be made without the consent of 
two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 
nor at the Annual Easter Vestry Meeting, without 
public notice thereof given at the time such meeting 
is called. 


APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS, 


17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general account to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens ; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 


18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like nature therewith connected, 
shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 


19. It shall be in the power of the members of 
such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS AU- 
THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his suc- 
cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be valid and effec- 
tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth 
the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereof notwithstanding; provided always 
that in order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Ireland, it shall and may be lawful for him or them 
to do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese im which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 

SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 

BY PARISHES. 

22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 


NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 
CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 

23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada.

72. A Copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be 
served, at the instance of the Applicant, upon the 
person from whom the Divorce is sought, if the re- 
sidence of such person can be ascertained ; and 
proof on oath of such service, or of the attempts 
made to effect it, to the satisfaction of the Senate, 
is to be adduced before the Senate on the reading 
of the Petition.

verified the statement of the importer, and having 
ascertained that the package to be exported is a 
whole package, and that its contents are identically 
the same as originally entered for duty, shall report 
the same to the Department, and the Minister of 
Customs shall thereupon issue an order to the 
Collector to refund the duties upon due proof of 
exportation; Provided that if such goods are not 
actually exported within one month from the date 
of such order it shall be void and of no effect, 

2nd. Whereas cases frequently arise for which no

PREAMBLE. 

» ILEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 
¥? United Church of England and Ireland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 
Provincial Synod or General Assembly, have power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled: ‘‘ An Act to make further 
provision in relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,’ Chap.

From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as in said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 


]. From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this canon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to ke erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
church-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and the Church-wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees 
for the use of the church, or whether the legal es- 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having been issued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church-yard or burying-ground: 
provided always, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall extend to affect the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 
or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 
other church or body of Christians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 
And provided also that no Church-warden or Church- 
wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holding 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 


WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF VESTRY. 


2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein under the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shall be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or aus 
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that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or sitting. 
CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 
HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 


3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Haster next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


4. A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter week in each and every year, 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In caseof 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting tonominate a Church-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church- 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Church-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Easter week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 


QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


5. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
Church-warden except a member of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being alsoa member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


6. If, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 
day in Easter week, the nomination and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in case of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, #. vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in the manner 
provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was yacated from any 
of the eauses aforesaid. 

CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 

7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 
one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors. 


THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS TO 
BE A CORPORATION. 


8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of 
‘The Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churee (designating the church) at 


indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders, 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 

9. In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 
Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 

10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 
such vestry meetings. 

SALE OF PEWS. 

11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ive- 
land; and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 
time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. 


PEW-HOLDERS SECURED IN QUIET POSSES- 
SION. 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13. All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a

tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY, MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
eall a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving: at least two day’s: notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation being made aferesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week arter such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church-doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such. in- 
tended meeting. 


CHAIRMAN AND SHCRETARY OF VESTRY 
MEETING. 


15, At all vestiry..meetings..the.Rectoer or Incum- 
bent of the Church»shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such personas the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in’ case there be no 
vestry clerk, orvhe be absent, then such person as 
the chairmanishall ‘name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings or-such vestry 
meeting shall be entered ma book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Chureh-wardens; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Imcumbent or other person presiding as 
chairman; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
ora copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall. be primd, facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 
signature of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. :

17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general aecount to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens: 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO. BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 


18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
‘san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like nature therewith conneeted, 
shall be regulated, by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS: 


19. Jt shall be in, the power.of the members. of 
such yestry, at. such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
chureh, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod..of the Diocese in. yhich said church, parish 
ov mission is situated. 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND: TRUSTS; AU= 
THORIZED. 

20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his sue- 
cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, hequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, déed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, o1 Incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for ‘other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be valid and effec- 
tual to the uses and purposes'in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, 
the Acts of Parliament, commonly calléd the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereofnotwithstanding; provided always, 
that in order «to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same ; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not Tater than Six months after his 
decease. t 


ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES — 
LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
| or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to,endow the same 
with «a:-sufficiency for the maintenance.of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Ireland, it shall.and. may be lawful for him or them 
to do so; upon procuring the license of the Bishop 
‘under his hand and seal, for that, purpose ; and 
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thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 
BY PARISHES. 

22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 

NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 

CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 

23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


POWER TO ADMINISTER AND SELL LANDS. 
24. The Bishops of the said Church, in the said 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time 
being, shall severally have the administration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the 
use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 
Church in general, or to any particular Church or 
Parish, and shall have power to sell, alien and trans- 
fer any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed 
_to them, or any of them as aforesaid, for the gene- 
ral uses or purposes of the said See or of the said 
Church by and with the consent of the Synod or 
Church Society of the diocese interested, and shall 
also have power, by and with the consent and parti- 
cipation of the Incumbent and Church-wardens of 
the Parish wherein the same may be situate, to sell, 
alien and transfer any land or personalty vested in or 
conveyed to them, or any of them, as aforesaid, for the 
endowment of any Parsonage or living, or for the 
uses or purposes appurtenant to any particular 
Church, Chapel or Parish; and the Parson or other 
Incumbent of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or 
living, to whom any lands or personalty shall have 
been or may be conveyed for the endowment of 
such Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or_ for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant thereto, shall 
have power to sell, alienate or transfer the same, by 
and with the consent and participation of the Bishop 
of the said Church in the Diocese in which such 
Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, shall be situate 
for the time being and by and with the consent of 
the Synod or Church Society of the Diocese interes- 
ted. Provided always, that the price or considera: 
tion of such sale, alienation or transfer, be applied 
to the uses and purposes for which the land or per- 
sonalty so sold, alienated or transferred was con- 
veyed ; and provided also, that such sale, alienation 
or transfer be not inconsistent with, or contrary to 
the conditions of the deed of conveyance to the 
said United Church, or to any Bishop thereof, or to 
such Parson or Incumbent, as the case may be, of 
the land or personalty so to be sold, alienated or 
transferred.

were purchased, and that the duties paid thereon 
be refunded; whereupon the Collector having 
verified the statement of the importer, and having 
ascertained that the package to be exported is a 
whole package, and that its contents are identically 
the same as originally entered for duty, shall report 
the same to the Department, and the Minister of 
Customs shall thereupon issue an order to the 
Collector to refund the duties upon due proof of 
exportation; Provided that if such goods are not 
actually exported within one month from the date 
of such order it shall be void and of no effect. 

2nd. Whereas cases frequently arise for which no

CANON VI. ; 

OF THE TEMPORALITIES OF THE CHURCH. 
PREAMBLE. ‘ 

W ILEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 

United Chureh of England and Ireland, in the 

Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 


Provincial Synod or General Assembly, have power 


and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- | 


ture of Canada, intituled: “An Act to make further 
provision in relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Treland,” Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any by-law and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein recited, subject to certain reservations in 
the said Act made. 

From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as In said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 

1. From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this canon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said: United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to be erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
church-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and the Church-wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned,. by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees 
for the use of the church, or whether the legal es- 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having beenissued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church-yard or burying-ground; 
provided always, that nothing in this sectien con- 
tained shall extend to affect the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 
or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 
other church or body of Christians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 
And provided also that no Church-warden or Church- 
wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holding 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 

WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF VESTRY. 

2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein undey the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shail be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or dues 
that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on-his pew or sitting. 

CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 

HAVE"HAD NO VESTRY. 


3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Haster next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 
4. A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 


Monday, in Easter week in each and every year, 


after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
femporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
yote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In case of 


the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting,

declining or neglecting to nominate a Church-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Chureh-warden, then both the Church. 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to-elect a Church-warden, then both sueh 
Chureh-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
Where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
aster week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 
QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

5. No person shall be el'gible to the office of 
Churech-warden except a member of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being alsoa member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

6. If, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, cr any other 
day in Easter week, the nomimation and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in case of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, a vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in -the manner 
provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid. _ 

CHURCH-WARDENS. PERIOD OF OFFICE. 

7. The Chureh-wardens shal! hold their office for 
one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors. 


THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS TO 
BE A CORPORATION. 

8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of 
“Phe Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churce (designating the church) at 
” and shall represent the 
interests of such church and the members thereof, 
and shall and may, in such corporate name, sue and 
be sued, answer and be answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders, 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 
VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 

9. In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem. 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
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church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 
Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 


10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 
such vestry meetings. 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land; and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 
time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. 


PEW-HOLDERS SECURED IN QUIET POSSES- 
SION. 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 
13. All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 


shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perfect account at the annual vestry 


meeting or at an adjourned meeting to be held | 


within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered in a book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the said Church-wardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
of all sums rated or assessed by the vestry and re- 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received, 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church-wardens so accounting, and of all other things 
concerning their said office; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment. of a new 
Church-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 
dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church-warden the book 


or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles | 


and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a correct account as aforesaid, or in delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things as afore- 


said, it shall be in the power of the succeeding | 


Church-wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
samae process may be enforced against any Church- 
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warden or Church-wardens removed or become 1- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation being made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week after such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church-doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 


CHAIRMAN “AND SECRETARY OF VESTRY 
MEETING. 


15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in case there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent or other person presiding as 
chairman; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
or a copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be primé@ facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 
signature of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. 

VESIRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 
PEW-RENTS. 


16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 
pews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
regulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
case of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
no alteration shall be made without the consent of 
two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 
nor at the Annual Easter Vestry Meeting, without 
public notice thereof given at the time such meeting 
is called. 


APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS. 


17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the’sexton and other subordinates, 
servants oi the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general account to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens ; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 

18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
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and all matters of like nature therewith connected, | NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 


shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 


19. It shall be in the power of the members of 
such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS AU~ 
THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his suc- 


_cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 


general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be valid and effec- 
tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, 
the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereof notwithstanding ; provided always, 
that in order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES,— 
LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Treland, it shall and may be lawful for him or them 
to do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 
BY PARISHES. 


22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod, 


CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 


23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


POWER TO ADMINISTER AND SELL LANDS. 


24. The Bishops of the said Church, in the said 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time 
being, shall severally have the administration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the 
use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment. 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 
Church in general, or to any particular Church or 
Parish, and shall have power to sell, alien and trans- 
fer any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed 
to them, or any of them as aforesaid, for the gene- 
ral uses or purposes of the said See or of the said 
Church by and with the consent of the Synod or 
Church Society of the diocese interested, and shall 
also have power, by and with the consent and parti- 
cipation of the Incumbent and Church-wardens of 
the Parish wherein the same may be situate, to sell, 
alien and transfer any land or personalty vested in or 
conveyed to them, or any of them, as aforesaid, for the 
endowment of any Parsonage or living, or for the 
uses or purposes appurtenant to’ any particular 
Church, Chapel or Parish; and the Parson or other 
Incumbent of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or 
living, to whom any lands or personalty shall have 
been or may be conveyed for the endowment of 
such Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant thereto, shall 
have power to sell, alienate or transfer the same, by 
and with the consent and participation of the Bishop 
of the said Church in the Diocese in which such 
Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, shall be situate 
for the time being and by and with the consent of 
the Synod or Church Society of the Diocese interes- 
ted. Provided always, that the price or considera. 
tion of such sale, alienation or transfer, be.applied 
to the uses and purposes for which the land or per- 
sonalty so sold, alienated or transferred was con- 
veyed ; and provided also, that such sale, alienation 
or transfer be not inconsistent with, or contrary to 
the conditions of the deed of conveyance to the 
said United Church, or to any Bishop thereof, or to 
such Parson or Incumbent, as the case may be, of 
the land or personalty so to be sold, alienated or 
transferred. 

CHURCH, INTERPRETATION OF. 

25. The word ‘Church,’”’ wherever it occurs in 
this Canon, shall be held to include every descrip- 
tion of Church or Chapel. 91-14

In all these matters you have exhibited a discre- 
tion, an uprightness of judgment and a considerate 
and vigilant regard for the public interest, with 
which Her Majesty is entirely satisfied, and which 
have deserved the attachment and esteem of Her 
Colonial Subjects.

Monck, to be Governor General of Canada, during 
pleasure. AnD Wuereas, by the above mentioned 
Letters Patent, 17 1s PRovIpED that, in case of the 
death, incapacity or absence, out of Her Majesty’s 
Dominion of Canada, of the said Right Honorable 
Charles Stanley Viscount Monck, the powers and 
authorities, to the said Right Honorable Charles 
Stanley Viscount Monck, therein granted, shall be 
given and granted to the Lieutenant Governor, for 
the time being, of Canada, or, in the absence of any 
such Lieutenant Governor, to such person as Her 
Majesty, might, by warrant under Her Sign manual 
and signet, appoint to be the Administrator of 
the Government of Her said Dominion or, in 
the absence of any such Lieutenant Governor or 
person appointed as aforesaid, to the Senior Military 
Officer, for the time bemg in command of Her 
Majesty’s Regular Forces m Her said Dominion ; 
such powers and authorities, to be by him executed 
and enjoyed during Her Majesty’s pleasure ; and 
whereas by reason of the absence of the said the 
Right Honorable Charles Stanley Viscount Monck, 
from and out of Canada, and of any Lieutenant 
Governor of Canada, and by reasen of Her Majesty’s 
not having appointed any other person to be the 
Administrator of the Government of Her said Domi- 
nion, and under and by virtue of the provisions in 
the aforesaid Letters Patent contained, the Adminis- 
tration of the Civil Government of Canada and the 
execution of the powers and authorities in the said 
Letters Patent contained, have devolved upon me 
as being the Senior Military Officer Commanding 
Her Majesty’s Regular Forces in the said Dominion 
of Canada; I have, therefore, by and with the 
advice of the Queen’s Privy Council for Canada, 
thought fit to issue this Proclamation to make known 
the same.

HEAD QUARTERS, 
Ottawa, 12th November, 1868. 


GENERAL ORDER. 


The Governor General desires, before leaving 
Canada, to address a few words of farewell to the 
members of the Staff,—Officers,—and men of the 
Militia and Volunteers, whom it has been his high 
privilege to command during the last seven years.

A comparison of the condition of the force as it 
now exists with that which obtained when the 
Governor General assumed the Command in the 
year 1861, would show an enormous improvement 
in numbers, efficiency and equipment. 

On more than one occasion while His Excellency 
has been in Canada, circumstances have compelled 
him to call for the active services of the Volunteers. 

The manner in which on those occasions they 
sacrificed time, money and convenience for the 
public service, is now matter of history and has won 
for them the admiration of the public and the 
warm commendation of the Imperial authorities. 

The Volunteers are embodied for no aggressive 
purpose, and are organized solely for the defence of 
their native land and the maintenance of internal 
order and peace. 

While His Excellency trusts and believes that 
the Volunteer force will never be called upon to 
display their efficiency in the prosecution of actual 
hostilities, the experience of the last seven years 
proves that the existence of such a force of citizen 
soldiers may at times avert from the country many 
of the disastrous consequences of a state of war, 

His Excellency therefore trusts that the officers 
and men of the Volunteer force, while not with- 
drawing themselves from their civil avocations, will 
esteem it a sacred duty which they owe to their 
country, to maintain their organization and to keep 
up that discipline without which the largest force of 
men is useless for military purposes. 

His Excellency cannot conclude without expres- 
sing his satisfaction at the alacrity and readiness 
with which the orders which he has seen fit to issue 
from time to time, for the government of the Vo- 
lunteers, have been obeyed by the Officers and men 
of the force generally. 

The Governor General wishes the force farewell 
and will always continue to watch with interest 
their future progress.

CANON VI. 
OF THE TEMPORALITIES OF THE CHURCH. 
PREAMBLE. 
Ww HEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 
United Church of England and Ireland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 
Provincial Synod or General Assembly, have power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled : ‘An Act to make further 
provision in relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,” Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any bylaw and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein recited, subject to certain reseryations in 
the said Act made. 
From and after the approyal by the Governor, in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as in said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO.SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 
1. From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this canon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said United Church of En- 
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gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to be erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
church-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and the Church-wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees 
for the use of the church, or whether the legal es- 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having been issued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church-yard or burying-ground: 
provided always, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall extend to affect the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 
or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 
other church or body of Christians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 
And provided also that no Church-warden or Church- 
wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holding 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 


WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF VESTRY. 


2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein undey the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shall be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or dues 
that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or sitting. 

CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 

HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 

3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Easter next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


4, A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter week in each and every year, 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In case of 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting tonominate a Church-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church. 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Church-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Easter week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 


QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


5. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
Church-warden except a member of the United 


Church of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being also a member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

6. If, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 
day in Easter week, the nomination and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in case of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, a vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in the manner 
provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid. 


CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 


7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 
one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors. 


THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS TO 
BE A CORPORATION. 


8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of 
“The Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churee (designating the church) at 
” and shall represent the 
interests of such church and the members thereof, 
and shall and may, in such corporate name, sue and 
be sued, answer and be answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders, 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 


9. In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Chureh-waracns by this 
Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 


10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
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to time be rated and assessed in 
such vestry meetings, 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land; and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 
time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. 


PEW-HOLDERS SECURED IN QUIET POSSES. 
SION. 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13. All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perfect account at the annual vestry 
meeting or at an adjourned meeting to be held 
within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered in a book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the said Church-wardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
of all sums rated or assessed by the vestry and re. 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received, 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church-wardens so accounting, and of all other things 
concerning their said office; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment of a new 
Church-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 
dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church-warden the book 
or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles 
and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a correct account as aforesaid, or in delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things as afore- 
said, it shall be in the power of the succeeding 
Church-wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
same process may be enforced against any Church- 
warden or Church-wardens removed or become in- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation being made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 


respect thereof at 


give such notice, then one week after such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church-doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 


CHAIRMAN AND SECRETARY OF VESTRY 
MEETING. 


15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in case there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent or other person presiding as. 
chairman; and such minutes, so entered and signed,, 
or a copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be prima facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 
signature of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. 


VESTRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 
PEW-RENTS. 

16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 
pews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
regulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
case of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
no alteration shall be made without the consent of 
two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 
nor at the Annual Easter Vestry Meeting, without 
public notice thereof given at the time such meeting 
is called. 

APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH- WARDENS. 

17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and. 
wages shall be brought into the general account ta 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 


18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking*the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like nature therewith connected, 
shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 


19. It shall be in the power of the members of 
such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, ta 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS AU- 
THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
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Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his suc- 
-éessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
éhurch then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant. thereto, shall be valid and ettec- 
tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, 
the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to, the 
countrary thereofnotwithstanding; provided always, 
that in order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES. —- 
LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Ireland, it shali and may be lawful for him or them 
to.do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
chureh, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
thon of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Tre- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


‘SYNODS MAY FEX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 
BY PARISHES. 


22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall haye authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 


NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 
CONFERRED BY THIS CANON, 


23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
Whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


ROWER TO ADMINISTER. AND SELL LANDS. 


_24..The Bishops of the said. Church, in the said 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time 
being, shall severally have the administration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the

use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 


Church in general, or to any particular Church or 


Parish, and shall have power to sell, alien and trans- 


fer any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed 
to them, or any of them.as aforesaid, for the gene: 
ral uses or purposes of the said See or of the sakk 
Church by and with the consent of the Synod or 
Church Society of the diocese interested, and shall 
also have power, by and with the consent and parti- 
cipation of the Incumbent and Church-wardens’ of 
the Parish wherein the same may be situate, to sell, 
alien and transfer any land or personalty vested in or 
conveyed to them, or any of them, as aforesaid, for the 
endowment of any Parsonage or living, or for the 
uses or purposes appurtenant to any particular 
Church, Chapel or Parish; and the Parson or other 
Incumbent of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or 
living, to whom any lands or personalty shall have 
been or may be conyeyed for the endowment of 
such Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant thereto, shall 
have power to sell, alienate or transfer the same, by 
and with the consent and participation of the Bishop 
of the said Church in the Diocese in which such 
Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, shall be situate 
for the time being and by and with the consent of 
the Synod or Church Society of the Diocese interes- 
ted. Provided always, that the price or considera: 
tion of such sale, alienation or transfer, be applied 
to the uses and purposes for which the land or per- 
sonalty so sold, alienated or transferred was con- 
veyed; and provided also, that such sale, alienation 
or transfer be not inconsistent with, or contrary to 
the conditions of the deed of conveyance to the 
said United Church, or to any Bishop thereof, or to 
such Parson or Incumbent, as the case may be, of 
the land or personalty so to be sold, alienated or 
transferred.

CHURCH, INTERPRETATION OF. 


25. The word ‘Church,’ wherever it occurs in 
this Canon, shall be held to include every deserip- 
tion of Church or Chapel. 91-14

ORDRE GENERAL. 

Le Gouverneur Général désire, avant de laisser 
le Canada, adresser quelques mots d’adieu aux 
membres de l’Etat-Major,—Officiers,—et soldats de 
la Milice et de la Force Volontaire quil a eu le 
privilége particulier de commander pendant les 
sept derniéres années. 

Une comparaison de l'état actuel de la Force 
avec ce qu’elle était lorsque le Gouverneur Général 
en prit le commandement, en 1861, montrerait 
qu’elle s’est énormément améliorée sous le rapport 
du nombre, de l’efficacité et de l’équipement. 

Plus d'une fois, Son Excellence pendant son 
séjour en Canada, s’est vue obligée par les circon- 
stances d’appeler les Volontaires en Service Actif. 

Dans ces occasions ils ont sacrifié leur temps, 
leur argent et leurs commodités pour le service 
public d’une maniére qui est maintenant un fait 
histoire et qui leur a gagné l’admiration du public 
et les éloges empressés des autorités Impériales.

OF THE TEMPORALITIES OF THE CHURCH.

PREAMBLE. 


W HEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 
_ United Chureh of England and Ireland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 
Provincial Synod or General Assembly, have power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled: ‘An Act to make further 
provision in relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,’ Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any by-law and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein recited, subject to certain reservations in 
the said Act made. 

From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as in said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 


1, From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this canon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to be erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
church-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
a of the said churches, church-yards and 

urying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and theChurch-wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees

for the use of the church, or whether the legal es- 


tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having been issued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church-yard or burying-ground: 
provided always, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall extend to afteet the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 


or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 


other church or body of Christians to any landed — 


property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed, 
And provided also that no Church-warden or Church- 
wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holding 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 


WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF’ VESTRY. 


2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Treland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein under the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shall be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or dues 
that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or sitting. 

CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 

HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 

3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Easter next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


4, A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter week in each and every year, 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In case of 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting tonominate a Church-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church. 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Church-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Easter week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 


QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


5. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
Church-warden except a member of the United 
Church of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being also a member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


6. If, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 


shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 


day in Easter week, the nomination and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in ease of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden ; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, a. vestry meeting shall be there- 


upon called within one month, in the manner 
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provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid, 


CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 
7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 


one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the noménation or election. of their successors, 


THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS TO 
BE A CORPORATION, 


8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of 
‘The Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churce (designating the church) at 
” and shall represent the 
interests of such church and the members thereof, 
and shall and may, in such corporate name, sue and 
be sued, answer and be answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders, 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 


9, In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 8 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 


Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 


10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 


‘sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 


as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as heremafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 


such vestry meetings. 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land; and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 


time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. 


PEW-HOLDERS SECURED IN QUIET POSSES. 
SION, 


12, Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13. All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perfect account at the annual vestry 
meeting or at an adjourned meeting to be held 
within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered ina book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the said Church-wardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
of all sums rated or assessed by the vestry and re- 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received, 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church-wardens so accounting, and of allother things 
concerning their said office; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment of a new 
Church-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 
dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church-warden the book 
or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles 
and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a correct account as aforesaid, or in delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things as afore- 
said, it shall be in the power of the succeeding 
Church-wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
same process may be enforced against any Church- 
warden or Church-wardens removed or become in- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 

SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 

14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation being made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week after such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church-doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 

CHAIRMAN AND SECRETARY OF VESTRY 

MEETING. 

15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in case there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
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the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent: or other person presiding as 
chairman; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
or a copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be prima facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 
signature of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. 


VESTRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 
PEW-RENTS. 

16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 
pews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
regulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
ease of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
no alteration shall be made without the consent of 
two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 
nor at the Annual Haster Vestry Meeting, without 
public notice thereof given at the time such meeting 
is called. 

APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS. 


17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general account to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens ; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 

18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like nature therewith connected, 
shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 


19. It shall be in the power of the members of 
such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS AU- 
; THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his sue- 
cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be valid and etfec- 
tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, 


the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereof notwithstanding ; provided always, 
that in order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF GHURCHES,— 
LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Treland, it shall and may be lawful for him or them 
to do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- ~ 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 
BY PARISHES. 


22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 


NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 
CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 

23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


POWER TO ADMINISTER AND SELL LANDS. 


24. The Bishops of the said Church, in the said 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time 
being, shall severally have the administration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the 
use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 
Church in general, or to any particular Church or 
Parish, and shall have power to sell, alien and trans- 
fer any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed

CANON VI. 
OF THE TEMPORALITIES OF THE CHURCH. 
PREAMBLE. 


Wy HEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 
United Chureh of England and Ireland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 
Provincial Synod or General Assembly, have power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled: “ An Act to make further 
provision in rélation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,” Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any by-law and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein recited, subject to certain reservations in 
the said Act made. i +) 
From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as in said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 


1. From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this ¢anon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to be erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
church-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for ae 
time being and the Church-wardens to be acanaat 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title i ae 
‘same may now be held, whether vested in masters 
for the use of the church, or whether the lega a 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of Ms la 
haying been issued, though set apart for the Pe 

oses of such church, chureh-yard or burying-grounc: 
Se cd always, that nothing in this section core 
tained shall extend to affect the tenure of any, a 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Paten 


or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 


other church or body of Christians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 


| And provided also that no Church-warden or Church- 


wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holding 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 


WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF VESTRY. 


2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein under the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shall be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears of rent or dues 
that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or sitting. 


CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 
HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 


3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Easter next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church, 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


4. A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter week in each and every year 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In caseof 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting tonominatea Church-ward en, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Church-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Easter week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 


QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 
5. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
Church-warden except a member of the United 


Chureh of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being alsoa member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

6. Ii, from any cause, an annual vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 
day in Easter week, the nomination and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be called in 
manner herein provided; and in case of the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardens, a vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in the manner 
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provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid, 


CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 


7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 
one year from the time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors.

8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a

be sued, answer and be answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 
church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders, 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 


9. In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
ave free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers. being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year ina book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 
Canon. 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 


10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
o be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 
such vestry meetings. 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land; and such purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 


~ 


time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. 5 


PEW-HOLDERS ae IN QUIET POSSES- 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13. All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perfect account at the annual vestry 
meeting or at an adjourned meeting to be held 
within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered in a book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the said Church-wardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
of all sums rated or assessed by the vestry and re- 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received, 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church-wardens so accounting, and of all other things 
concerning their said office; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment of a new 


| Church-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 


dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church-warden the book 
or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles 
and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a correct account as aforesaid, or in delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things as afore- 
said, it shall be in the power of the succeeding 
Church-wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
same process may be enforced against any Church- 
warden or Church-wardens removed or become in- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned ‘in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion bemg made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid ; and in case, upon such written appli- - 
cation being made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week after such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such members of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church-doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 


CHAIRMAN AND SECRETARY OF VESTRY 
MEETING. 


15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in ease there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
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the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 
vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent or other person presiding as 
chairman ; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
or a copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be prima facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 
ee of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. 


VESTRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 
PEW-RENTS. 


16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 
pews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
regulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
case of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
no alteration shall be made without the consent of 
two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 
nor at the Annual Easter Vestry Meeting, without 
public notice thereof given at the time such meeting 
is called, 


APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS. 


17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall-be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general account to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens ; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESYRY. 

18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 
fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 
church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 
san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 
plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like nature therewith connected, 
shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 


VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 


19. It shall be in the power of the members of 
such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. 7 


CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS AU-— 
THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his suc- 
cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or fox other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be valid and etfec- 


tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, | 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, — 
2 


the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereof notwithstanding; provided always, 
that i order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES. —- 
LAY PRESENTATION. 

21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Ireland, it shall and may be lawful for him or them 
to do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
or other property, adequate to the maintenance 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns: 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may haye been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 

SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 

BY PARISHES. 


22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 


NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 
CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 

23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


POWER TO ADMINISTER AND SELL LANDS. 


24. The Bishops of the said Church, in the said 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time 
being, shall severally have the administration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the 
use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 
Church in general, or to any particular Church or 
Parish, and shall have power to sell, alien and trans- 
fer any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed 
to them, or any of them as aforesaid, for the gene 
ral uses or purposes of the said See or of the said 
Church by and with the consent of the Synod or 
Church Society of the diocese interested, and shall 
also have power, by and with the consent and parti 
cipation of the Incumbent and Church-wardens of 
the Parish wherein the same may be situate, to sell, 
alien and transfer any land or personalty vested in or 
conveyed to them, or any of them, as aforesaid, for the 
endowment of any Parsonage or living, or for the 
uses or purposes appurtenant to any particular 
Church, Chapel or Parish; and the Parson or other 
Incumbent of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or 
living, to whem any lands or personalty shall haye 
been or may be conveyed for the endowment of 
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such Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for | 


other uses or purposes appurtenant thereto, shall 
have power to sell, alienate or transfer the same, by 
and with the consent and participation of the Bishop 
of the said Church in the Diocese in which such 
Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, shall be situate 
for the time being and by and with the consent of 
the Synod or Church Society of the Diocese interes- 
ted. Provided always, that the price or considera 
tion of such sale, alienation or transfer, be applied 
to the uses and purposes for which the land or per- 
sonalty so sold, alienated or transferred was con- 
veyed ; and provided also, that such sale, alienation 
or transfer be not inconsistent with, or contrary to 
the conditions of the deed of conveyance to the 
said United Church, or to any Bishop thereof, or to 
such Parson or Incumbent, as the case may be, of 
the land or personalty so to be sold, alienated or 
transferred. 


CHURCH, INTERPRETATION OF. 


25. The word ‘‘Church,’’ wherever it occurs in 
this Canon, shall be beld to include every descrip- 
tion of Church or Chapel. 91-14

OF THE TEMPORALITIES OF THE CHURCH. 
PREAMBLE. 


W HEREAS the Bishops, Clergy and Laity of the 

United Chureh of England and Ireland, in the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, assembled in 
Provineial Synod or General Assembly, have power 
and authority, under an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Canada, intituled: “An Act to make further 
provision in relation to the Temporalities of the 
United Church of England and Ireland,” Chap. 15, 
29, 30 Vic., to repeal, change, alter and amend by 
any by-law and canon, any portion of the Acts 
therein recited, subject to certain reservations in 
the said Act made. 

From and after the approval by the Governor in 
Council, and the publication in the Official Cazette, 
as in said Act provided, the following canon is sub- 
stituted for the said Acts. 


TITLE TO SITE OF CHURCH AND BURIAL 
GROUNDS.—PROVISO. 

1. From and after the passing and confirmation of 
this canon, the soil and freehold of all Churches of 
the communion of the said United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland in the Provinces of Ontario and 
Quebec, now erected, or hereafter to be erected, 
shall be in the Parson or other Incumbent thereof, 
for the time being, but the soil and freehold of the 
ehurch-yards and burial grounds attached or belong- 
ing thereto respectively shall be in the Incumbent 
for the time being and the Church-wardens ; but the 
possession of the said churches, church-yards and 
burying grounds shall be in the Incumbent for the 
time being and the Church-wardens to be appointed 
as hereinafter mentioned, by whatever title the 
same may now be held, whether vested in trustees 
for the use of the church, or whether the legal es- 
tate remains in the crown, by reason of no patent 
having been issued, though set apart for the pur- 
poses of such church, church-yard or burying-ground: 
provided always, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall extend to affect the tenure of any Par- 
sonage or Rectory now established by Letters Patent 
or of any Proprietary Chapel: nor the rights of any 
other church or body of Christians to any landed 
property or church now erected, but that the same 
shall remain as if this canon had not been passed. 
And provided also that no Church-warden or Church- 
wardens shall permit the church or church-yard or 
burying-ground to be used for the purpose of holding 
Divine Service or for interment, without the consent 
of the Incumbent thereof. 

WHO SHALL BE MEMBERS OF VESTRY. 

2. All pew owners and pew-holders in such chur- 
ches, being members of the United Church of En- 
gland and Ireland, and all such members holding 
sittings therein under the authority of the Incum- 
bent and Church-wardens, in writing, shall form a 
vestry, for the purposes in this canon mentioned 
and declared ; provided always, that no such person 
shall be allowed to vote at any vestry meeting who 
shall not have held a pew or sitting in the church - 
thereof for six months previous to such meeting, or 
who shall not have paid all arrears ef rent or dues 
that may have been rated or assessed by the vestry 
on his pew or-.sitting. 


se : 


CHURCH-WARDENS OF CHURCHES WHICH 
HAVE HAD NO VESTRY. 


3. The Incumbent of any church, which has never 
had a vestry, shall have the power to appoint two 
church-wardens, who shall have all the authorities 
and powers conferred by this canon until Haster next 
following their appointment or until a vestry shall 
be established, in accordance with the provisions of 
this canon, and church-wardens duly nominated and 
elected for such church. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 


4. A meeting of such vestry shall be holden on 
Monday, in Easter week in each and every year, 
after notice thereof given during Divine Service on 
Easter Sunday, for the purpose of appointing 
Church-wardens for the ensuing year, and for the 
transaction of other business connected with the 
temporalities of the church; and at such meeting 
one Church-warden shall be nominated by the In- 
cumbent of the rectory, parish or mission to which 
the said church belongs, and the other shall be elec- 
ted by a majority of those present, and entitled to 
vote at such vestry meeting as aforesaid. In case of 
the Incumbent, if present, at such vestry meeting, 
declining or neglecting tonominate a Church-warden, 
or in case of said Incumbent being absent from such 
vestry, and neglecting by writing under his hand to 
appoint a Church-warden, then both the Church 
wardens for the current year shall be elected by the 
members of the vestry present; and in case the 
members of such vestry shall neglect at such vestry 
meeting to elect a Church-warden, then both such 
Church-wardens for the current year shall be nomin- 
ated by the Incumbent; provided that in any case 
where there are more churches than one in the 
parish or mission, the Incumbent shall hold such 
meeting for the out-stations at any time during the 
Kaster week after giving notice thereof on some 
previous Sunday. 

QUALIFICATION OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

5. No person shall be eligible to the office of 

Churech-warden except a member of the United 


Church of England and Ireland, of the full age of 
twenty-one years, being also a member of such vestry. 


FILLING UP OF VACANCIES IN THE OFFICE 
OF CHURCH-WARDENS. 

6. If, from any cause, an annuai vestry meeting 
shall not have been held on Monday, or any other 
day in Easter week, the nomination and election of 
Church-wardens, and the transaction of other busi- 
ness as aforesaid, notice being given, may take place 
at any subsequent vestry meeting, to be ealled in 
manner herein provided; and in case of, the de- 
clining to accept office, deprivation of office, resig- 
nation in writing to the Incumbent, or change of 
residence to ten or more miles from the church of 
which he was chosen Church-warden; or of inca- 
pacity to act, or of the death of either or both of 
said Church-wardeng, «. vestry meeting shall be there- 
upon called within one month, in the manner 
provided for in this cannon, for the nomination by 
the Incumbent, or for the election by the said vestry, 
as the case may be, of a new Church-warden, in the 
place of the one whose office was vacated from any 
of the causes aforesaid. 


CHURCH-WARDENS PERIOD OF OFFICE. 
7. The Church-wardens shall hold their office for 
one year from the ‘time of their appointment, or 
until the nomination or election of their successors. 


THE INCUMBENT AND CHURCH-WARDENS TO 
BE A CORPORATION. 


8. The Incumbent and Church-wardens being a 
corporation, shall as such use the name and style of 
“The Incumbent and Church-wardens of the 

Churce (designating the church) at 

” and shall represent the 

interests of such church and the members thereof, 
and shall and may, in such corporate name, sue and 
be sued, answer and be answered unto, in all man- 
ner of suits and actions whatever, and may prosecute 
indictments, presentments, and other criminal 
proceedings for and in respect of such churches, 


church-yards and burying-grounds attached or be- 
longing thereto respectively, and all matters and 
things appertaining thereto; and the Incumbent 
and Church-wardens, as such corporation, shall, if 
required, make and execute leases to pew-holders. 
and grant certificates to those who shall have rented 
sittings. And for the purposes of this cannon, every 
Clergyman licensed by the Bishop to any sole 
charge, shall be deemed to be the Incumbent or 
Parson of all churches in the District specified in 
his license. 


VESTRIES AND CHURCH-WARDENS OF FREE 
CHURCHES. 


9. In all churches in which the pews and sittings 
are free, the members of the Congregation of each 
such church shall have power and authority to con- 
stitute and form a vestry and elect church-wardens 
in the manner provided by clauses 2, 3 and 4 of this 
cannon, and such vestry shall consist of such mem- 
bers being of the full age of twenty-one years, as 
shall declare themselves in writing on or before Ash 
Wednesday in each year in a book to be kept for 
that purpose by the Congregation to be members 
of the United Church of England and Ireland in 
Canada, and habitually attending worship in such 
church, to be contributors to the funds of such 
church and not to be in arrears with respect to such 
contributions; and the Incumbent and Church- 
wardens of such churches shall be invested with all 
powers and be subject to all the obligations now 
conferred and imposed upon Church-wardens by this 
Canon. : 


CHURCH-WARDENS TO LEASE AND RENT 
PEWS AND SITTINGS. 


10. It shall be the duty of the Incumbent and 
Church-wardens from time to time to lease and rent 
pews and sittings, in churches where such pews and 
sittings are not held in freehold, upon such terms 
as may be settled and appointed at vestry meetings, 
to be holden for that purpose, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ; and all pews and sittings shall be subject to 
such annual rent and other dues as may from time 
to time be rated and assessed in respect thereof at 
such vestry meetings. 


SALE OF PEWS. 


11. From and after the passing of this canon, no 
sales of pews shall take place in any church in 
these Provinces. But in, the case of the absolute 
purchase of a pew in any church, as aforesaid, before 
the passing of this Act, the same shall be construed 
as a freehold of inheritance, not subject to forfeiture 
by change of residence, or by discontinuing to fre- 
quent the same, and the same may be_ bargained, 
sold and assigned, to any purchaser thereof, being a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land; and such ‘purchaser, provided the same shall 
have been duly assigned and conveyed to him, shall 
hold the same subject to the annual rent-charge or 
other dues rated and assessed, and which may from 
time to time be rated and assessed in respect 
thereof. 


PEW-HOLDERS SECURED IN QUIET POSSES- 
SION. 


12. Any pew-holder, whether by purchase com- 
pleted before the passing of this canon, or by lease, 
and any person renting a pew, or sitting, shall, 
during their rightful possession of such pew or sit- 
ting, have right of action against any person injuring 
the same, or disturbing him or his family in the 
possession thereof. 


CHURCH-WARDENS SHALL ACCOUNT TO 
VESTRY.—AUDITORS APPOINTED. 


13, All Church-wardens, appointed as aforesaid 
shall, yearly and every year, render in writing a 
just, true and perfect account at the annual vestry 
meeting or at an adjourned meeting to be held 
within a fortnight after the said annual meeting 
fairly entered in a book or books, to be kept for 
that purpose, signed by the said Church-wardens, 
(which book or books, shall be the property of the 
vestry) of all sums of money by them received, and 
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of all sums rated or assessed by the vestry and re- 
maining unpaid, or otherwise due and not received 
and also of all goods, chattles, and other property 
of such church or parish in their possession as such 
Church-wardens, and of all moneys paid by such 
Church-wardens so accounting, and of all other things 
concerning their said office ; which said account, 
and book or books, shall have been referred to two 
or more auditors, appointed by the annual vestry 
meeting. In case of the appointment of a new 
Church-warden or Church-wardens, the Church-war- 
dens then retiring from office shall pay and deliver 
over unto such succeeding Church-warden the book 
or books, and all sums of money, goods, chattles 
and other things, which shall be in their possession ; 
and the said book or books shall be carefully pre- 
served by such Church-wardens, and they shall and 
are hereby required to permit any members of such 
vestry, as aforesaid, to inspect the same at all rea- 
sonable times. In case any retiring Church-warden 
or Church-wardens shall make default in rendering 
a correct account as aforesaid, or in delivering over 
such books, money, goods or other things as afore- 
said, it shall be in the power of the succeeding 
Church-wardens, to take proceedings at law or in 
equity for such default. Provided always that the 
same process may be enforced against any Church- 
warden or Church-wardens removed or become in- 
capable of acting, from any of the causes before 
mentioned in this canon, or against the represen- 
tatives of any deceased Church-warden. 


SPECIAL VESTRY MEETINGS MAY BE CALLED. 


14. It shall be in the power of the Incumbent to 
call a special vestry meeting whenever he shall think 
proper to do so, giving at least two day’s notice 
thereof, on the Lord’s day during Divine Service, 
and also specifying the business for which such spe- 
cial meeting is called; and it shall, moreover, be 
his duty to call such special meeting upon applica- 
tion being made to him in writing by the Church- 
wardens, or by at least six members of such vestry 
as aforesaid; and in case, upon such written appli- 
cation being made as aforesaid, such Incumbent 
shall refuse or neglect to call such meeting, or to 
give such notice, then one week after such demand 
made, it shall be in the power of said Church-war- 
dens or of any six of any such membeis of the 
vestry, to call the same by notice, to be affixed on 
the outer church-door (or church-doors, where more 
than one) at least one week previous to such in- 
tended meeting. 

CHAIRMAN AND SECRETARY OF VESTRY 

MEETING. 

15. At all vestry meetings the Rector or Incum- 
bent of the Church shall preside as chairman, and, 
in his absence, the curate, or assistant minister, or 
in the absence of both the incumbent and assistant 
minister, such person as the majority present at such 
meeting shall name; and the vestry clerk, when 
there is one, and present, or in case there be no 
vestry clerk, or he be absent, then such person as 
the chairman shall name shall be secretary of such 

vestry meeting, and the proceedings of such vestry 
meeting shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, and preserved in the custody of the 
Church-wardens ; and such minutes shall be signed 
by such Incumbent or othersperson presiding as 
chairman ; and such minutes, so entered and signed, 
or a copy thereof duly certified by the Incumbent 
for the time being, shall be primé facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein set forth, and that 
such meetings were regularly and legally held under 
the requirements of this canon without proof of the 
signature of such Incumbent being required to be 
made. 
VESTRY TO REGULATE RENT-CHARGE AND 

PEW-RENTS. 


16. The rent charge to be paid on pews holden in 
freehold which shall have been acquired before the 
passing of this Canon, and the rent to be paid for 
pews and sittings in pews leased or rented, shall be 
regulated by the majority of the members present at 
any lawful vestry meeting as aforesaid, and in the 
ease of a vacant charge such pew-rent shall be regu- 
lated before the appointment of a clergyman; and 
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no alteration shall be made without the consent of 

two thirds of the members of the vestry present, 

nor at the Annual Easter Vestry Meeting, without 

pe nous thereof given at the time such meeting - 
is called. 


APPOINTMENTS OF SUBORDINATES BY INCUM- 
BENT AND CHURCH- WARDENS. 


17. The clerk of the church, the organist, the 
vestry clerk, the sexton and other subordinates, 
servants of the church, shall be nominated, removed 
and appointed by the Incumbent and the Church- 
wardens for the time being, and their salary and 
wages shall be brought into the general account to 
be rendered as aforesaid by such church-wardens ; 
but choristers or members of Church choirs shall be: 
appointed and removed by the Incumbent. 


CERTAIN FEES TO BE REGULATED BY SYNOD 
AND VESTRY. 

18. The fees for the registration of baptisms, and 

fees on marriages, burials, and other services of the 

church, shall be regulated by the respective Dioce- 


| san Synods; and the charges payable for burial 


plots, and on breaking the ground in cemeteries or 
church-yards for the purpose of burying the dead, 
and all matters of like nature therewith connected, 
shall be regulated by the vestry of the church to 
which the cemetery or church-yard belongs. 

VESTRY MAY MAKE NECESSARY BY-LAWS. 

19. It shall be in the power of the members of 

such vestry, at such vestry meeting as aforesaid, to 
make by-laws for the regulation of their proceedings, 
and for the management of the temporalities of the 
church, parish or mission, to which they belong, and 
to alter or repeal the same, provided the said by- 
laws are not repugnant to this canon, nor contrary 
to the canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the 
Synod of the Diocese in which said church, parish 
or mission is situated. 

CERTAIN ENDOWMENTS AND TRUSTS AU- 

THORIZED. 


20. Any devise, bequest, deed or conveyance of 
land, or of personalty, that may be made to any 
Bishop of the said Church in Canada, and to his sue- 
cessors, for the endowment of his See, or for the 
general uses of the said church, as such Bishop shall 
appoint, or otherwise, or for the use of any particular 
church then erected, or thereafter to be erected, or 
for the endowment of a parsonage, rectory, living, 
parish or mission, or for other uses or purposes 
appurtenant to such church in general, or to any 
particular church, parish or mission, to be named in 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance, and 
any such devise, bequest, deed or conveyance to any 
parson, or rector, or incumbent and his successors, 
for the endowment of such parsonage, rectory, 
living, parish or mission, or for other uses or pur- 
poses appurtenant thereto, shall be valid and effec- 
tual to the uses and purposes in such devise, bequest, 
deed or conveyance to be mentioned and set forth, 
the Acts of Parliament, commonly called the Statutes 
of Mortmain, or other acts, laws, or usages, to the 
countrary thereof notwithstanding ; provided always, 
that in order to the validity of any such devise, 
bequests, deeds and conveyances, the same shall be 
made and executed six months at least before the 
death of the person devising, bequeathing or con- 
veying the same; and, in case of real estate, shall 
be registered not later than six months after his 
decease. 


ERECTION AND ENDOWMENT OF CHURCHES, — 
LAY PRESENTATION. 


21. In the event of any person or persons, body 
or bodies, politic or corporate, desiring to erect and 
found a church or churches, and to endow the same 
with a sufficiency for the maintenance of such 
church, and of Divine Service therein, according to 
the rites of the said United Church of England and 
Treland, it shall and may be lawful for him or them 
to do so, upon procuring the license of the Bishop, 
under his hand and seal, for that purpose; and 
thereupon, after the erection of a suitable church 
and the appropriation by the founder thereof of such 
church so erected, and of lands and hereditaments 
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‘or other property, adequate to the maintenance , 
thereof and of an Incumbent, and adequate to the 
usual and ordinary charges attendant upon such 
church, such provision being made to the satisfac- 
tion of the Bishop, such founder, his heirs, or assigns 
being members of the said United Church of En- 
‘gland and Ireland, or such body politic or corpo- 
‘rate, as the case may be, shall have the right of 
presentation to such church, according to the rules 
and canons of the Provincial Synod, or of the canons 
of the Synod of the Diocese in which such endow- 
ment may have been made. Provided always, that 
if a founder, his heirs or assigns, shall cease to be a 
member of the United Church of England and Ire- 
land, the right of presentation shall lapse to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


SYNODS MAY FIX SYNOD DUES PAYABLE 
BY PARISHES. 


22. The Synod of each Diocese in these Provinces 
as aforesaid, shall have authority to fix the Synod 
dues or apportionment which shall be paid by each 
parish or mission within such diocese, towards | 
defraying the expenses of such Synod. 


NO SPIRITUAL JURISDICTION OR RIGHTS 
CONFERRED BY THIS CANON. 


23. Nothing in this canon contained shall extend, 
or be construed to extend in any manner, to confer 
any spiritual jurisdiction or ecclesiastical rights 
whatsoever upon any Bishop or Bishops, or other | 
ecclesiastical person of the said church in Canada. 


POWER TO ADMINISTER AND SELL LANDS. 


24. The Bishops of the said Church, in the said | 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, for the time | 
being, shall severally have the administration of all 
lands and personalities vested in them respectively, 
or their or his predecessors in office, or conveyed to 
them or him for the endowment of their or his See, 
or for the general use of the said Church, or for the 
use of any particular Church or Chapel then erected, | 
or thereafter to be erected, or for the endowment | 
of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant to such United 
Church in general, or to any particular Church or 
Parish, and shall have power to sell, alien and trans- 
fer any lands or personalty vested in, or conveyed 
to them, or any of them as aforesaid, for the gene 
ral uses or purposes of the said See or of the said | 
Church by and with the consent of the Synod or | 
Church Society of the diocese interested, and shall 
also have power, by and with the consent and parti 
cipation of the Incumbent and Church-wardens of | 
the Parish wherein the same may be situate, to sell, 
alien and transfer any land or personalty vested in or 
conveyed to them, or any of them, as aforesaid, for the 
endowment of any Parsonage or living, or for the 
uses or purposes appurtenant to any particular 
Church, Chapel or Parish; and the Parson or other 
Incumbent of any Parsonage, Church, Chapel or 
living, to whom any lands or personalty shall have 
been or may be conveyed for the endowment of 
such Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, or for 
other uses or purposes appurtenant thereto, shall 
have power to sell, alienate or transfer the same, by 
and with the consent and participation of the Bishop 
of the said Church in the Diocese in which such 
Parsonage, Church, Chapel or living, shall be situate 
for the time being and by and with the consent of 
the Synod or Church Society of the Diocese interes- 
ted. Provided always, that the price or considera 
tion of such sale, alienation or transfer, be applied 
to the uses and purposes for which the land or per- 
sonalty so sold, alienated or transferred was con- 
veyed ; and provided alse, that such sale, alienation 
or transfer be not inconsistent with, or contrary to 
the conditions of the deed of conveyance to the 
said United Church, or to any Bishop thereof, or to 
such Parson or Incumbent, as the case may be, of 
the land or personalty so to be sold, alienated or 
transferred. 


CHURCH, INTERPRETATION OF. 


25. The word ‘Church,’ wherever it occurs in 
this Canon, shall be held to include every descrip- 
tion of Church or Chapel. 91-14
